Proposal  and  Recommendations  for 
Structuring  the  Work  of  the  New 

San  Francisco 
Department  of  the  Environment 


Summary 

This  summary  document  outlines  recommendations  for  the  Environmental  Department 
and  Commission  as  mandated  by  the  new  City  Charter  that  goes  into  effect  July  1 , 
1996.  This  proposal  on  creating  a  new  city  agency  will  focus  on  functions  that 
specifically  increase  productivity  of  City  programs  and  employees  engaged  in 
"environmental"  activity  as  well  as  promoting  a  higher  quality  of  life  for  our  city's 
residents,  work  force  and  visitors. 

The  three  components  of  this  proposal  include: 

1 .  Identified  tasks  required  to  establish  the  agency  by  July  1 , 1996, 

2.  Proposed  departmental  structure,  and 

3.  Recommendations  for  staffing. 


Immediate  Tasks        (January  -  June  1996) 

1 .  Appoint  a  Mayor's-office  staff  liaison  to  coordinate  planning  and  creation  of  the 
new  agency. 

2.  Establish  a  citizens'  committee  to  advise  on  mission  statement,  structure  and 
funding  sources. 

3.  Identify  revenue  sources  and  complete  budgetary  requirements  for  funding 
department. 

4.  Screen  potential  commissioners  to  include  in  departmental  planning  activity. 

5.  integrate  identification  of  Environmental  Department  activity  into  mayoral 
proposed  departmental  audits,  i.e.,  What  program  or  regulatory  activities  would 
be  more  effective  by  consolidating  and/or  moving  them  to  the  environmental 
department? 
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6.  Move  existing  Board  of  Supervisors  Commission  on  San  Francisco's 
Environment  functions  to  the  new  Environmental  Commission. 

7.  Secure  interim  funding  for  the  period  from  July  1 ,  1996  to  fund  availability  in 
September  1996.  (There  are  no  funds  in  current  budget.) 


Proposed  Department/Commission  Functions 

[Items  1 ,  2,  and  3  are  specifically  mandated  in  the  new  charter.  Items  2  and  3  are 
currently  being  performed  by  the  Board-appointed  Commission  on  San  Francisco's 
Environment.  The  other  listed  functions  are  within  the  scope  of  the  commission's 
authority  granted  under  the  new  charter.] 

1.  Establish  a  public  relations  /  public  education  unit  and  begin  general  outreach 
improving  the  accessibility  of  environmental  services  and  coordinating 
environmental  advertising  with  various  city  agencies  that  perform  it  now. 

2.  Begin  implementation  of  a  sustainability  plan.  Maintain  an  ongoing  process  of 
plan  implementation  by  a  broad  cross-section  of  the  community.  Modify  the 
process  to  maximize  successful  implementation.  Pursue  any  legislation 
required  by  the  sustainability  plan  agenda.  Implementation  activities  might 
include  working  with  other  agencies  to  conduct  toxic-use  audits  of  city 
departments,  public/private  agreements  to  limit  CFC  emissions,  improved 
facilities  for  electric  vehicles,  or  any  number  of  activities  deemed  priorities  by 
the  community. 

3.  Regularly  produce  an  assessment  of  San  Francisco's  environmental  condition 
with  updated  versions  of  the  Environmental  Sate  of  the  City  report,  modified  to 
bring  it  into  alignment  with  the  sustainability  planning  effort. 

4.  Identify  unmet  and  mandated  needs  for  environmental  services  necessary  for 
the  health  and  welfare  of  San  Franciscans  and  facilitate  the  establishment  of 
programs  to  meet  those  needs. 

5.  Provide  a  central  source  of  advice  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  various 
departments  on  the  development  of  environmental  policy. 

6.  Review  and  make  recommendations  on  any  policy  proposed  for  adoption  by 
any  City  agency  regarding  conformity  with  the  long-term  plan  for  environmental 
sustainability. 

7.  Through  establishment  of  inter-agency  working  groups  or  other  means, 
investigate,  make  recommendations,  and  facilitate  the  work  of  various  city 
environmental  enforcement  and  service  providers  to  improve  efficiency, 
coordination  and  service  delivery  of  environmental  functions  not  within  the 
department's  purview. 

8.  Restructuring:  Evaluate  information  on  agencies  and  enforcement  activities  for 
potential  consolidation  into  the  new  department.  Set  up  administrative  structure 
and  revise  staffing  for  any  new  agencies  moved  under  the  department. 
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Proposed  Staff 

1.  Department  head  with  experience  in  environmental  issues  and  public 
administration  and  a  record  of  working  well  with  the  community. 

2.  Five  professional  staff  people  who  will: 

a)  Plan  and  mount  a  public  education  campaign  on  a  range  of  issues, 
working  with  existing  programs;  promote  the  City's  environmental 
activities  through  journal  articles,  etc. 

b)  Coordinate  the  sustainability  planning  and  implementation  process; 

c)  Produce  Environmental  State  of  the  City  updates; 

d)  Secure  public  and  private  grants,  not  only  for  environmental  department 
functions  but  for  environmental  functions  of  other  departments; 

e)  Provide  policy  expertise  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Mayor's  office 
regarding  legislation; 

f)  Coordinate  the  work  of  various  departments  on  environmental-related 
issues;  and 

g)  Ac:  as  an  organizer  and  advocate  for  environmental  issues  that  are  not 
coverec  elsewhere  in  the  city  structure,  such  as  air  quality  and  natural 
habitat  restoration. 

3.  Three  Administrative  suppcrL/ciericai  people,  who,  among  other  things,  will 
provide  a  central  point  for  commiunity  inquiries  with  referral  to  other  agencies 
where  appropriate. 
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appoincive  board,   commission,   or  ocher  unit  of  govemmenc  of  Che  City  and 
Councy  established  by  stace  or  federal  law  shall  be  subject  Co  the  provisions 
of  this  Article  and  this  Charcer. 


SEC.    4.101.      30ARDS  AND  COMMISSIONS   --  COMPOSITION. 

Unless  ochervise  provided  in  this  Charcer,   Che  composicion  of  each 
appoincive  board,   commission  or  advisory  body  of  any  kind  escablished  by  chis 
Charcer  or  lecislacive  acc  of  Che  UniCed  SCates  of  America,   the  State  of 
California  or  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall: 

1.  Be  broadly  representative  of  the  communicies  of  inceresc, 
neighborhoods,   and  che  diversity  in  ethnicity,   race,   age,   and  sexual 
orientation  of  the  City  and  County  and  have  representation  of  both 
sexes;  and 

2.  Consist  of  electors  of  the  City  and  Councy  ac  all  Cimes  during 
Che  cer:?.  of  their  respeccive  offices,  unless  ochervise  specifically 
provided  in  Chis  Charcer;  or  in  Che  case  of  boards,   commissions  or 
advisor-/  bodies  escablished  by  legislacive  acc  Che  posicion  is  (a) 
designated  by  ordinance  for  a  person  under  legal  vocing  age,  or  (b) 
unless  specifically  exempc  from  che  provisions,   or  waived  by  Che 
appcintinc  officer  or  entity  upon  a  finding  that  an  elector  with 
specific  experience,   skills  or  cfualif ications  willing  to  serve  could 
not  be  located  within  the  City  and  County. 

Vacancies  on  appointive  boards,    commissions  or  other  units  of 
government  shall  be  filled  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired  term  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  this  Charter  or  ordinance  for  initial  appointments. 

TerTTiS  of  office -shall  continue  as  they  existed  on  the  effective  dace 
of  chis  Charter. 


SEC.    4.102.      B0A?J:S  and  COMMISSIONS  POVTERS  AND  DUTIES. 

Unless  ocherwise  provided  in  chis  Charcer,   each  appoincive  board, 
commission  or  ocher  unic  of  govemmenc  of  Che  executive  branch  of  Che  Cicy  and 
Councy  shall : 

•  1.     Formulate,   evaluate  and  approve  goals,   objectives,   plans  and 
programs  and  set  policies  consistent  with  the  overall  objectives  of 
the  City  and  County,   as  established  by  Che  Mayor  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  through  the  adoption  of  City  legislation; 

2.  Develop  and  keep  current  an  Annual  Statemenc  of  Purpose 
ouclining  ics  areas  of  jurisdiccion ,   auchoricies,  purpose  and  goals, 
subjecc  to  review  and  approval  by  che  Mayor  aind  che  Board  of 
Supervisors ; 

3.  Afcer  public  hearing,   approve  applicable  deparcmental  budgets 
or  any  budget  modifications  or  fund  transfers  requiring  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,    subject  to  the  Mayor's  final  authority  to 
initiate,   prepare  and  submit  the  annual  proposed  budget  on  behalf  of 
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Che  executive  branch  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors'   authority  under 
Section  9.103; 

4 .  Recommend  to  the  Mayor  for  submission  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  rates,    fees  and  similar  charges  with  respect  to 
appropriate  items  coming  within  their  respective  jurisdictions; 

5.  Unless  otherwise  specifically  provided,   submit  to  the  Mayor  at 
least  three  qualified  applicants,   and  if  rejected,   to  make  additional 
nominations  in  the  same  manner,   for  the  position  of  department  head, 
subject  to  appointment  by  the  Mayor; 

6.  Remove  a  department  head;   the  Mayer  may  recommend  removal  of  a 
department  head  to  the  commission,   and  it  shall  be  the  commission's 
duty  to  act  on  the  Mayor's  recommendation  by  removing  or  retaining  the 
department  head  within  30  days;    failure  to  act  on  the  Mayor's 
recommendation  shall  constitute  official  misconduct; 

7 .  Conduct  investigations  into  any  aspect  of  governmental 
operations  within  its  jurisdiction  through  the  power  of  inquiry,  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  Mayor  or  the  Board  of  Supervisors; 

8 .  Exercise  such  other  powers  and  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  Hoard  of  Supervisors ;  and 

9.  Appoint  an  executive  secretary  to  manage  the  affairs  and 
operations  of  the  board  or  comjnission. 

In  furtherance  of  the  discharge  of  its  responsibilities,   an  appointive 
board,   commission  or  other  unit  of  government  may. 

10.  Hold  hearings  and  take  testimony;  and 

11.  Retain  temporary  co'jnsel  for  specific  purposes,    subject  to 
the  consent  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Attorney. 

Each  board  or  commission,    relative  to  the  affairs  of  its  own 
department,   shall  deal  with  administrative  matters  solely  through  the 
department  head  or  his  or  her  designees,  and  any  dictation,  suggestion  or 
interference  herein  prohibited  on  the  part  of  any  member  of  a  board  or 
commission  shall  constitute  official  misconduct;  provided,   however,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  restri-t  the  board  or  commission's  powers  of 
hearing  and  inquiry  as  provided  in  this  Charter. 

SEC.    4.103.      BOARDS   AND  COMMISSIONS   --   ANNUAL  REPORT. 

As  of  the  operative  date  of  this  Charter  ajid  until  this  requirement  is 
changed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,    each  board  and  commission  of  the  City  and 
County  shall  be  required  by  ordinance  to  prepare  an  annual  report  describing 
its  activities,    and  shall  file  such  report  with  the  Mayor  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.     The  Annual  Report  can  be  included  in  the  Annual 
Statement  of  Purpose  as  provided  for  in  Section  4.102(2). 
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SEC.   4.104.     BOARDS  AND  COMMISSIONS   --  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

Unless  ocherwise  provided  in  this  Charter,  each  appointive  board, 
conrnission  or  other  unit  of  government  of  the  executive  branch  of  the  City  and 
County  shall : 

1.  Adopt  rules  and  regulations  consistent  with  this  Charter  and 
ordinances  of  the  City  and  County.     No  rjle  or  regulation  shall  be 
adopted,   amended  or  repealed,   without  a  public  hearing.     At  least  ten 
days  public  notice  shall  be  given  for  such  public  hearing.     All  such 
rules  and  regulations  shall  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Super-visors . 

2.  Hold  meetings  open  to  the  public  and  encourage  the 
participation  of  interested  persons.     Except  for  the  actions  taken  at 
closed  sessions,   any  action  taken  at  other  than  a  public  meeting  shall 
be  void.     Closed  sessions  may  be  held  in  accordance  with  applicable 
state  statutes  and  ordinances  of  the  Beard  of  Super^/isors . 

3 .  Keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  each  regular  or  special 
meeting.     Such  record  shall  indicate  how  each  member  voted  on  each 
question.     These  records,   except  as  may  be  limited  by  state  law  or 
ordinance,   shall  be  available  for  public  inspection. 

The  prese.^.cs  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  an  appointive  board, 
ccrr.T.ission  or  other  unit  of  government  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  cf  business  by  such  body.     Unless  otherwise  required  by  this 
C.^.arcer,    the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  shall  be  required 
for  the  approval  of  any  matter,   except  that  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
body  may  provide  that,   with  respect  to  matters  of  procedure  the  body  may  act 
by  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  rr.ajority  of  the  members  present,   so  long  as  the 
members  present  constitute  a  quorum.     All  appointive  boards,   commissions  or 
other  units  of  government  shall  act  by  a  majority,   two- thirds,   three  -  fourths 
or  other  vote  of  all  members.     Each  member  present  at  a  regular  or  special 
meeting  shall  vote  "yes"  or  "no"  when  a  question  is  put,   unless  excused  from 
voting  by  a  motion  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 

sec;   4.105.      PLANNING  COMMISSION. 
_  GENERAL 

The  Planning  Commission  shall  consist  of  seven  members  appointed  by 
the  Mayor,   pursuant  to  Section  3.100,    for  four-year  terms.     Members  may  be 
removed  by  the  Mayor.     The  Mayor  shall  designate  the  initial  two  and  four  year 
terms  of  office  of  the  two  members  replacing  the  ex  officio  members  under  the 
Charter  of  1932. 

The  Commission  shall  provide  the  Mayor  with  at  least  three  "cfualified 
candidates  for  Director  of  Planning,   selected  on  the  basis  of  administrative 
and  technical  qualifications,   with  special  regard  for  experience,   training  and 
knowledge  in  the  field  of  city  planning.

The  Commission  on  the  Environmenc  shall  consisc  of  seven  members 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  pursuant  tc  Section  3.100,  for  four-year  terms. 
Members  may  be  removed  by  the  Mayor. 

The  Department  of  the  Environment  shall  regularly  produce  an 
assessment  of  San  Francisco's  environmental  condition.     It  shall  also  produce 
and  regularly  update  plans  for  the  long-term  environmental  sustainability  of 
San  Francisco. 

Pursuant  to  the  policies  ana  directives  set  by  the  Commission,  and 
under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  department  head,   the  Department 
shall  manage  the  environmental  programs,   duties  and  functions  assigned  to  it 
pursuant  to  Section  4.128  or  by  ordinance. 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  review  and  make 
recommendations  on  ajiy  policy  proposed  for  adoption  by  any  City  agency 
regarding  conformity  with  the  long-term  plans  for  environmental 
sustainability,    except  for  those  regarding  building  and  land  use.

The  Commission  was  called  to  order  at  6:10  p.m.  by  Chairman  Frank  Lee. 

Members  in  attendance:  Jack  Breslin  for  Commissioner  Gale;  Commissioners  Eng,  Evans,  Filice, 
Kissinger,  ICrefling,  Lee,  Mar,  Mirkarimi,  Morales,  Ratner,  Rosemond,  Ventresca,  and  Wade. 

1.  Announcements: 

A.  Commissioner  Magilavy  has  resigned;  Supervisor  Shelley  will  be  appointing  someone  to  replace 
her. 

2.  Sustainability  Flan  Update  -  Presentation  by  Commissioner  Filice 

A.  There  was  a  kick-off  celebration  on  January  25th.  The  CAO,  Bill  Lee  and  Acting  Mayor  Kevin 
Shelley  spoke  at  it. 

B.  Last  week,  the  City  Circles  met.  Approximately  300  participants  attended.  They  will  continue 
to  meet  over  the  next  4-5  months.  The  first  meeting  was  to  determine  the  goals  of  each  topic  area. 

Chairman  Lee:  I  attended  2  City  Circles  and  thought  that  they  were  very  educational.  I 
recommend  and  encourage  all  others  to  participate. 

Commissioner  Evans:  Were  the  City  Circles  publicized  to  encourage  public  participation? 
Chairman  Lee:  Yes,  there  was  an  article  in  the  Bay  Guardian. 

Commissioner  Krefting:  I  understand  fi-om  Beryl  Magilavy  that  we  wanted  to  get  all  of  the 
participants  on  board  fi'om  the  first  session  so  that  we  didn't  have  people  drifting  into  the  sessions 
later  on  during  the  process. 

Chairman  Lee:  It  doesn't  mean  that  others  aren't  invited  as  long  as  it  is  recognized  that  the 
process  has  already  begun  and  goals  have  already  been  decided. 

Commissioner  Wade:  I  have  a  list  of  all  of  the  participants  and  their  afBliations  in  case  anyone  is 
interested  in  obtaining  it.  I  went  to  3  City  Circles  and  they  were  all  excellent.  I  also  want  to 
mention  that  there  is  an  article  in  "California  Energy  Markets"  about  our  sustainability  plan  that's 
very  complimentary. 

Commission  Eng:  I  think  that  the  Sustainability  Plan  and  the  City  Circles'  plannmg  and  process  are 
all  commendable.  I  do  have  some  concerns  though: 

1.  Even  though  300  people  participated  in  the  City  Circles,  this  is  only  0.005%  of  the  City  who  are 
involved  in  the  process. 

2. 1  would  like  to  see  the  City  Circles  be  complimented  with  neighborhood  association  meetings, 
forums,  etc. 

3.  The  City  Circle  meetings  are  held  during  the  middle  of  the  day  which  makes  it  hard  for  people  to 
participate  -  this  is  one  issue  that  was  brought  up  m  past  Environmental  Justice  meetings.  (On 
February  29th,  there  will  be  another  Environmental  Justice  meeting.  If  anyone  is  interested,  please 
contact  Commissioner  Eng). 

Commissioner  Wade:  I  welcome  all  of  those  thoughts.  This  summer,  we  will  have  a  display  that 
will  be  going  to  all  of  the  neighborhood  fairs.  We  are  very  interested  in  public  participation, 
particularly  during  the  unplementation  stage.  Commissioners  will  be  asked  to  staff  the  booth. 

3.  New  Environmental  Commission  and  Department  Update 
(Vice  Chair  Krefting  assumed  the  Chair  for  these  2  reports) 


Chairman  Lee:  The  proposal  which  we  (the  Commission  on  San  Francisco's  Environment)  drew 
up  for  the  new  Environmental  Department  and  the  Environmental  Commission  was  sent  to 
Supervisor  Shelley  and  Mayor  Brown.  Immediately  after  they  received  it.  Supervisor  Shelley  called 
and  told  me  that  he  was  working  with  Mayor  Brown  on  a  plan.  He  received  our  proposal  and 
thanked  us  for  the  input  and  told  me  that  he  appreciated  our  desire  to  be  involved.  He  said  that 
when  the  plan  is  complete,  he  would  give  our  commission  the  first  opportunity  to  review  and 
comment.  He  would  be  happy  to  present  the  plan  to  us  at  our  regular  commission  meeting. 
I  propose  that  we,  as  a  commission,  send  a  letter  to  Supervisor  Shelley  to  let  him  know  that  we'd 
like  to  see  a  proposal  by  the  next  Environmental  Commission  meeting,  especially  since  the  new 
department  and  commission  is  suppose  to  come  on  line  by  July.  I  also  suggest  that  all  of  the 
commissioners  call  Supervisor  Shelley  to  keep  the  pressure  on  him  to  move  forward  with  the  plan. 
Commissioner  Evans:  I  know  that  Supervisor  Shelly  is  very  busy.  Do  you  feel  confident  that  the 
plan  is  really  moving  along? 

Chairman  Lee:  Not  really  -  that's  why  I'm  encouraging  you  all  to  keep  calling  him. 
.4.  Future  of  the  Commission  on  San  Francisco's  Environment 

(Background)  The  new  charter  for  the  City  has  provisions  for  a  mayorally  appointed  commission. 
This  does  not  automatically  do  away  with  this  commission. 

Chairman  Lee:  I  thought  that  since  we  initiated  the  Sustainability  Plan,  we  could  send  a  message 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  letting  them  know  that  we'd  like  to  monitor  the  plan  ourselves  or  with 
the  new  commission. 

Commissioner  Rosemond:  I  thought  that  at  the  last  meeting  we  decided  that  we'd  stay  on  until  the 
new  commission  took  on  the  projects.  Is  this  correct?  If  not,  I  would  like  to  put  it  out  for  motion. 
Chairman  Lee:  I  don't  recall  that  we  formally  requested  that  role. 

Commissioner  Ratner:  Because  this  commission  was  designed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and 
the  new  commission  will  be  appointed  (designated)  by  the  Mayor,  only  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
can  decide  the  fate  of  this  commission. 

Commissioner  Wade:  I'll  be  the  contrary  voice.  I  think  that  this  commission  should  disband 
because  a  commission's  goal  is  action  and  we  don't  have  any  real  power.  I  recommend  that  after 
reviewing  the  Mayor's  plan,  we  should  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  whether  to 
continue  or  to  disband. 

Commissioner  Rosemond:  I  was  under  the  impression  that  this  commission  will  continue  in 
present  form  until  the  new  commission  and  department  exists.  I'd  like  to  put  this  out  for  action  for 
next  month's  agenda. 

Commissioner  Evans:  I  second  the  motion. 
(Resolution  attached). 

This  has  been  moved  and  seconded.  This  will  be  put  on  next  month's  agenda. 

Commissioner  Kissinger:  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  endorsed  the  Sustainability  Plan.  We 
have  the  responsibility  of  approving  the  final  plan,  particularly  because  this  commission  represents 
the  voice  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Commissioner  Morales:  Our  goal  should  be  to  incorporate  the  Sustainability  Plan  into  the 
department's  work  plan. 

Commissioner  Eng:  I  encourage  the  commission  to  play  a  role  in  promoting  public  participation. 
The  role  of  this  commission  is  not  just  to  review  the  mayor's  plan  but  to  hold  hearings  and  to 
encourage  public  dialogue  to  help  shape  what  the  new  department  should  look  like. 


Commissioner  Wade:  I  have  been  told  by  a  reliable  source  that  Supervisor  Shelley  does  not  want 
to  hold  hearings  in  terms  of  public  participation  regarding  the  new  environmental  department  and 
commission.  If  we  don't  take  heed  to  this,  we  risk  abandonment  from  Supervisor  Shelley. 
Commissioner  Morales:  That  statement  doesn't  preclude  this  Commission  from  reviewing  the  plan 
and  holding  public  hearings. 

[Public  Comment  from  a  Bemal  Heights  Community  Activist]  -  Why  are  you  not  encouraging 
public  participation  while  at  the  last  meeting,  you  said  that  the  point  of  the  City  Circles  is  to 
encourage  public  participation. 

Commissioner  Wade:  I  think  there's  a  misunderstanding.  I  was  talking  about  public  participation 
in  regards  to  the  plan  for  the  new  environmental  commission  and  department;  you  are  talking  in 
reference  to  the  sustainabiUty  plan. 

Commissioner  Lee:  I'd  Uke  to  clarify  Commissioner  Wade's  comments.  Supervisor  Shelly  is  just 
saying  that  it's  premature  to  hold  public  discussions  about  the  plan  because  the  plan  has  not  been 
fully  realized  and  there's  nothing  substantial  to  hold  public  hearings  about. 
Commissioner  Evans:  I'd  like  to  give  some  background  on  the  present  situation.  The 
Environmental  Department  was  initially  proposed  by  the  Sierra  Club  many  years  ago;  however, 
there  was  no  money  or  political  interest  in  creating  it.  Supervisor  Shelley  then  wrote  and 
introduced  legislation  to  create  this  Commission  on  the  Environment.  This  commission  is  a  child  of 
Supervisor  Shelley  which  helps  to  explain  his  involvement  with  us.

Members  in  attendance:  Jack  Breslin  for  Commissioner  Gale;  Chairman  Lee, 
Commissioners  Evans,  Filice,  Jackson,  Krefling,  Mar,  Mirkarimi,  Murray,  Rosemond,  and 
Ventresca.

2.  Public  Outreach/  Awareness/  Education  Programs 

Three  speakers,  Rick  Ruvolo  of  the  Trip  Reduction  Program,  Kim  Knox  of  the 
Water  Conservation  Program  and  Karen  Strandoo  of  the  Hazardous  Waste  Program 
came  to  inform  the  Commission  about  the  City's  various  environmental 
outreach/awareness/education  programs.  Prior  to  the  meeting.  Chairman  Lee  asked 
them  to  address  several  questions  which  were: 
L  What  type  of  public  outreach  do  you  conduct? 

2.  How  is  your  program  funded? 

3 .  Which  body  reviews  your  program? 

4.  How  do  you  reach  typically  hard  to  reach  communities? 

5.  How  do  you  measure  success? 

A.  Frank  Lee  introduced  Rick  Ruvolo  who  works  for  the  City's  Trip  Reduction  program 
which  is  under  the  CAO  ofBce.  He  manages  the  City's  commute  program,  focusing  on 
trip  reduction  for  city  employees  and  researching  alternative  fijel  possibilities.  He  is  the 
sole  employee  for  this  program  and  all  his  funding  is  through  grants. 

Rick  Ruvolo:  Some  examples  of  what  this  program  has  accomplished  are: 
L  Created  the  Transit  Center  in  the  lobby  of  City  Hall  -  now  in  the  War  Memorial 
Building. 

2.  Made  transit  tickets  available  at  2  other  major  city  sites  -  875  Stevenson  and  633 
Folsom. 

3 .  Organized  a  shuttle  service  between  the  Civic  Center  MUNI/BART  station  and  the  Hall 
of  Justice  Building  to  encourage  the  Hall  of  Justice  employees  to  use  public 
transportation.  More  than  30,000  rides  have  taken  place  since  May  of  1994. 

4.  Organized  a  Ride  Share  Shuttle  from  the  BART  to  the  SE  Water  Treatment  Plant. 
About  10  passengers  use  this  City  Van  and  the  vehicle  is  used  by  the  employees  during 
the  day. 

5.  With  a  grant  of  $150,000,  video  conferencing  technology  was  set  up.  Four  at  the  San 
Bruno  jail ,  and  four  others  elsewhere.  This  reduced  the  need  to  use  staff  time  and  vehicle 
use  for  meetings. 

6.  Created  preferential  parking  spaces  for  vanpool.  DOCUMENTS  DE'^"'", 
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7.  Working  on  Bicycle  Parking  Legislation  whichi  will  make  it  mandatory  for  ail  city 
government  bufldings  to  have  bicycle  paridng. 

8.  Created  th,e  "Spare  the  Air''  program  which  alerts  City  employees  about  smog  days. 

9.  Ride  Share  campaigns. 

10.  Overseeing  the  City's  alternative  fiiei  program  to  convert  the  City's  fleet  to  use 
alternative  fuel. 

1 1.  A  new  CNG  station  is  being  built  that  encourages  CNG  vehicle  use. 

In  regards  to  Public  Outreach,  City  employees  are  targeted.  He  sees  the  need  for 
culturally  sensitive-'aware  outreach  for  the  rest  of  the  population. 

In  regards  to  funding,  he  receives  flinding  through  grants  and  other  private  sources. 

In  regards  to  which  body  that  oversees  the  program,  the  budget  is  overseen  by  the 
Planning  Department,  then  work-ordered  through  the  CAO's  oflSce;  in-kind  contributions 
have  been  generous.   

In  regards  to  how  hard  to  reach  communities  are  reached,  he  admits  it's  hard  to  eScectiveiy 
reach  a  large  portion  of  the  populations  with  limited  resources  and  he  wishes  that  there's  a 
more  informed  media  who'd  be  interested  in  these  topics  and  do  good  reporting. 

In  regards  to  how  he  measures  success,  he  can  quantify  the  number  of  trips  taken  by 
ridesharing,  the  ^  of  transit  ticket  sales,  and  the  response  to  the  video  conferencing. 

Commissioner  Evans:  Will  you  be  moving  to  the  Mayor's  oface?  It  sounds  like  you're 
saving  the  City  money  but  unfortunately,  I  haven't  heard  about  this  program  before.  Why 
are  you  not  getting  more  publicity? 

Rick  Ruvolo:  I'm  frustrated  that  the  media  is  not  interested  in  a  good  government  story. 

Commissioner  Murray:  In  our  of5ce  (DPW),  we  have  had  good  access  to  the  media. 
We  can  help  break  down  barriers  with  the  press.  Some  departments  have  contacts  and  we 
have  a  lot  of  contacts  and  strategies.  We  can  help  your  program  get  better  press. 

Rick  Ruvolo:  Perhaps  moving  to  the  Mayor's  office  will  create  more  opportunities  like 
this. 

Commissioner  Lee:  Who  handles  the  media  now? 
Rick  Ruvolo:  I  do. 

Commissioner  Filice:  Have  you  calculated  the  amount  of  money  you've  saved  the  City 
with  this  program? 

Rick  Ruvolo:  No,  I  haven't  yet  but  I  am  planning  on  doing  it  soon. 


Commissioner  Fiiice:  You're  saving  the  City  money,  but  tiiis  is  ail  grant  funded? 

Rick  Ruvolo:  It's  been  diflScult  but  I've  received  a  lot  of  in-kind  contribution.  Recently, 
Bill  Lee,  CAO,  directed  all  CAO  departments  to  cease  purchase  of  gas-flieled  vehicles. 
The  policy  change  has  significant  impact. 

Commissioner  Lee:  How  big  is  your  budget? 

Rick  Ruvolo:  $200,000. 

Commissioner  Jackson:  It's  been  two  years  since  a  resolution  to  convert  ail  city  vehicles 
to  use  alternative  fiiels  was  passed  and  it  still  hasn't  happened.  Is  it  that  the  City  isn't 
complying  with  this  resolution? 

Rick  Ruvolo:  I'm  not  aware  of  this  resolution. 

Commissioner  Jackson:  Go  to  Supervisor  WiUy  Kennedy  -  this  resolution  is  on  the 
books. 

Rick  Ruvolo:  MUNI's  never  been  interested  in  natural  gas.  San  Diego  just  purchased  95 
natural  gas  vehicles  with  S24  million  dollars  in  federal  grant  money,  Fm  excited  about  the 
opportunities  there. 

Commissioner  Rosemond:  Why  are  the  hours  at  the  Transit  Center  at  City  Hall  so  short? 

Rick  Ruvolo:  The  employees  there  work  for  NfUNI  -  so  it's  not  up  tome.  At  this  point, 
I'm  just  trying  to  maintain  its  existance. 

Commissioner  Rosemond:  San  Francisco  is  the  only  major  city  that  doesn't  have  a 
"transit  store"  that  sells  maps,  passes-everything  that's  related  to  transportation.  Why 
can't  we  have  a  similar  project? 

Rick  Ruvolo:  The  Planning  Department  has  established  Trip  booths.  But  I  agree  that 
there  is  a  need  for  it.  If  there  are  any  other  questions  or  ideas,  my  phone  number  is 
554-6184. 

B.  Commissioner  Lee  introduced  Kim  Knox  of  the  Water  Conservation  Program 

Kim  Knox:  The  Water  Conservation  Department  has  3  ftill  time  positions.  In  1991,  San 
Francisco  mapped  out  a  statewide  agreement  requiring  16  water  programs  (only  1  is  for 
public  education. 

In  regards  to  Outreach,  the  department  spends  only  $1,000  on  paid  advertisement.  About 
1500  audits  are  done  each  year  which  reaches  some  customers.  A  lot  of  irate  customers 


call  them  and  subsequently,  the  Department  is  able  to  evaluate  their  usage  and  help  them 
reduce  their  costs. 

In  regards  to  the  budget,  it's  S732,000.  Half  of  this  money  is  used  for  the  toilet  rebate 
program  wherein  a  resident  can  receive  a  S37.50  rebate  if  a  low-flush  toilet  is  installed  and 
the  old  toilet  is  taken  to  a  recycling  center. 

In  regards  to  reaching  the  hard-to-reach  population,  they  rely  on  bill  messages  and  inserts, 
letters,  and  press  releases. 

In  regards  to  how  they  measure  success,  they  quantify  the  amount  of  waster  saved  by  the 
customers  and  the  overall  amount  of  water  used  by  the  City. 

Commissioner  Evans:  Are  there  still  conservation  regulations  in  place  that  were  in  place 
during  the  drought?   

Kim  Knox:  Some  are  still  in  place.  For  example,  potable  water  still  cannot  be  used  for 
dust  control  and  water  is  served  in  restaurants  only  upon  request. 

Commissioner  Evans:  The  water  bill  insert  never  reaches  most  apartment  residents. 

'Kim  Knox:  Sometimes,  we  have  targeted  brochures  for  apartment  dwellers  and  we  do 
presentations  to  apartment  management  companies. 

Chairman  Lee:  Aren't  you  still  missing  a  large  part  of  the  population  -  apartment 
dwellers? 

Kim  Knox:  Multi-Family  Dwellings  make  up  36%  of  household  use  so  they  are  being 
targeted. 

Chairman  Lee:  Why  do  fee  disputes  go  to  your,  department? 

Kim  Knox:  It's  because  disputes  on  conservation  is  through  us. 

Commissioner  Mirkarimi:  I  thought  that  the  PUC  had  a  say  in  it. 

Kim  Knox:  No,  PUC  does  not  have  a  say  in  rate  charges.  The  PUC  only  declares  when 
a  drought  is  over.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  an  increase  in  charges. 

Commissioner  Mar:  What  type  of  outreach  do  you  do  in  other  languages? 

Kim  Knox:  We  have  someone  who  speaks  Cantonese  and  Mandarin  who  gets  about  5 
calls/day.  We  have  some  material  in  Chinese  and  Spanish. 


Commissioner  Filice:  How  are  you  measuring  success?  Are  you  comparing  San 
Francisco  to  other  cities? 

Kim  Kjiox:  No,  we  don't  compare  ourselves  to  other  cities  because  San  Francisco 
consumes  less  water  because  there  aren't  as  many  lawns/gardens.  But  we  compare  our 
use  against  ourselves.  Currently  we  are  using  18%  less  water  than  in  1989. 

Commissioner  Jackson:  I  have  a  complaint  about  my  own  bill  and  the  issue  of  cost  and 
flushing 

Chairman  Lee:  It  seems  like  public  outreach  needs  to  be  improved  and  it's  difiBcult  since 
you're  not  part  of  the  CAO's  office 

Kim  Knox:  We're  looking  at  creating  partnerships  with  other  counties  in  doing 
promotional  campaign  because  it's  proven  to  be  a  usefiil  outreach  strategy. 

C.  Commissioner  Lee  introduced  Karen  Strandoo  of  the  Hazardous  Waste  Program 

Karen  Strandoo:  The  role  of  the  program  is  to  fulfill  2  documents:  1)  The  1992  County 
Hazardous  Waste  Management  plan  that  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  1992, 
and  2)  the  Waste  Disposal  agreement  between  the  City,  Altamont  Landfill,  and  Norcal 
Waste  Systems.  The  program  is  funded  through  garbage  rates  and  the  budget  is  reviewed 
by  the  Director  of  the  program,  the  CAO,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  the  Mayor. 

Some  components  of  the  program  include: 

1.  Education  -  the  education  emphasizes  hazardous  waste  reduction  and  in  keepmg 
hazardous  waste  out  of  the  garbage.  They  work  with  BERM  in  doing  outreach  to  keep 
hazardous  waste  out  of  the  sewer  system. 

2.  In  1988,  a  household  hazardous  waste  drop-off  site  was  made  available  to  residents. 
Approximately  100  people/day  use  it. 

3.  They  promote  non-toxic  alternatives. 

4.  They  have  information  through  water  bill  inserts,  bus  shelter  ads,  and  ads  at  cinemas. 

5.  They  have  material  in  Chinese,  Spanish  and  some  in  Russian  and  Vietnamese. 

6.  They  are  doing  outreach  based  on  data  collected  to  put  their  money  to  the  best  use. 

7.  Currently,  they  are  targeting  the  Latino  community,  doing  peer  teaching  and  targeted 
commercials. 

8.  They  work  with  local  groups  such  as  the  San  Francisco  League  of  Urban  Gardeners  and 
the  Chinese  Progressive  Association. 

9.  They  are  getting  hypodermic  needles  out  of  the  garbage  can.  They  found  that  garbage 
collectors  were  getting  poked  with  needles.  They  worked  with  the  waste  haulers  and 
private  companies  such  as  Walgreens  to  have  needle  boxes  available.  Over  10,000 
people  are  using  it. 

10.  They  reward  businesses  through  the  Green  Ribbon  Panel. 

11.  They  write  and  distribute  a  newsletter  called  "On  the  Safe  Side"  that  goes  out  to 
businesses  and  city  government. 


12.  They  perform  waste  audits,  have  a  Hotlme  service,  and  work  with  other  City 
departments  with  the  Environmental  booth. 

In  regards  to  the  budget,  it's  570,000  for  the  outreach  contract,  S10,000  to  the 
Conservation  Connection,  520,000  for  the  Safe  Needle  program,  and  5170,000  for  the 
used  oil  (this  was  a  state  grant). 

In  regards  to  how  they  measure  success,  they  can  measure  how  much  hazardous  waste  is 
handled  at  the  facility  and  how  much  used  oil  is  collected. 

Commissioner  Murray:  One  problem  I  see  is  that  the  City  itself  doesn't  know  what  type 
of  hazardous  waste  is  out  there,  especially  inside  warehouses  in  the  Bayview  district.  For 
example,  there  was  an  explosion  7  years  ago  in  the  Bayview  district  where  illegal 
firecrackers  and  hazardous  waste  were  housed.  The  City  doesn't  have  the  manpower  to 
detect  all  of  the  hazardous  waste.  How  are  we  going  to  gather  this  information?  

Karen  Strandoo:  Tne  Department  of  Public  Health,  Toxics  Depanment  do  have 
inspectors. 

Jack  Breslin:  Maybe  we  should  invite  Sue  Cohn  firom  the  Department  of  Public  Health, 
Toxics  Department  to  talk  about  their  program. 

Commissioner  Murray:  We  need  to  get  information  out  to  kids  in  schools  and  to 
seniors. 

Maria  Trapalis-Baird  (Household  Hazardous  Waste  Program):  There  is  a  firee  pick- 
up service  available  for  the  elderly. 

Commissioner  Jackson:  With  the  changing  of  the  guards  at  the  Housing  Authority,  this 
would  be  a  good  time  to  do  a  presentation  there  and  to  get  information  out  to  the  tenants. 
In  public  housing  ,  there  is  a  manager  for  each  unit  where  information  can  get 
disseminated. 

Commissioner  Mirkarimi:  Are  you  doing  any  outreach  with  retail  stores  such  as 
Safeway  and  Cala  Foods?  The  mom  and  pop  stores  are  probably  more  likely  to  help  with 
outreach. 

Commissioner  Filice:  The  program  seems  very  successful,  especially  the  school  program. 
Also,  how  are  you  getting  feedback  about  the  used  oil  program?  It  would  be  good  to 
have  fact  sheets  for  educating  the  staff.. 

Chairman  Lee:  What's  your  budget? 

Karen  Strandoo:  5600,000  budget  of  which  5108,000  was  in  grants.  There  are  4  staff 
members. 


Chairman  Lee:  That's  it  for  tonight  We'll  put  the  rest  of  the  agenda  items  on  next 
month's  agenda.   Any  announcements? 

Commissioner  Jackson:  Earth  Day  festivities  in  the  Bayview  District  will  be  on  April 
20th  this  year.  Would  the  Commission  be  interested  in  participating? 

Meeting  adjourned  at  8:18  p.m.  Only  the  first  item  was  addressed  at  this  meeting.

INTRODUCTION 

The  proposed  Fulton  Street  Mall  Design  Guide- 
lines are  an  integral  component  in  the  revitaliza- 
tion  of  the  Civic  Center  area.  They  have  been  de- 
veloped by  the  Planning  Department  in  response 
to,  and  in  conjunction  with,  the  numerous  commu- 
nity and  civic  groups  that  have  expressed  interest 
in  improving  the  Fulton  Street  area.  Complement- 
ing the  imminent  opening  of  the  new  Library,  the 
design  guidelines  recognize  the.  importance  of 
Fulton  Street  in  the  Civic  Center  context  and  are 
an  initial  exploration  of  a  more  appropriate  design 
for  what  is  now  a  little-used  vehicular  street. 

The  new  Main  Library,  opening  in  the  Spring  of 
1 996,  is  the  first  of  a  number  of  new  and  renovated 
public  buildings  in  the  Civic  Center  area,  the  sym- 
bolic public  center  of  San  Francisco.  Buildings 
under  construction,  renovation,  or  in  planning  in- 


a  1991  plan  prepared  by  the  Planning  Department 
for  the  CAO's  office  in  conjunction  with  a  1991 
bond  measure,  and  the  1994  proposed  revisions  to 
the  Civic  Center  Plan,  an  area  plan  of  the  Master 
Plan,  published  by  the  Planning  Department. 

Each  of  these  Plans  proposed  alternatives  centered 
on  closing  the  street  to  vehicular  traffic,  reinforc- 
ing the  Civic  Center  axial  relationships,  and  pro- 
moting interaction  between  the  Library  and  the 
Asian  Art  Museum.  The  Civic  Center  Study,  in 
particular,  emphasized  the  importance  of  creating 
a  safe,  dynamic  and  pleasant  24-hour  "campus"  in 
the  Civic  Center  area  and  its  environs.  , 

The  Fulton  Street  Mall  Design  Guidelines  repre- 
sent the  fundamental  urban  design  principles  and 
ideas  that  respond  to  both  the  constraints  of  the 


elude  City  Hall,  the  Civic  Auditorium,  the  State 
Supreme  Court  and  Office  Building,  the  Asian  Art 
Museum,  the  Tenderloin  School,  Brooks  Hall,  and 
the  City  Courts  Building. 

Additionally,  the  United  Nations  Plaza  was  refur- 
bished for  the  UN50  celebration,  a  playground  was 
recently  added  to  the  Civic  Center  Plaza,  another 
playground  is  in  the  works,  and  the  Recreation  and 
Parks  Department  is  developing  a  plan  for  the  reno- 
vation and  restoration  of  the  entire  Plaza. 


site  and  the  objectives  and  policies  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Master  Plan.  Interviews  with  a  wide  range 
of  stakeholders  including  user  groups,  institutional 
and  city  representatives,  and  design  professionals 
and  a  charrette  held  in  November  1995  were  inte- 
gral components  in  the  design  development.  These 
guidelines  are  a  first  step  in  the  design  process  and 
should  serve  as  the  basis  for  all  future  detailed  de- 
sign efforts. 


Over  the  past  ten  years,  numerous  plans  have  been 
proposed  for  the  Fulton  Street  Mall.  These  plans 
include  the  1987  AIA  report  on  the  Civic  Center, 
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SITE  ISSUES 


The  Fulton  Steet  Mall  is  lo- 
cated between  Hyde  and 
Larkin  Streets  in  the  Civic 
Center  area,  the  ceremonial 
government  center  of  the  city. 
Within  a  few  blocks  of  the 
site  are  numerous  city, 
county,  state  and  federal  of- 
fices, judicial  and  educa- 
tional facilities,  and  cultural 
institutions.  The  site  is  also 
adjacent  to  the  Tenderloin,  a 
dense,  highly  diverse,  lower- 
income  neighborhood. 
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Fulton  Street  Mall  in  the  Civic  Center  Area 


Fulton  Street  is  the  formal  axis  within  the  Civic 
Center,  centered  on  City  Hall,  a  citywide  focal 
point.  The  eastern  approach  from  Market  Street 
proceeds  through  the  United  Nations  Plaza  (used 
for  the  Farmer's  Market),  between  the  Library  and 
the  Asian  Art  Museum  (the  proposed  mall),  to 
Civic  Center  Plaza,  and  culminates  in  the  City 
Hall  rotunda.  From  the  west,  Fulton  Street  de- 
scends from  Alamo  Square  with  the  War  Memo- 
rial Court  serving  as  a  garden  approach  to  City 
Hall. 

Open  spaces  in  the  area  are  formal  as  befitting 
their  ceremonial  and  civic  functions.  These  spaces 
are  used  by  a  wide  variety  of  people  including  Civic 
Center  workers,  tourists,  political  demonstrators, 
and  Tenderloin  area  residents  for  whom  available 
open  space  is  limited. 


The  area  is  well  served  by  transit  with  Muni  Metro/ 
BART,  the  F-Line,  SamTrans,  Golden  Gate  Tran- 
sit, Market  Street  buses,  and  a  number  of  cross- 
town  lines  all  within  one  block.  It  is  expected  that 
many  patrons  for  both  the  Library  and  the  Museum 
will  arrive  by  bus,  Muni  Metro,  or  BART. 

Both  institutions  will  maintain  entrances  on  Fulton 
Street.  For  the  Library,  this  entrance  will  serve

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children's  groups  and  the  Library  for  the 
Visually  Impaired.  The  Museum  antici- 
pates that  its  Fulton  Street  entrance  will 
be  especially  important  for  evening  ac- 
tivities which  are  expected  occur  up  to 
six  nights  a  week.  To  facilitate  these 
functions,  a  limited  auto  drop-off  area 
is  desirable. 

As  part  of  the  new  Library  construc- 
tion, the  southern  edge  of  the  block  has 
been  improved  with  new  Sycamore 
trees  and  granite  planting  boxes  with 
edge  seating.  Existing  elements  on 
the  north  side  include  pollarded  plane 
trees  and  the  Ashurbanipal  statue. 

To  accommodate  the  new  Library,  the 
Pioneer  Monument  was  moved  to  the 
center  of  Fulton  Street  and  installed 
with  granite  and  iron  fencing  at  its  base. 
The  current  Department  of  Parking  and 
Traffic  right-of-way  plan  includes  two- 
way  vehicular  traffic  (one  way  on  ei- 
ther side  of  the  monument)  and  perpen-

dicular  parking  spaces,  although  the 
Library  EIR  assumed  that  the  street 
would  be  closed  and  there  is  very  little 
vehicular  need  for  it.  Particularly  since 
to  the  east  and  west,  Fulton  Street  is 
open  space  and  closed  to  traffic. 

Adjacent  to  the  new  Library  is  a  ve- 
hicle ramp  that  serves  both  the  Library 
and  Brooks  Hall.  Since  loading  for  the 
Asian  Art  Museum  would  be  difficult 
on  Hyde  Street,  potential  design  alter- 
natives should  explore  expanding  this 
ramp  to  include  the  museum's  service 
functions.  Brooks  Hall  is  presently 
closed  since  it  needs  substantial  ADA 
improvements,  and  is  undergoing  con- 
sultant review  for  potential  uses. 

The  micro-climate  on  the  block  is  gen- 
erally good  with  minimal  wind  prob- 
lems and  favorable  sun  conditions.  The 
area  adjacent  to  the  Library  is  often 
shaded,  but  the  Mall  itself  is  only  par- 
tially shaded  during  Winter  months.

DESIGN  CONCEPTS 


The  design  guidelines  for  the  Fulton  Street  Mall 
are  directed  at  reinforcing  the  Civic  Center  axis, 
while  creating  a  pedestrian-oriented,  arts-themed 
"courtyard"  between  two  of  the  City's  important 
cultural  facilities. 

The  design  guidelines  are  intentionally  simple. 
The  objective  is  to  suggest  a  space  that  addresses 
use  issues,  but  that  does  not  overwhelm  the  sym- 
bolic and  ceremonial  functions  of  the  Civic  Cen- 
ter area.  It  should  be  a  contemporary  space  that 
reflects  the  existing  historic  character  of  the  area, 
but  does  not  imitate  it.  Street  furniture,  lighting, 
and  other  elements  should  be  coordinated  within 
this  context. 

The  design  for  the  Fulton  Street  Mall  should 
acknowldege  that  the  Mall  area  is  already  a  semi- 
developed  space,  and  should,  therefore,  incorpo- 
rate the  existing  materials  palette.  The  Pioneer 
Monument  and  the  trees,  planters,  paving  patterns, 
and  street  furniture  installed  with  the  new  Library 
provide  an  important  departure  point  for  subse- 
quent designs.  New  elements  should  complement 
and  enhance  these  design  "givens". 
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Existing  Design  Elements  to  be  Incorporated 

Similarly,  the  aesthetic  relationship  between  the 
beaux  arts  old  Library  and  the  contemporary  new 
Library  should  be  considered  in  their  subsequent 
forecourts,  as  is  illustrated  by  the  recently  installed 
elements  adjacent  to  the  new  Library.  Considered 
thusly,  the  Fulton  Street  Mall  represents  both  a 
progression  from  Market  Street  to  City  Hall  and  a 
progression  from  the  old  Library  building  to  the 
new  one.  And,  the  Pioneer  Monument  is  a  focal 
point  for  both  of  these  important  axes. 

To  further  enhance  the  Fulton  Street  axis  and  view 
corridor,  the  central  area  should  have  minimal  ad- 
ditional permanent  interventions.  The  spaces  ad-

jacent  to  the  Museum  and  Library  should  be  more 
intimate  with  Sycamore  trees,  plantings,  and  seat- 
ing opportunities. 


The  Fulton  Street  Mall  design  concept  recognizes 
important  transportation  and  transit  needs  and 
suggests  that  these  be  used  as  design  elements.  A 
vehicular  turnaround  area  at  the  west  end  of  the 
Mall  should  be  limited  to  automobile  drop-off  and 
pick-up,  with  particular  attention  to  evening  func- 
tions and  the  needs  of  people  with  disabilities.  The 
design  of  the  turnaround  area  might  incorporate  a 
unique  paving  pattern  and  bollards  to  distinguish 
it  from  the  purely  pedestrian  areas. 

A  tunnel  to  the  east  end  of  the  Mall  under  Hyde 
Street  from  a  renovated.  Civic  Center-themed 
BART/Muni  station  would  facilitate  more  conve- 
nient transit  access  to  the  Library,  the  Museum 
and  the  entire  Civic  Center  area.  The  tunnel  ac- 
cess structure  should  be  minimal  and  deferential  to 
the  Pioneer  Monument  and  the  progression  of  ele- 
ments along  the  Fulton  Street  axis.  Incorporation 
of  art  and  library  exhibits  in  the  station  will  rein- 
force this  connection  too. 


Bringing  the  Design  to  Hyde  and  Larkin  Streets 

Given  the  connection  between  the  Fulton  Street 
Mall  and  the  wider  Civic  Center  context,  the  plan 
for  the  Mall  should  also  include  attention  to  the 
Hyde  and  Larkin  Street  approaches.  These  streets 
serve  as  connections  to  the  Tenderloin,  Hastings 
Law  School,  transit,  and  other  important  destina- 
tions and  should  be  inviting  to  pedestrians. 

The  ultimate  goal  of  these  guidelines  is  to  encour- 
age a  full-time  pedestrian  mall  that  will  be  a  flex- 
ible, inviting,  and  safe  space  which  accommodates 
a  wide  range  of  activities  and  users.  This  goal  is 
elucidated  in  the  following  twelve  fundamental 
principles  that  guide  future  designs.

3.  Treat  Fulton  Mall  as  a  flexible  space 
to  accommodate  various  activities,  includ- 
ing a  regular  schedule  of  programmed 
public  events.  The  design  should  also  fa- 
cilitate evening  events. 


4.  Design  Fulton  Mall  to  be  mostly 
hardscape  with  multiple  rows  of  trees.  New 
landscaping  should  be  compatible  with 
existing  patterns,  and  should  complement 
(not  dominate)  the  existing  architectural 
character 
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5.  Design  spaces  closer  to  the  buildings 
as  more  intimate  with  a  variety  of  seating 
opportunities  and  potential  activities. 
Seated  areas  should  be  designed  to  maxi- 
mize sun  exposure  and  wind  protection. 


6.  Design  the  street  with  a  strong  transit 
connection  with  access  to  the  Civic  Cen- 
ter Station  in  the  Hyde  Street  area.  The 
BART/Muni  station  could  be  activated  as 
an  Asian  Art/Library  station. 


7.  Respond  to  existing  paving  materials 
in  the  Monument  and  new  Library  area. 
Utilize  stone  paving  of  various  textures, 
forms,  and  colors  using  a  modem  style 
with  historical  references.  Brick  paving 
is  not  recommended.

S.  Integrate  art  enrichment  that  draws  on 
the  historical  context  of  the  area  and  po- 
tential for  FUN  (with  particular  attention 
to  children).  All  project  elements  should 
be  considered  as  public  art  opportunities. 
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9.  The  design  of  the  area  should  be  mind- 
ful of  security  needs,  especially  lighting. 
Lighting  standards  and  other  street  furni- 
ture should  be  compatible  with  existing 
elements  in  the  Library  area  and  the  Civic 
Center  Plaza. 


10.  Relate  the  design  to  appeal  to  diverse 
user  groups,  especially  children  and 
children 's  needs.  The  needs  of  people  with 
disabilities  should  be  integrated  into  the 
design. 


11.  To  preserve  the  Fulton  Street  view  cor- 
ridor, no  parking  or  bus  staging  is  permit- 
ted in  the  mall  area;  Bus  drop  off  should 
be  located  along  Larkin  Street. 


12.  Develop  a  unified  program  and  plan 
for  banners  and  signage  in  conjunction 
with  a  coordinated  plan  for  all  street  fur- 
niture elements. 
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DESIGN  DETAILS 

In  addition  to  the  twelve  Fundamental  Principles, 
there  are  a  number  of  specific  design  details  that 
should  be  considered  in  the  development  of  the 
Fulton  Street  Mall. 

The  most  important  design  detail  involves  integrat- 
ing new  design  elements  with  those  that  were  re- 
cently installed  as  part  of  the  new  library  construc- 
tion. The  Fulton  Street  Mall  design  should  recog- 
nize existing  tone  and  scale,  as  well  as  paving  pat- 
terns, street  furniture,  and  plantings. 

Design  and  renovation  of  the  Fulton  Street  Mall 
should  also  be  closely  coordinated  with  the  plan- 
ning for  both  the  Asian  Art  Museum  and  the  entire 
Civic  Center  Plaza. 

The  long-term  future  of  the  Fulton  Street  Mall  will 
depend  on  both  the  quality  of  the  design  and  how  it 
is  maintained.  A  maintenance  plan  should  be  in- 
corporated into  the  final  design  scheme  and  money 
reserved  to  fund  continued  upkeep. 

Design  details  should  also  be  selected  with  an  eye 
towards  how  they  will  endure  over  time.  In  par- 
ticular, the  plan  for  the  Mall  should  anticipate  how 
skateboarding,  graffiti  and  similar  destructive 
activies  can  be  discouraged  with  the  design. 


The  terminus  of  Fulton  Mall  is  important — espe- 
cially the  Orpheum  Theatre  wall.  To  complete  the 
visual  composition  of  the  area,  the  Orpheum  fa- 
cade should  be  renovated  to  complement  the  Fed- 
eral Building

To  encourage  pedestrian  connections  to  UN  Plaza, 
transit,  and  Market  Street,  the  Hyde  Street  cross- 
walk should  be  widened  and  the  pedestrian  cycle 
lengthened. 
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To  reinforce  the  symmetrical  Fulton  Street  axis,  the 
Sycamore  tree  planting  pattern  on  the  library  side 
( including  spacing )  should  be  repeated  on  the  mu- 
seum side. 


The  Farmers  Market  would  like  to  expand  across 
Hyde  Street  and  to  sell  non-certified  products. 
Design  plans  should  incorporate  utilities  (electric- 
ity and  water)  to  accommodate  the  Farmer's  Mar- 
ket as  well  as  other  programmed  activities. 


The  Asian  Art  Museum  is  encouraged  to  open  a 
cafe  on  the  northwest  terrace.  Outdoor  seating 
might  be  continued  into  the  Mall  area  or  to  the 
east  on  the  terrace,  whether  for  the  Cafe  or  for 
other  complimentary  activities.

Service  needs  for  the  Asian  Art  Museum  could  be 
accommodated  by  expanding  the  existing  under- 
ground ramp  system. 
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NEXT  STEPS 


The  publication  of  these  design  guidelines  is 
merely  a  first  step  in  the  renovation  of  the  Fulton 
Street  Mall.  Subsequent  to  their  adoption  by  the 
City  Planning  Commission  as  a  section  in  both 
the  existing  and  revised  Civic  Center  Area  Plans, 
the  guidelines  will  be  the  basis  for  design  devel- 
opment and  fund-raising. 

In  the  interim,  the  opening  of  the  new  library  mer- 
its immediate  attention  to  current  conditions  on 
Fulton  Street.  In  order  to  facilitate  future  develop- 
ments, while  also  protecting  the  Pioneer  Monument 
area,  Fulton  Street  should  be  closed  to  through  traf- 
fic. Passenger  drop-off  and  pick-up  is  permissible.

especially  to  accommodate  the  needs  of  people  with 
disabilities,  but  the  area  around  the  monument 
should  have  decorative  bollards  or  a  similar  de- 
vice to  prohibit  through  movements.  Bus  staging 
is  discouraged  in  the  Fulton  Street  view  corridor. 


Civic  Center  Station  Opportunity  Site 

Interim  uses  should  be  encouraged  that  capitalize 
on  exisiting  conditions.  The  Farmer's  Market  could 
expand  immediately,  street  fairs  could  be  sched- 
uled, and  the  BART/Muni  station  renovated  (with 
particular  attention  to  art  programs  featuring  the 
library  installations). 

Construction  staging  needs  for  the  Asian  Art  Mu- 
seum will  probably  require  the  use  of  the  Mall  dur- 
ing the  Museum  renovation.  This  staging  should 
be  separated  and  limited  to  the  northern  edge  as 
much  as  possible  thereby  permitting  public  uses 
adjacent  to  the  Library. 

Completion  of  the  Fulton  Street  Mall  should  be 
planned  to  coincide  with  the  opening  of  the  Asian 
Art  Museum  (2000).  If  not  needed  for  construc- 
tion staging,  the  Mall  should  open  sooner.

David  Assmann,  Public  Outreach  Coordinator,  San  Francisco  Recycling  Program  was 
sick  and  did  not  make  a  presentation. 

3.  Resolution  Endorsing  Revisions  to  Resource  Conservation  Ordinance;  Chapter 
21A  of  the  Administrative  Code 

A.  Chairman  Lee  introduced  Terry  Engle,  Commercial  Recycling  Coordinator  for  the 
San  Francisco  Recycling  Program 

Mr.  Engle  gave  some  background  information  about  the  Resource  Conservation 
Ordinance  which  dkects  City  departments  to  reduce  waste  and  buy  recycled  products. 
This  "Buy-Recycle"  ordinance  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  1992. 
Since  1992,  however,  the  paper  industry's  standards  for  the  percentage  of  recycled 
content  in  paper  have  been  elevated.  He  would  like  to  update  the  standards  and  expand 
the  types  of  materials  in  the  Resource  Conservation  Ordinance.  He  asked  the 
Commission  to  consider  the  new  draft  resolution. 

Commissioner  Wade:  Can  we  make  suggestions? 

Terry  Engle:  Yes,  it's  a  draft. 

Commissioner  Wade:  I  suggest  changing  Sec.21A.l,  #5:  the  word  "marketable"  form 
to  "usable"  form  because  not  everything  needs  to  have  a  monetary  value  which  the 
word  "marketable"  implies.  For  example,  organic  matter  in  Golden  Gate  Park  is 
chipped  and  re-used  on  the  grounds  as  mulch. 

Terry  Engle:  "Marketable  form"  refers  to  the  whole  cycle  of  recycling  which  includes 
the  collection  and  marketing  of  materials. 


Commissioner  Wade:  Yes,  but  I  think  that  the  original  intent  of  the  word 
"marketable"  was  in  reference  to  materials  such  as  paper  but  it  wasn't  taking  into 


consideration  organic  materials. 

Terry  Engle:  I  agree.  I'll  make  a  note  of  your  suggestion. 

Commissioner  Wade:  In  Sec.21A.l,  #1 1, 1  suggest  adding  "including  organic  waste" 
so  that  it  reads  "The  City  enacts  this  article  to  require  that  1)  City  departments 
establish  in-house  waste  reduction  programs,  "including  organic  waste",  and  ..." 

We  should  also  include  a  definition  or  organic  waste.  Also,  on  page  9,  we  should 
expand  "used  in  marketplace"  to  include  "used  in  City  operations  on-site  or  used  in 
the  marketplace..." 

Commissioner  Okamoto:  Please  explain  page  3  of  your  letter  that  shows 
Reprographic  paper's  pre-consumer  recycled  content  going  down  fi-om  50%  to  20% 

Terry  Engle:  It's  complicated  and  I've  been  trying  to  research  it.  In  the  original 
Executive  Order,  it  emphasized  both  pre  and  post-consumer  content.  In  the  new 
Excecutive  Order,  the  post-consumer  content  is  emphasized  and  has  increased  fi-om 
10%  to  20%  in  order  to  drive  the  post-consumer  paper  recovery. 

Commissioner  Okamoto:  Would  you  phase  in  the  *97  standards? 

Terry  Engle:  That's  a  good  point  that  hasn't  been  addressed.  I  think  that  the  industry 
standards  will  drive  us  to  phase  in  the  '97  standards.  As  it  is  now,  you  can't  find  10% 
post-consumer  content  paper. 

Commissioner  Filice:  I  have  a  question  on  page  1.  I'd  like  a  point  of  clarification. 
Are  we  capturing  more  paper  or  using  more  paper? 

Terry  Engle:  That's  a  good  question.  I  can't  say  how  much  paper  is  being  generated 
but  we  are  capturing  more. 

Commissioner  Okamoto:  I'd  like  the  other  commissioners  to  acknowledge  the 
great  work  that  Terry,  his  department  and  other  departments  have  done  on  the 
Sustainable  Municipal  Building  Pilot  program. 

Commissioner  Wade:  Does  your  department  deal  with  businesses?  It  was  brought 
up  in  our  Food  and  Agriculture  City  Circle  the  difficulties  that  restaurants  face  in 
doing  organic  waste  recycling  and  in  finding  space  for  recyclables  in  general.  In 
terms  of  renovations  for  businesses,  it  should  be  mandatory  for  businesses  to  create  an 
area  for  organics  collection. 

Terry  Engle:  There  is  a  state  ordinance  that  deals  with  space  allocation  for  recycling 
but  it's  only  for  new  construction.  But  in  San  Francisco,  very  few  new  buildings  are 
being  constructed.  At  one  time,  the  San  Francisco  Recycling  Program  tried  to 


develop  such  an  ordinance  for  San  Francisco  but  the  commission  that  oversaw  Building 
Inspectors  felt  that  it  wasn't  in  their  best  interest.  Regarding  organics  recovery,  our 
office  is  currently  looking  for  a  contractor  to  help  businesses  collect  produce  waste. 

Commissioner  Wade:  I  would  like  a  copy  of  the  ordinance  you  tried  to  get  passed. 
I'd  like  to  get  it  passed  because  space  is  an  issue. 

Terry  Engle:  The  challenge  is  that  there  are  very  few  free-standmg  restaurants  m 
San  Francisco. 

Commissioner  Evans:  I'd  like  to  move  this  resolution 
Commissioner  Wade:  I  second  the  motion. 

Commissioner  Rosemond:  There  are  some  small  grammatical  changes. 

Commissioner  Krefting:  I'd  like  to  move  to  finish  this  discussion  after  Supervisor 
Shelley's  presentation. 

Commissioner  FUice:  I  second  the  motion. 

Chairman  Lee:  I'd  like  to  give  a  brief  description  about  the  Commission.  The 
Commission's  goal  is  to  listen  and  support  environmental  programs  in  San  Francisco. 
We  produced  the  Guide  to  San  Francisco  Environmental  Services  and  are  currently 
working  on  a  Sustainability  Plan  for  San  Francisco.  At  this  point,  I'd  like  to  present 
Supervisor  Kevin  Shelley  who  helped  to  spearhead  the  creation  of  the  Commission. 

Supervisor  Shelley:  Thank  you  for  the  introduction.  I'd  like  to  touch  on  the 
background  of  the  Commission.  Six  or  seven  years  ago,  a  group  of  activists  in  San 
Francisco  such  as  Beryl  Magilavy  and  Andy  Nash  met  with  the  goal  of  helping  to  create 
a  Department  of  the  Environment.  Several  obstacles  were  in  the  way,  in  particular,  the 
issue  of  funding.  In  1991,  the  Environmental  Commission  was  created  without 
funding.  This  became  the  body  that  crafted  environmental  policy,  made 
recommendations,  and  provided  planning  for  San  Francisco.  The  goal  is  still  to  create  a 
Department  of  the  Environment  that  will  not  only  overseeing  environmental  activities 
but  actually  assume  many  of  the  environmental  activities.  In  the  short  term,  the 
suggestions  that  I  support  are: 

1.  Set  forth  goals; 

2.  Long  range  planning;  and 

3.  Decide  which  departments  will  naturally  fall  into  the  Department  of  the 
Environment. 

Mayor  Brown  will  be  appointing  members  for  the  new  Environmental  Commission. 
Three  staff  persons  will  be  added.  I  don't  envision  that  the  mayoral  appointed 
commission  and  the  current  commission  should  exist  together  in  the  future  but  I 


agree  that  this  commission  should  exist  until  the  Fall. 

The  new  staffs  first  year  will  be  spent  analy2dng  which  changes  are  most  appropriate. 
In  the  new  charter,  it  provides  for  the  Mayor  the  ability  to  transfer  functions  amongst 
departments. 

Another  issue  that's  important  to  all  of  us  is  that  this  new  department  will  be  accessible 
to  the  public.  Finding  an  appropriate  physical  space  for  the  department  is  important 
to  its  success.  My  staff,  the  CAO  and  the  Mayor's  staff  are  trying  to  locate  appropriate 
space  around  the  Civic  Center.  Physical  and  philosophical  access  is  important. 

The  Department  structure  itself  is  another  important  key  to  its  success.  The  structure 
will  initially  be  relatively  loose.  I  want  the  Commission  to  make  recommendations  on 
the  structure. 

The  amount  of  funding  for  the  department  is  not  clear  at  this  point.  I've  made 
recommendations  for  a  minimum  staff  of  3  people.  Once  other  departments  are 
rolled  mto  this  department,  the  funding  could  grow. 

Chairman  Lee:  Any  questions? 

Commissioner  Ratner:  How  much  money  is  being  allocated?  I've  heard  $400,00 
or  $600,000. 

Supervisor  Shelley:  I  don't  know.  I  suggested  $600,000  as  a  starting  point. 

Commissioner  Rosemond:  I  want  to  pin  down  how  long  you  see  the  current 
commission  continuing  to  exist. 

Supervisor  Shelley:  I  don't  envision  this  commission  existing  for  another  year. 
Probably  at  the  end  of  this  year  at  the  most  which  should  be  sufficient. 

Commissioner  Evans:  You  talked  about  the  Toxics  and  Health  Department  as  an 
example  of  a  department  that  does  not  necessarily  fold  into  the  Department  of  the 
Environment.  Have  you  talked  with  other  departments? 

Supervisor  Shelley:  Yes.  For  example,  I  foresee  the  Recycling  Program  easily 
folding  into  the  Department  of  the  Environment.  The  presence  of  the  Recycling 
Program  within  this  department  is  the  most  direct  way  for  the  public  to  understand 
what  the  department  does. 

Commissioner  "Wade:  Will  the  Department  of  the  Environment  compete  against  the 
Department  of  Neighborhood  Services? 

Supervisor  Shelley:  No,  there  won't  be  any  competition. 


Commissioner  Morales:  Do  you  have  any  idea  how  various  city  agencies  will  work 
to  give  up  current  jurisdiction  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment?  Is  there 
an  orderly  way  to  do  this? 

Supervisor  Shelley:  I  envision  playing  a  key  role  as  the  Chair  of  the  Rules  Committee 
and  being  an  advisor/cop.  The  current  Environmental  Commission  will  be  more  of  the 
advisor  and  I  will  play  more  of  the  cop.  I  think  that  the  first  6  month  period  of  the  new 
Department  will  be  very  important. 

Mayor  Brown  is  very  supportive  of  this  but  the  urban  environment  has  never  been  a  top 
priority  for  him  so  the  first  6  months  will  be  his  buying  in  time. 

Commissioner  Krefting:  To  what  degree  do  you  see  it  looking  within  the  confines 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  extend  to  outside  its  region  to  problems 
that  affect  San  Francisco  and  to  that  which  San  Francisco  affects. 

Supervisor  Shelley:  I  see  it  as  a  more  regional  approach.  It's  important  because 
historically,  the  parties  that  make  regional  decisions  make  the  decisions  in  a  vacuum. 

Commissioner  Okamoto:  How  do  you  envision  the  sustainability  plan  will  fold  into 
the  Department  of  the  Environment? 

Supervisor  Shelley:  I  see  it  as  a  blueprint  for  fimctions  and  goals.  When  it's 
completed  in  September,  the  Commission  will  help  fine  tune  the  blueprint.  It'll 
become  the  blueprint  for  the  second  half  of  the  first  year  of  existence. 

I  want  to  mention  someone  who  I'd  like  to  publicly  thank  and  that  is  Beryl 
Magilavy  for  being  the  director  of  the  sustainability  play  and  as  my  appointee 
on  the  Environmental  Commission.  I'd  like  to  announce  also  that  Regina 
Sneed  will  assume  Beryl's  old  position  on  this  commission. 

Commissioner  Evans:  The  Mayor  has  been  very  private  in  making  appointments 
to  the  new  Environmental  Commission.  Will  he  ask  for  suggestions  for  appointees? 

Supervisor  Shelley:  I'd  like  to  clarify  first  that  when  I  said  that  the  Mayor's  focus 
has  not  historically  been  the  urban  environment,  it  was  meant  to  say  that  he's  not 
up  to  speed  about  urban  environmental  issues  since  he's  been  a  state  legislator.  But 
since  I  have  been  talking  with  him,  he's  been  excited  about  it  and  I  think  that  the 
Mayor  will  be  open  to  suggestions. 

Chairman  Lee:  Thank  you  Supervisor. 

Commissioner  Krefting:  I'd  like  to  go  back  to  the  resolution. 


Commissioner  Rosemond:  I  have  some  proposed  changes  to  the  ordinance.  I'd  like 
to  change  it  to: 

"WHEREAS,  Updating  the  Ordinance  enhances  the  City's  ability  to  expand  the 
quantity  and  scope  of  recycled  products  it  purchases  reflect  current  and  fijture  industry 
standards;  therefore,  be  it" 

Chariman  Lee:  Any  other  comments? 

Commissioner  Gale:  In  regards  to  Conmiissioner  Wade's  comments  about  organics 
recovery,  I'd  like  to  say  that  the  Department  of  Public  Health  has  given  blessings  for 
this  activity  and  there  is  already  one  in-vessel  composting  operation  at  San  Francisco 
State  University.  If  the  Commission  is  interested  in  hearing  more  about  it,  we  could 
invite  someone  from  the  University  to  come  and  speak  at  our  next  meeting. 

Commissioner  Murray:  How  much  compost  is  produced  at  SFSU?  If  you'd  prefer 
a  speaker  next  month  about  it,  it'll  be  appropriate  but  it's  important  that  we  hear  not 
just  from  SFSU,  but  from  Rec  and  Park,  the  garbage  company,  and  composting 
consultants  such  as  Applied  Compost. 

Commissioner  Rosemond:  I  agree  with  Commissioner  Murray  that  whenever  we  hear 
about  a  particular  issue/topic,  we  want  to  see  the  larger  picture. 

Commissioner  Gale:  Marcia  deVaughn  is  in  the  audience.  Maybe  we  can  ask  her  to 
invite  the  speakers. 

Marcia  deVaughn:  We  have  an  organics  coordinator  in  the  City's  Solid  Waste 
Management  Office  and  we'll  be  speaking  about  this  topic. 

Chairman  Lee:  Can  we  vote  to  pass  the  resolution? 

The  resolution  endorsing  revisions  to  Resource  Conservation 
Ordinance  passed. 

4.  Sustainable  San  Francisco  Project 

Commissioner  Okamoto:  Hundreds  of  people  having  been  working  on  crafting  the 
Sustainability  plan.  On  June  1st,  it  will  be  available  for  public  hearing.  On  June  22nd 
23rd,  29th,  and  30th,  there  will  be  presentations  made  by  the  individual  City  Circle 
groups  at  the  new  main  library.  My  own  experience  is  that  the  process  has  been 
difficult  but  fruitful.  How  it  will  affect  regional  issues  remains  to  been  seen.  I  look 
forward  to  seeing  the  whole  document. 

Commissioner  Krefting:  I  want  to  amend  the  date  at  which  the  document  will  be 
made  available  for  public  hearing  -  it  will  be  June  5th,  not  June  1st. 

Beryl  Magilavy:  There  have  been  15  groups  meeting  since  Febmary  with  an  average 


of  5  meetings  in  most  groups.  The  last  meetings  are  taking  place  this  week.  It  will 
be  available  on  the  Web,  and  it  will  be  taken  around  to  the  neighborhood  fairs  this 
summer  for  public  review  and  comment.  There  will  be  a  hard  copy  available  from  the 
Solid  Waste  Management  Program.  The  timeline  for  the  project  is  as  follows: 

1.  June  &  July:  The  document  will  be  made  available  for  public  review  and  comment. 

2.  August:       Volunteers  will  make  a  synopsis  of  the  comments. 

3.  September:  A  final  meeting  of  the  City  Circles. 

4.  October:      The  final  draft  will  be  presented  to  the  Environmental  Commission 

then  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  Steering  Committee  is  starting  to  make  sure  that  the  Supervisors  are  kept  up  to 
speed  about  the  process.  Myself,  and  others  like  Kevin  Kelly,  Paul  Okamoto,  Anne 
Malley  have  been  talking  to  the  Supervisors. 

Commissioner  Wade:  When  talking  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  does  it  make  sense 
for  others  like  the  Chair  of  this  commission,  Frank  Lee  and  even  other  commissioners 
to  go  as  well? 

Beryl  Magilavy:  I  agree.  If  anyone  wants  to  come,  please  let  me  know. 

Commissioner  Mar:  In  the  Environmental  Justice  meeting,  some  things  that  have 
come  up  are: 

1)  What  methods  are  being  used  for  broader  input  from  the  community? 

2)  Are  there  any  efforts  being  made  to  acconmiodate  the  non-English  speaking 
communities? 

3)  Anne  Eng  has  volunteered  to  work  with  the  Chinese  speaking  communities.  What 
about  other  communities? 

Commissioner  Mirkarimi:  I'm  impressed  with  how  this  planning  has  been  loose  but 
systematic  and  I'm  happy  to  see  it  swell  from  the  ground  up.  We  should  try  our  best 
to  export  this  process.  Beryl  and  others  should  take  a  bow  for  this. 

Commissioner  Rosemond:  I  have  some  concerns  around  the  scheduling  of  hearings. 
For  example,  the  hearing  is  the  same  day  as  the  Gay  and  Lesbian  parade. 

Beryl  Magilavy:  The  date  was  set  ahead  of  time.  The  head  of  the  Stegner 
Environmental  Center  at  the  new  library  will  be  on  vacation  in  July,  it'll  be  too  late  in 
August  and  so  we  wanted  to  do  it  in  June  and  we  couldn't  do  it  any  earlier. 

Commissioner  Morales:  How  about  a  sub-parade  as  part  of  the  larger  parade  to  try 
draw  people  to  this  event? 

Commissioner  Okamoto:  I  want  to  reiterate  what  Commissioner  Mar  said.  It's  a 
long  term  plan  and  what  are  the  long-term  efforts  that  we  can  do? 


Commissioner  Mirkarimi:  I  think  that  the  role  of  the  Environmental  Commission 
should  include  encouraging  active  public  participation,

Francisco  Administrative  Code 

The  San  Francisco  Resource  Conservation  Ordinance  (Ordinance),  v^^hich  was  adopted  in  May 
1992,  directs  City  departments  to  reduce  waste  and  buy  recycled  products.  In  October  1993, 
President  Clinton  signed  Presidential  Executive  Order  12873  (EO 12873),  which  established  new 
recycled  product  procurement  standards  for  federal  agencies.  The  federal  standards  are  now 
higher  than  the  City's. 

In  keeping  with  the  intent  of  E012873  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  support  for  recycling 
programs,  and  in  a  continuing  effort  to  expand  the  markets  for  recycled  products  staff  is 
proposing  the  attached  revisions  to  the  Ordinance.  They  update  the  Ordinance's  definitions  and 
standards  to  reflect  changes  that  have  occurred  since  the  Ordinance  was  adopted.  They  are  also  in 
keeping  with  the  City's  Source  Reduction  and  Recycling  Element,  which  was  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  March,  1993. 

The  following  synopsis  compares  the  existing  Ordinance  with  the  major  proposed  revisions.  A 
draft  of  the  proposed  Ordinance  in  its  entirety  (Attachment  A)  is  attached  for  your  review.  It 
includes  all  additions,  deletions  and  modifications  to  the  current  Ordinance.  Additions  and 
modifications  to  the  draft  proposal  are  underlined;  deletions  are  struck  through. 

Background  and  Forecast 

During  the  1994/95  fiscal  year,  the  City  purchased  over  $3,000,000  of  recycled  products  through 
central  contracts,  including  contracts  for  stationery  and  computer  paper,  envelopes,  janitorial 
paper,  can  liners,  various  office  supplies,  forms,  and  packaging.  This  is  in  addition  to  recycled 
building  materials  such  as  steel  beams  and  studs,  insulation  materials,  concrete,  asphalt,  and 
roofing  paper  re-refined  oil  and  retreaded  tires. 

Upon  reviewing  recycled  content  standards  in  existing  contracts.  Purchasing  and  Recycling 
Program  staff  have  found  that,  as  a  result  of  improved  manufacturing  technology,  increased 
consumer  demand  and  EO  12873,  many  of  the  City's  current  recycled  content  standards  have  been

superceded  by  the  higher  standards  set  forth  in  EO 12873.  We  have  also  found  that  the  number, 
variety  and  quality  of  products  made  with  recycled  materials  has  increased  dramatically  since  the 
Ordinance's  original  adoption.  Further,  manufacturers  from  all  sectors  have  committed  biUions  of 
dollars  to  expand  their  recycled  product  production  capacity.  The  paper  industry  has  expended 
over  $10  billion. 

For  the  long  term,  this  bodes  well  for  recycled  products.  However,  as  demonstrated  last  year, 
there  will  be  intermittent  periods  when  supply  and  demand  (both  of  the  feedstock  and  the  finished 
products)  are  out  of  alignment,  creating  product  shortages  and  price  instability.  All  industry 
reports  indicate  that,  as  capacity  continues  to  come  on  Une,  these  price  and  availability  "bumps" 
will  level  out.  Although  contract  prices  for  many  recycled  products  are  competitive  with  their 
virgin  equivalents,  there  is  still  a  premium  which  has  to  be  paid  on  a  number  of  products,  primarily 
as  a  result  of  each  industry's  production  infrastructure  and  economies  of  scale. 

Cost  Evaluation 

Because  of  increased  minimum  recycled  content  threshholds  established  by  various  industries  over 
the  last  two  to  three  years,  many  of  the  proposed  Ordinance  revisions,  especially  those  dealing 
with  paper  definitions  and  standards,  have  akeady  been  incorporated  into  existing  City  contracts. 
As  a  result,  we  do  not  expect  that  the  proposed  revisions  will  create  any  new  or  additional  costs 
to  the  City,  and  may,  as  in  the  case  of  toner  cartridges,  save  the  City  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco; 

Section  1.    The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  Chapter  21 A 
thereto,  to  read  as  follows: 

CHAPTER  21A 
RESOURCE  CONSERVATION 

SEC.  21  A.  1.  FINDINGS 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  and  declares  that: 

1.  The  landfill  space  available  to  San  Francisco  at  the  altamont  landfill  is  expected  to  last  only 
fifteen  more  years,  and  the  cost-per-ton  of  solid  waste  disposal  is  expected  to  rise  steeply  after  that  time; 
and 

2.  The  careless  discard  of  usable  materials  into  the  waste  stream  deprives  the  City  of  the 
economic  benefit  of  the  value  in  those  materials  while  creating  unnecessary  expenses  of  collection  and 
disposal;  and 

3.  Discontinuing  the  use  of  unnecessary  materials  is  in  the  long-term  financial  and  public  heahh 
interest  of  the  City;  and 

4.  At  the  present  time,  various  departments  of  the  City  recycle  annually  3^  600  tons  of  office 
paper,  40-50  tons  of  newspaper,  60225  tons  of  lubricating  oils,  35  tons  of  used  tires,  10,000  tons  of 
construction  and  demolition  debris,  1800  tons  of  organic  debris,  and  undetermined  amounts  of  other 
recyclable  products,  such  as  bottles,  aluminum  and  cardboard;  and 
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5.  Recycling  involves  not  only  the  collection  of  material  that  would  become  solid  waste,  but 
also  involvesd  the  reconstitution  and  return  of  these  materials  to  the  economic  mainstream  in  a 
marketable  form;  and 

6.  Supporting  the  market  place  for  recycled  materials  is  a  critical  component  in_ef  reducing-|the 
solid  waste  stream;  and 

7.  The  Board  of  Ssupervisors  has  recognized  the  importance  of  creating  and  supporting  ma 
for  recycled  products  by  encouraging  every  City  department  to  demand  and  purchase  recycled  paper  to 
the  greatest  extentd  possible;  and 

8.  The  State  of  California  has  encouraged  local  governments  to  procure  recycled  products  as 
one  way  of  supporting  markets  for  recycled  products;  and 

9.  State  law  requires  all  local  agencies  to  increase  procurement  of  recycled  products;  and 

10.  Requiring  City  departments  to  purchase  recycled  products  and  promulgating  guidelines  for 
departments  to  make  such  purchases  and  use  will  help  meet  the-state  mandated  goals  and  contribute  to 
the  necessary  reduction  in  solid  waste.  Such  a  requirement  will  not  create  shortages  of  materials  or 
supplies  for  the  City_as  inasmuch  as  acceptable  recycled  products  are  available  and  of  a  quality 
comparable  to  bargain  virgin  products.  The,  although  the  Board  of  Supervisors  recognizes  that  recjlcled 
projects  ¥>411-may  be  less  available  initailv  than  virgin  products  until  the  recycling  industries  mature  ajid 
markets  develop. 

11.  Resource  conservation  is  imperative  to  preserve  the  health  of  ecosystems  on  the  planet  Eprth 


and  the  most  environmentally  sound  and  economic  methods  of  resource  conservation  are,  in  priority 
order,  source  reduction,  reuse,  recycling  and  composting.  The  City  enacts  that  this  article  to  requirq  that 
1)  City  departments  establish  in-house  waste  reduction  programs,  and  2)  all  City  and  County 
departments  and  agencies  purchase  recycled  products  to  the  maximum  extent  possible. 

12.    Under  this  Chapter,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  wishes  to  exercise  its  power  to 
make  economic  decisions  involving  its  own  funds  as  a  participant  in  the  market  place  and  to  conduct  its 


own  business  as  a  municipal  corporation  to  ensure  that  purchases  and  expenditures  of  public  monies 
are  made  in  a  matter  consistent  with  sound  environmental  policies  and  practices.

SEC.  21A.2.  DEFINITIONS 

As  used  in  this  Chapter,  the  following  words  and  phrases  shall  have  the  meanings  indicated  herein: 

 "Brown  paper"  shall  mean  paper,  usually  made  from  unbleached  draft  pulp,  that  is  commonly  used 

for  bags,  sacks  and  mapping  paper. 

"Building  Insulation"  shall  mean  a  material,  including  blanket,  board,  spray-in-place  and  loose-fill 
that  are  used  as  ceiling,  floor,  foundation  and  wall  insulation,  primarily  designed  to  resist  heat  flow, 
which  is  installed  between  the  conditioned  volume  of  a  building  and  adjacent  unconditioned  volumes  or 
the  outside. 

"City"  or  "City  and  County"  shall  mean  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  or  any  department, 
board,  commission  or  agency  thereof 

"City  funds"  shall  mean  all  monies  or  other  assets  received  and  managed  by,  or  are  otherwise  under 
the  control  of,  the  Treasurer,  and  any  notes,  bonds,  securities,  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  other  fiscal 
obligations  issued  by  the  City  and  County. 

"Contract"  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  any  contract,  purchaser  order,  ierm  blanket 
purchase  agreement  order,  revolving  fund  order,  or  other  binding  written  obligation  of  the  City  and 
County. 

"Contract  specifications"  shall  mean  the  set  of  specifications  prepared  for  an  individual 
construction  project  containing  design,  performance  and  material  requirements  for  that  project. 

"Contracting  officer"  shall  mean  that  officer  or  employee  of  the  City  and  County  authorized  under 
the  Charter,  the  Administrative  Code  of  the  Municipal  Code,  to  enter  into  a  contract  on  behalf  of  the 
City  and  County.  "Contracting  Officer"  shall  include  the  Mayor,  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  each 
department  head  or  general  manager  and  other  employees  of  the  City  and  County  authorized  to  enter 
into  contracts  or  other  binding  agreements  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County. 

"Construction"  shall  mean  any  and  all  actions  necessary  and  incidental  to  the  building  of  new  public 
works  or  improvements,  or  the  replacement,  expansion,  remodeling,  alteration,  modernization,  or 
extension  of  existing  public  facilities. 
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"Cotton  fiber  papers"  or  "rag  paper"  shall  mean  paper  that  contains  a  minimum  of  25%  ormor 


cellulose  fibers,  also  commonly  called  "rag"  derived  fi-om  lint  cotton,  cotton  linters  and  cotton  or  lin^n 
cloth  cuttings,  and  that  is  commonly  used  for  stationary,  ledgers,  maps  and  other  specialty  papers. 
 "Doilies"  shall  mean  paper  placemats  used  on  food  service  trays  in  hospitals  or  other  institutioris. 


"Engine  lubricating  oil"  shall  mean  petroleum-based  oils  used  for  reducing  fiiction  in  engine  parts. 
"Engine  coolants"  shall  mean  automotive  chemicals,  including  either  ethylene  glycol  or  propylc  ne 


glycol  and  coolant  additives,  used  to  cool  combustion  engines  and  inhibit  their  corrosion. 

 "Facial  tissue"  shall  mean  any  of  a  group  of  soft,  absorbent  and  sanitary  papers. 

"Gear  oil"  shall  mean  petroleum-based  oils  used  for  lubricating  machinery  gears. 
 "High  grade  bleached  papers"  shall  mean  printing  and  writing  papers  made  of  pulp  that  has  bedn 


treated  with  bleaching  agents,  including  offset  printing,  mimeo  and  duplicator  paper,  writmg  stationqry, 
note  pads,  paper  for  high-speed  copiers,  envelopes,  form  bond  including  computer  and  carbonless 
papers,  book  paper,  bond  paper,  ledgers  and  cover  stock. 

"Hydraulic  fluids"  shall  mean  petroleum-based  hydraulic  fluids. 
 "Industrial  wipes"  shall  mean  paper  towels  especially  made  for  industrial  cleaning  and  wiping. 

"Laminated  paperboard"  shall  mean  board  made  from  one  or  more  plies  of  kraft  paper  bonded 


together,  with  or  without  facers,  that  is  used  for  decorative,  structural,  or  insulating  purposes. 

"Millbroke"  shall  mean  any  paper  or  paperboard  scrap  waste-generated  in  a  per  mill  prior  to 
completion  of  the  papermaking  process  and/or  specific  materials  generated  during  finishing  operations 


that  occur  after  the  end  of  the  papermaking  process..  It  includes  the  following  materials,  whether 
generated  prior  to  or  after  the  completion  of  the  papermaking  process:  paper  machine  trim,  ofifgrad^  or 


off-specification  rolls  falso  referred  to  as  rejected,  unused  stock\  culls,  stub  rolls,  side  rolls,  end  roll 


and  obsolete  inventories  of  paper  and  paperboard.  Although  mill  broke  is  occasionally  sold  from  one 


mill 


to  another,  such  a  sale  does  not  alter  its  classification  or  exclusion  from  the  definition  of  "recovered 


fiber.  "It  is  usually  returned  directly  to  the  pulping  process.  Millbroke  is  excluded  from  the  dcfinitior 


"recovered  materials". 
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"Newsprint"  shall  mean  paper  made  primarily  from  mechanical  wood  pulps  combmed  with  some 
chemical  wood  pulp  and  generally  used  in  the  publication  of  newspapers  or  special  publications. 
"Newsprint"  shall  contain,  at  a  minimum,  40%  postconsumer  recovered  fiber  content  based  on  fiber 
weight: 

 "Paper  napkins  shall  mean  special  tissues  of  any  size,  color  or  texture  which  arc  used  during  meals 

or  with  beverages. 

 "Paper  towels"  shall  moan  paper  toweling  in  folded  sheets,  or  in  raw  form,  for  use  in  drying  or 

cleaning  or  where  quick  absorption  is  required. 

"Paperboard"  shall  mean  the  broad  category  of  paper  that  is  heavier  in  basis  weight  and  thicker 
(0.012)  inch  or  more)  than  paper.  Paperboard  generally  includes  contamerboard  used  for  corrugated 
boxes  containers,  boxboard  used  to  make  cartons,  and  all  other  paperboard.  Paperboard  includes  the 
following  products  and  shall  contain,  at  a  minimum,  the  following  percentages  of  recovered  fiber  content

Postconsumer  fiber  does  not  include  fiber  derived  fi'om  printers'  over-runs,  converters'  scrap,  and 
over-issue  publications. 

"Printing  and  Writing  Papers"  shall  mean  coated,  uncoated  and  bristol  papers  that  are  suitable  br 
printing  and  reprographic  use  and  for  pen  and  pencil  writing.  Printing  and  writing  papers  include  the 
following  products  and  shall  contain,  at  a  minimum,  the  following  percentages  of  recovered  fiber  coi  iteni

"Recycle"  or  "Recycling"  shall  mean  the  process  of  collecting,  sorting,  cleansing,  treating,  and 
reconstituting  materials  that  would  otherwise  become  solid  waste  and/or  hazardous  waste,  and  returning 
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them  to  the  economic  mainstream  in  the  form  of  raw  material  for  new,  reused,  or  reconstituted  products 
which  meet  the  quality  standards  necessary  to  be  used  in  the  marketplace. 

"Recycled  paper"  shall  mean  all  paper  or  paper  products  that  contain  recovered  fiber. 

"Recycled  products"  shall  mean  manufactured  or  processed  products  that,  having  completed  that 


process,  contain  recovered  materials.

"Re-refined  oil"  shall  mean  used  petroleum-based  oils  fi^om  which  the  physical  and  chemical 

contaminants  acquired  through  previous  use  have  been  removed  through  a  refilling  process. 

"Retread  tire"  shall  mean  a  worn  automobile,  truck,  or  other  motor  vehicle  tire  whose  tread  has 

been  replaced. 

"Reuse"  shall  mean  the  secondary  use  of  a  product  or  its  packaging  in  a  way  that  conserves  the 
product  or  package's  inherent  structure. 
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"Source  reduction"  shall  mean  discontinuing  the  use  of  unnecessary  materials,  rather  than, 
disposing  of  them  into  the  waste  stream  and  shall  include  1)  reduced  resource  use  per  unit  of  product,  2) 
increased  product  life,  3)  product  reuse  and  repair  and  4)  decreased  consumption.  "Source  reduction" 
does  not  include  steps  taken  after  the  material  becomes  solid  waste  or  actions  which  would  impact  air  or 
water  resources  in  lieu  of  land,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  transformation. 

"Specifications"  shall  mean  the  clear  and  accurate  written  descriptions,  drawings,  prints, 
commercial  designations,  industry  standards,  and  other  descriptive  references  setting  forth  the  technical 
requirements  for  materials,  supplies,  equipment,  or  services  specifying  the  minimum  requirements  for 
quality  and  construction  of  materials,  equipment  and  service  necessary  for  an  acceptable  product. 

"Structural  fiberboard"  shall  mean  a  fibrous-felted,  homogenous  panel  made  fi-om  lignoceilulosic 


fibers  ^usually  wood,  cane,  or  paper^  and  having  a  densitv  of  less  than  31  lbs/ft^  but  more  than  10  lbs /ft- 


It  is  characterized  by  an  integral  bond  which  is  produced  by  interfelting  of  the  fibers,  but  which  has 


ot 


been  consolidated  under  heat  or  pressure  as  a  separate  stage  of  manufacture. 

"Tire"  shall  mean  the  following  types  of  tires:  passenger  car  tires,  light-  and  heavy-duty  truck  tires, 
high  speed  industrial  tires,  bus  tires,  and  special  service  tires  (including  agricultural,  ofif-road  and 
slowspeed  industrial).

SEC.  21A.3.  IN-HOUSE  WASTE  REDUCTION. 

It  shall  be  the  goal  of  all  City  departments  to  reduce  the  amount  of  waste  generated  and  disposed 
of  within  their  operations. 
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Every  City  department  shall  cooperate  with  and  designate  at  least  one  (1)  pefsea  department

 SEC.  21A.4.  PURCHASE  OF  BUILDING  INSULATION,  PRODUCTS  STRUCTURAL 

FIBERBOARD.  LAMINATED  PAPERBOARD.  AND  OTHER  BUILDING  PRODUCTS 
A.    Recovered  Materials  in  Building  Insulation  Products. 

1.  All  City  departments  having  the  responsibility  for  drafting  or  reviewing  specifications 
for  construction  of  public  works  and  improvements  and  for  procurement  of  materials,  supplies  and 
equipment  necessary  for  said  construction  or  for  maintenance,  repair  or  renovation  of  public  facilities, 
shall  require  in  all  such  specifications  that  all  bidders,  contractors  and  vendors  offer  the  City  building 
insulation,  products  structural  fiberboard.  laminated  paperboard.  and  other  products  using  or  contai[iing 
recovered  materials  whenever  available  and  to  the  maximum  extent  possible  without  jeopardizing 
reasonable  performance  standards. 

2.  For  purposes  of  this  Section,  all  City  departments  shall  require  the  following  minimum 
percentages  of  recovered  materials  in  building  insulation  products  and  structural  fiberboard  and 
laminated  paperboard  products:

B.  Non-applicability

Nothing  in  this  Chapter  shall  be  construed  to  relieve  a  contractor  of  responsibility  for  providing  a 
satisfactory  product. 

SEC.  21A.12.  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

A.  The  DcpartmGnt  of  Chief  Administrative  Officer's  Solid  Waste  Management  Program  shjll 
promulgate  any  rules  and  regulations  necessary  or  appropriate  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  requirement 
of  this  ordinance.  Each  department,  board  and  commission  of  the  City  and  County  shall  cooperate  with, 
and  provide  in  writing  to,  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer's  Departmont-ef-Solid  Waste  Managemert 
Program,  all  information  necessary  for  the  promulgation  of  such  rules  and  regulations.

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the  contracting  officer  shall  have  the  authority  to  impose  such  sanctions  or  take  such  other  actions  as  are 
designed  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  including,  but  not  limited  to: 

(1)  refusal  to  certify  the  award  of  a  contract; 

(2)  suspension  of  a  contract; 

(3)  ordering  the  withholding  of  fiands  due  the  contractor  under  any  contract  with  the  City 
and  County; 

(4)  ordering  the  revision  of  a  contract  based  upon  a  material  breach  of  contract  provisions 
or  pertaining  to  representations  made  in  bidding,  execution  or  performance  of  the  contract; 

(5)  disqualification  ofa  bidder  or  contractor  from  ehgibility  for  providing  commodities  or 
services  to  the  City  and  County  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  five  years,  with  a  right  to  review  and 
reconsideration  by  the  contracting  City  office  or  department  after  two  years  upon  a  showing  of 
corrective  action  indicating  violations  are  not  likely  to  reoccur. 

B.     All  contracts  shall  provide  that  in  the  event  any  bidder  or  contractor  fails  to  comply  in  good 
faith  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  the  bidder  or  contractor  shall  be  liable  for  liquidated 
damages  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  bidder's  or  contractor's  net  profit  under  the  contract,  or  5%  (five 
percent)  of  the  total  amount  of  the  contract  dollars  which  is  greatest.  Al  contracts  shall  also  contain  a 
provision  whereby  the  bidder  or  contractor  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the  liquidated  damages 
assessed  shall  be  payable  to  the  City  and  County  upon  demand  and  may  be  set  off  against  any  monies 
due  to  the  bidder  or  contractor  from  any  contract  with  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

SEC.  21A.15.  RESERVED 

SEC.  21  A.  16.  IMPLEMENTATION  REPORTS. 

The  Chief  Administrative  Officer's  Office  of  Solid  Waste  Management  Program  shall  provide 
written  reports  on  the  implementation  of  this  ordinance  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (1)  at  the  first 
Board  of  Supervisors  meeting  held  twelve  (12)  months  after  this  Chapter  has  taken  effect;  and  (2) 
annually  thereafter.  Each  department,  board  and  commission  of  the  City  and  County  shall  cooperate 
with,  and  provide  in  writing  to,  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer's  Office  of  Solid  Waste  Management 
Program,  whichever  is  appropriate,  all  information  necessary  for  preparation  of  such  reports. 
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This  ordinance  shall  expire  ten  (10)  years  from  its  effective  date  unless  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
finds  that  the  purposes  identified  in  Section  21  A.  have  not  yet  been  achieved,  in  which  case  the 
ordinance  may  be  extended  for  additional  three  year  periods. 

SEC.  21A.17.  SEVERABILITY 

If  any  section,  subsection,  clause,  phrase  or  portion  of  this  Chapter  is  for  any  reason  held  invalid  or 
unconstitutional  by  any  court  or  federal  or  state  agency  or  competent  jurisdiction,  such  portion  shall  be 
deemed  a  separate,  distinct  and  independent  provision  and  such  holding  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of 
the  remaining  portions  hereof

The  Commission  was  called  to  order  at  6:13  PM  by  Chairman  Frank  Lee.  PUBUC^UBRA^Y 

Members  in  attendance:  Commissioners  Evans,  Filice,  Gale,  Jackson,  Krefting,  Murray,  Ratner,  Rosemond, 
Sneed,  Ventresca  and  Wade. 


1«  Announcements: 


Chairman  Lee:  Commissioner  Krefting's  new  supervisor  is  Supervisor  Brown. 

Commissioner  Evans:  Confirmation  will  be  done  by  the  Clerk  this  week.  * 

Chairman  Lee:  An  update  on  the  new  Environmental  Department  will  be  given  by  Commissioner  Sneed  later 
on  during  the  meeting.  -  - 

2.  Public  Outreach/Awareness/Education  Programs: 

Two  speakers,  Cal  Broomhead  of  the  Bureau  of  Energy  Conservation  and  Peter  Tannon  of  the  Bicycle 
Program  presented  information  to  the  Commission  on  their  department's  outreach/awareness/education 
programs.  Prior  to  the  meeting,  the  Commission  asked  them  to  address  the  following  questions: 

•  What  type  of  public  outreach  does  your  department  conduct? 

•  How  is  your  program  funded? 

•  Which  body  reviews  your  program? 

•  How  do  you  reach  typically  hard  to  reach  communities? 

•  How  do  you  measure  success? 

A.  Conmiissioner  Frank  Lee  introduced  Cal  Broomhead  of  the  Bureau  of  Energy  Conservation.  Mr.  Broomhead 
gave  an  overview  of  the  Bureau  of  Energy  Conservation,  explaining  that  it  is  part  of  bodi  Hetch  Hetchy  and  the 
Water  Commission.  He  explained  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  Office  has  two  mandates,  1)  the  capital 
budget  and  2)  the  private  sector.  He  further  explained  that  the  major  focus  of  the  Bureau  is  on  the  capital 
program,  from  which  the  City  makes  money.  The  Bureau  of  Architecture  works  in  conjunction  v^th  the  Bureau 
of  Energy  Conservation;  they  review  building  designs  and  make  them  more  energy  efficient,  generally  improving 
,a  building's  energy  efficiency  25-50%  over  State  codes.  He  also  explained  retrofit  programs  that  include  boiler 
tune-up  projects  and  the  Simplified  Lighting  Program,  where  an  engineering  review  of  larger  facilities  is 
completed  to  determine  levels  of  energy  efficiency. 

Commissioner  Jackson:  What  is  your  connection  with  Hetch  Hetchy?  I  would  like  a  tour  of  Hetch  Hetchy's 
facility.  I  am  sure  other  Commissioners  are  also  interested. 

Cal  Broomhead:  The  Bureau  of  Energy  Conservation  is  part  of  Hetch  Hetchy,  but  we  also  work  with  several 
other  departments.  As  far  as  education  and  outreach,  we  have  an  environmental  booth  that  travels  around  to 
schools  and  local  events  and  festivals.  We  also  have  two  instructional  coordinators  that  teach  teachers  about 
environmental  education.  We  are  also  involved  in  the  Sustainable  San  Francisco  Project,  where  we  have  given 
input  on  areas  of  public  policy  and  supported  energy  issues.  We  have  also  developed  a  policy  to  decrease  the 
use  of  fossil  fuel  for  energy  use.  In  addition,  we  are  working  on  a  new  policy  to  require  City  buildings  to  be 
built  in  accordance  with  sustainable  energy  guidelines. 
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Chairman  Lee:  Are  most  of  the  municipal  buildings  energy  efficient? 

Cal  Broomhead:  Yes.  A  majority  of  the  City  and  County  buildings  are  energy  efficient,  or  are  in  the  process 
of  becoming  more  energy  efficient. 

Chairman  Lee:  Would  the  Bureau  consider  to  advise  the  private  sector  as  a  revenue  generating  program? 

CaJ  Broomhead:  The  private  sector  is  not  as  innovative  as  the  Bureau  of  Energy  Conservation,  mainly  because 
limited  budgets  restrict  programs  such  as  training  seminars. 

Chairman  Lee:  Is  the  private  sector  not  as  innovative  as  the  Bureau  is?  It  is  my  understanding  that  the  federal 
government  has  vast  experience  in  such  areas. 

Cal  Broomhead:  The  private  sector  uses  retrograde  thinking;  they  build  buildings  to  sell  them  for  a  profit,  as 
opposed  to  building  energy  efficient  buildings.  As  a  government  agency,  the  Bureau  of  Energy  Conservation 
could  provide  information  systems  to  the  private  sector.  For  example,  we  could  implement  a  service  where  we 
rate  the  energy  efficiency  of  a  building,  therefore  the  building  buyers  and  tenants  would  then  know  how  energy 
efficient  their  building  is.  —  - 

Commissioner  Ratner:  The  San  Francisco  Airport  is  outside  of  city  boundaries  and  therefore  uses  Hetch 
Hetchy  power,  correct? 

Cal  Broomhead:  Yes.  The  airport  consumes  more  than  one  half  of  the  power  of  San  Francisco;  Hetch  Hetchy 
therefore  makes  money  on  the  inefficiency  of  SFO.  Although,  Hetch  Hetchy  recently  had  a  change  in  policy  in 
which  they  began  working  on  a  lighting  retrofit,  but  I  do  not  have  concrete  information  on  this  policy  change  at 
this  time. 

Commissioner  Ratner:  There  is  also  a  rumor  that  the  new  BART  station  is  not  energy  efficient. 

Cal  Broomhead:  I  have  not  heard  of  such  a  situation.  I  have  heard  that  the  tenants  at  the  airport  may  go  to  an 
independent  power  (private  sector)  service  provider. 

Commissioner  Ratner:  Is  there  a  possibility  of  a  new  sodium  plant  in  the  area?  I  believe  that  that  is  a 
renewable  energy  source  that  does  not  cause  pollution. 

Cal  Broomhead:  It  is  a  fiiel  cell.  There  is  a  plant  near  Santa  Clara,  but  I  have  not  seen  any  economic 
■  information  on  that  facility.-  We  could  have  a  back-up  or  safety  power  supply  plan  in  the  future.  Unfortunately 
this  type  of  consideration  did  not  make  it  into  this  year's  safety  plan.  No  one  has  investigated  wind  programs, 
regarding  their  institutional  structure,  legality,  etc. 

Commissioner  Krefting:  Do  you  only  deal  with  stationary  plans,  or  can  you  work  vnth  the  City's  fleet? 
Commissioner  Evans:  The  CAO  is  interested  in  the  fleet. 

Cal  Broomhead:  Rick  Ruvulo  is  working  on  this  program.  We  are  focusing  on  projects  involving  both  energy 
and  transportation.  Alternative  programs,  such  as  alternative  modes  of  fuel,  are  of  particular  interest. 

Commissioner  Murray:  Regarding  energy  plans,  how  does  deregulation  affect  it? 
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Cal  Broomhead:  Efficiency  is  of  concern  and  deregulation  is  very  important.  The  city  should  organize 
meetings  between  neighborhood  development  groups  to  discuss  such  scenarios.  Deregulation  can  be  viewed  as 
both  an  opportunity  and  a  threat. 

Commissioner  Murray:  The  problem  is  not  knowing  where  the  costs  will  be,  especially  because  of  unknown 
changes  in  policy  and  programming. 

Cal  Broomhead:  This  is  not  a  responsibility  of  our  department,  but  the  City  should  pay  attention  because  big 
changes  are  occurring  in  the  market  now. 

Commissioner  Murray:  Departments  tend  not  to  discuss  how  such  puzzle  pieces  would  might  react  together. 

Cal  Broomhead:  Our  ofiice  has  not  done  extensive  planning  on  what  could  happen  in  such  situations,  but  we 
will  be  discussing  the  legal  implications,  etc. 

Commissioner  Wade:  Who  is  setting  priorities?  Maybe  the  City  should  spend  money  for  better  energy 
efficiency. 

Cal  Broomhead:  Our  funding  comes  from  Hetch  Hetchy  and  we  are  currently  working  to  make  our  programs 
more  efficient.  Our  priorities  come  from  Hetch  Hetchy's  interests. 

Commissioner  Jackson:  Is  the  Bureau  involved  in  the  City's  discussion  to  diversify  PG&E? 
Cal  Broomhead:  No,  Commissioner  Jackson. 

Commissioner  Jackson:  In  such  a  situation,  who  would  take  over  PG&E's  service  points  in  Bayview  Hunter's 
Point?  There  are  so  many  departments  involved  in  this  area,  but  none  of  them  are  communicating.  These 
agencies  and  City  departments  need  to  discuss  these  problems. 

Cal  Broomhead:  I  agree  Commissioner  Jackson.  As  a  representative  of  the  Bureau  of  Energy  Conservation,  I 
can  say  that  my  department  is  not  involved  with  that  proposed  project.  The  energy  technology  in  those  PG&E 
sites  is  too  old,  their  value  is  in  real  estate,  not  in  technology. 

Commissioner  Rosemond:  I  applaud  your  department's  efforts  to  increase  energy  efficiency.  I  met  with  you  in 
regard  to  the  "State  of  the  City  Report"  where  we  discussed  retrofit  projects.  Is  the  Bureau  working  wath  the 
City  in  new  ventures? 

-  Cal  Broomhead:  Our  Design  and  Review  Program  works  on  retrofit  projects. 

Commissioner  Ratner:  Are  we  moving  into  "chillers?" 

Cal  Broomhead:  Chillers  are  air  conditioning  units  that  essentially  run  cold  water  through  pipes,  which  in  turn 
makes  the  air  cold. 

Commissioner  Ratner:  I  have  heard  that  chillers  are  effective,  but  there  may  be  problems  with  Legionnaire's 
Disease.  Are  you  looking  into  this  problem?  I  am  especially  concerned  about  chillers  in  public  schools. 

Cal  Broomhead:  Schools  have  their  own  energy  efficiency  staff.  The  Bureau  does  monitor  levels  of  energy 
efficiency  of  schools  to  some  degree,  but  we  generally  only  offer  technical  support. 
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Commissioner  Ratner:  In  such  a  case,  do  you  write  out  a  work  order? 

Cal  Broomhead:  No,  because  our  work  is  a  free  service  provided  to  the  schools. 

Commissioner  Ratner:  It  is  my  understanding  that  the  four  worst  energy  efficient  buildings  in  San  Francisco 
are  SFO,  San  Francisco  General  Hospital,  the  Hall  of  Justice,  and  the  new  sheriffs'  building.  Will  the 
remodeling  of  City  Hall  be  energy  efficient? 

Cal  Broomhead:  We  just  met  with  staff  from  City  Hall  yesterday  to  discuss  such  an  issue.  The  new  City  Hall 
has  a  good  design  and  should  be  relatively  energy  efficient. 

Commissioner  Ratner:  It  is  my  imderstanding  that  Legionnaire's  Disease  is  caused  by  problems  in  air 
conditioning  duct  systems  and  that  these  problems  are  usually  overlooked  because  maintenance  costs  are  so  high. 

Cal  Broomhead:  Yes,  maintenance  of  ducts  is  expensive,  but  without  proper  maintenance,  one  cannot  provide 
adequate  service. 

Chairman  Lee:  (You)  should  look  into  the  State  of  the  City  Report  that  lists  city  departments  and  their  usage 
rates.    —  ~ 

Commissioner  Ratner:  What  about  the  Moscone  Center?  Could  this  center's  efficiency  be  improved? 

Cal  Broomhead:  We  are  looking  into  the  possibility  of  changing  the  lighting  system  from  its  standard  lighting, 
to  sodium  lights. 

Chairman  Lee:  I  would  like  to  call  the  next  item. 

B.  Chairman  Lee  introduced  Peter  Tannon  of  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Program.  Mr.  Tannon  provided 
informational  handouts  to  the  Commissioners  and  gave  a  brief  overview  of  his  program  in  which  he  explained 
that  their  goals  include  promoting  bicycling  as  a  safe  and  non-polluting  form  of  transportation.  The  City  has  a 
grant  for  $400,000  for  bicycle  and  pedestrian  projects.  The  following  is  a  summation  of  projects  the  Bicycle 
Program  is  working  on: 

Projects  to  Make  Safer  Modes  of  Transportation,  and  to  Reduce  Pollution: 

•  Bike  plan  developed  by  consulting  firm  is  nearing  completion,  expect  adoption 

•  Improved  traffic  signals  for  better  safety 

Bay  Area  Air  Quality  District  is  using  funds  to  promote  secure  bike  rack  locations 

•  Legislative  efforts  to  get  more  bike  lanes  on  streets  (3  or  4  laned  streets  would  allow  for  2  to  3  more  bikes) 

•  Continued  improvements  on  bike  paths 

•  Working  with  Department  of  Public  Works  to  remove  unused  railroad  tracks 

•  Bicycle  parking  required  in  all  City  owned  and  leased  buildings 

•  Department  has  put  meter  monitors  on  bikes 

•  Members  of  the  SFPD  officers  are  bikes 

•  Outlining  network  of  bicycle  routes  through  San  Francisco  for  work,  ease  and  accessibility 

•  Better  signs  on  routes  for  safety  and  ease 
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Commissioner  Wade:  I  thmk  that  this  is  a  wonderful  program.  We  come  from  a  culture  in  which  we  are 
trained  to  worship  our  cars.  I  am  concerned  for  the  safety  of  bicyclists  on  downtown  streets.  Would  it  be 
possible  to  create  streets  in  the  city  that  are  solely  for  the  use  of  pedestrians  and  people  on  bikes? 

Peter  Tannon:  I  think  it  is  possible,  with  strong  public  interest  and  political  support.  In  fact,  there  is  a  small 
section  of  the  city  where  this  has  akeady  been  done.  It  is  located  on  Duboce  Avenue  between  Church  and 
Market  Streets,  and  was  made  possible  because  of  MUNI  construction. 

Commissioner  Ratner:  I  am  aware  of  the  Rt.  80  bus  that  goes  to  Santa  Clara.  What  else  is  being  done  for 
metro  liners? 

Peter  Tannon:  We  are  not  equipped  to  do  that.  But,  we  are  working  with  MUNI  for  racks  for  the  front  of 
buses  from  the  diesel  fleet. 

Commissioner  Ratner:  I  think  we  should  have  sanctions  for  bicyclists;  they  need  to  obey  the  ^aws  of  the  road 
as  well  as  motorists.  Could  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  amend  laws  to  cite  bicyclists? 

Peter  Tannon:  It  is  up  to  the  SFPD  to  enforce  the  motor  vehicle;  bicyclists  share  the  same  responsibilities  of 
the  road  as  motorists  do. 

Commissioner  Evans:  Are  you  working  with  BART  at  all? 

Peter  Tannon:  No,  but  bicyclists  may  bring  their  bikes  on  BART  during  non-commute  hours. 

Commissioner  Murray:  What  problems  could  bike  racks  on  buses  create  and  how  time  consuming  would  it  be 
for  someone  to  lock  a  bicycle  onto  the  front  of  the  bus?  Does  the  driver  become  responsible  for  the  bike?  What 
about  control  of  the  bus,  safety  issues  such  as  the  bikes  falling  off  the  racks,  and  bicycle  thefts? 

Peter  Tannon:  It  takes  approximately  10-15  seconds  to  load  a  bicycle  onto  the  bus  rack  and  therefore  does  not 
really  detain  the  bus  driver  or  passengers.  The  drivers  would  be  trained  to  answer  questions,  but  would  not  be 
asked  to  load  the  bikes  on  the  racks.  Tests  have  been  done  ,  such  as  high  speed  emergency  stops,  to  measure  the 
safety  of  such  bikes  racks  and  have  proven  that  they  are  safe,  sturdy  and  efficient. 

Commissioner  Evans:  Is  the  City  liable  for  the  bikes  in  the  case  of  an  accident? 

Peter  Tannon:  Seattle  has  such  bike  racks  in  place  on  buses.  They  claim  liability  for  damage  done  to  bicycles, 
yet  they  have  found  there  is  a  low  rate  of  claims. 

Commissioner  Ratner:  Could  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  require  bikes  to  have  license  plates? 
Commissioner  Rosemond:  I  also  encourage  licensing  of  bicycles,  especially  because  of  bicycle  theft. 
Commissioner  Krefting:  I  move  to  support  more  bicycles  on  MUNI. 
Several  commissioners  supported  this  move. 

Commissioner  Krefting  read  the  proposed  resolution,  which  was  seconded  by  Commissioners  Ratner  and  Evans. 
Resolution  with  amendment  was  passed.  See  attached  sheet  for  wording  changes. 
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3.  Approval  of  Mav  minutes: 
Minutes  approved  by  majority  vote. 

4.  Update  on  Sustainable  San  Francisco  Project  by  Commissioner  Sneed: 

Presentations  are  continuing  around  San  Francisco;  staff  is  working  with  any  group,  especially  non-English 
speaking  groups,  to  call  attention  to  the  hearings. 

5.  Update  on  New  Environmental  Department  bv  Commissioner  Sneed: 

The  mayor's  budget  has  a  recommendation  for  $117K  for  two  staflF  positions.  The  $600K  proposal  by 
Supervisor  Shelley  is  of  more  interest.  Supervisor  Shelley  has  spoken  with  the  mayor,  stating  his  disappointment 
at  the  lack  of  fimding  for  such  positions.  He  requested  the  Budget  Committee  to  increase  the  amount  back  to 
$600K,  the  Committee  meets  next  week.  There  is  a  public  hearing  on  Jime  22,  1996,  the  same  day  as  the  first 
Sustainable  City  Plan  presentation.  Supervisor  Shelley  is  also  working  with  Margaret  Kisliuk  to  find  other 
sources  to  augment  the  budget. 

Commissioner  Evans:  With  whom  has  the  mayor  spoken?  — 
Commissioner  Sneed:  I  am  unsure. 

Commissioner  Filice:  We  must  be  specific  about  tasks  for  funding.  It  is  most  likely  that  we  will  not  get  money 
from  the  general  fimd.  We  need  a  good  link. 

Commissioner  Rosemond:  What  will  be  the  structure  of  the  new  department?  Will  there  be  a  transfer  of 
employees  to  the  new  department  and  commission? 

Chairman  Lee:  The  charter  recommended  that. 

Commissioner  Sneed:  In  regard  to  "linkage,"  we  could  ask  City  departments  to  look  at  the  State  of  the  City 
Report.  The  Charter  requires  an  audit  of  policies  and  procedures  for  duplicative  services.  By  doing  so,  we  could 
find  duplicated  funds  and  use  them  for  these  new  positions. 

Chairman  Lee:  Could  the  Commission  write  a  new  proposal  by  July? 

Commissioner  Sneed:  Our  outline  would  need  to  be  very  specific.

The  Hearings 

Hearings  got  underway  last 
weekend  with  a  good  turnout  of 
around  100  people  in  the  course  of 
the  Saturday  afternoon  session. 
Mayor  Brown  was  at  the  National 
Conference  of  Mayors  meeting  In 
Colorado,  but  his  chief  of  staff, 
Emilfo  Cruz  made  remarks  along 
with  President  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  Kevin  Shelley. 

Supervisor  Shelley  announced  at 
Saturday's  meeting  that  the 
problems  with  the  Environmental 
Department's  budget  had  been 
ironed  out,  and  that  it  would  be 
funded  at  the  full  $600,000  he  had 
\  requested.  (For  those  not  familiar 
with  this  Issue,  the  mayor's  budget 
released  at  the  beginning  of  June 
unaccountably  had  only  a  little 
over  $100,000  budgeted  for  this 
new  agency.)  This  statement  has 
been  bome  out  by  later  events: 
yesterday  the  Board's  budget 
committee  voted  to  fund  the 
department  at  the  higher  level 
requested. 

Handling  the  Comments 

Public  comments  at  the  hearings 
are  recorded  on  flip-charts  by 
volunteers.  Written  comments  will 
be  accepted  through  the  end  of 
July,  and  should  be  sent  to  the 
Sustainable  San  Francisco  office 
at  1155  Ellis  Street.  During  the 
first  few  weeks  of  August,  other 
volunteers  will  make  up  "executive 
summaries'  for  each  topic  group 
that  summarize  ail  the  comments. 


These  will  be  mailed  to  participants 
about  two  weeks  before  their  final 
meetings,  in  early  September. 

Letters  acknowledging  receipt  of 
the  comments  and  outlining  the 
time-frame  for  finalizing  the  plan 
are  being  sent  to  those  who  write 
in. 

Public  Outreach 

The  plan  draft  was  sent 
immediately  to  500  recipients: 
yourselves;  the  mayor  (and  some 
of  his  staff);  the  supervisors;  ail 
participants,  facilitators,  recorders, 
and  coordinators  of  the  City  Circle 
drafting  groups;  department  heads 
and  commission  presidents  of 
agencies  whose  functions  are 
addressed  in  the  plan  (Including 
City  Planning);  and  people  who 
had  requested  copies  in  advance. 

Media 

In  March,  press  releases  were  sent 
to  about  50  newspapers  and  local 
newsletters.  In  April,  we  made 
contact  with  environmental  writers 
at  the  Chronicle,  Examiner, 
Independent,  SF  Weekly,  and  Bay 
Guardian  to  encourage  stories.  In 
May,  an  updated  press  release  was 
sent  for  June  newsletters  and 
considerable  follow-up  was  done 
with  the  environmental  writers. 
Hearing  notices  were  sent  to  the 
Independent,  Chron/Examiner,  Bay 
Guardian  calendars. 

Special  articles  were  written  for  the 
Sienra  Club  Yodeler,  the  San 
Francisco    Tomorrow  newsletter, 


and  Recycle  Today  (the  Sanitary 
Fill  newsletter  that  goes  out  with 
garbage  bills).  PSAs  were  sent  for 
broadcast  in  mid-June. 

Faxes  were  sent  to  all  the  active 
environmental  gcDUps  in  San 
Francisco  a  week  before  the 
hearings.  announcing  the 
availability  of  the  plan  and  inviting 
their  participation  in  the  hearings.  _ 

Radio  contacts  resulted  in 
appearances  on  the  Jerry  Brown 
We  the  People  show  and  KQED's 
Forum. 

Distribution  of  Hearing 
Announcements 

Announcements  of  the  hearings 
were  translated  into  Chinese  and 
Spanish  and  were  broadly 
distributed  throughout  town. 
English-language  announcements 
were  provided,  along  with  Plexiglas 
notice-holders,  to  ail  the  library 
branches.  Fonmer  supervisor 
Willie  Kennedy  has  distributed  a 
supply  of  hearing  flyers  in  the 
Bayview  district. 

Presentations  to  Community 
Groups 

Beryl  Magilavy,  Janet  Jacobs, 
Kevin  Fox  and  Lisa  Gallina  have 
been  speaking  at  neighborhood 
and  political  club  meetings  since 
May.  Groups  include  Hayes  Valley 
Neighbors,  HANC.  Duboce 
Triangle,  Glen  Park,  Harvey  Milk 
Club,  Friends  of  Noe  Valley,  Asian 
Pacific  Democratic  Club,  and 
others.      FranK  Lee   has  done 
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considerable  outreach  to  the 
Chinatown  associations,  and  has 
txioked  four  presentations  over  the 
summer. 

Walk-by  Display 

A  display  featuring  sustainability 
has  been  designed  and  built  by 
volunteers.  Volunteers  take  it  out 
to  areas  of  the  city  with  good  foot 
traffic  and  give  passers-by 
information  on  the  plan  tell  them 
how  they  can  make  comments. 
The  display  has  been  to  two 
farmers'  markets  and  out  on  24th 
Street.  We  are  actively  recruiting 
additional  volunteers  to  do  this 
public  outreach. 


Finalizing  the  Plan 

At  final  meetings  in  early 
September,  the  City  Circle 
participants  will: 

•  Incorporate  those  of  the  public 
comments  they  feel  are 
appropriate. 

•  Wake  a  recommendation  for 
some  priorities  for  Imple- 
mentation of  the  plan. 

•  Make  any  other  changes  they 
think  will  improve  their 
sections. 


Commission  Approval 

After  the  plan  has  been  finalized  by 
the  community  representatives  that 
have  produced  it,  a  couple  of 
weeks  will  be  required  for  final 
editing  and  production,  and  it  is 
planned  to  refer  it  to  the 
Commission  on  San  Francisco's 
Environment's  consideration  at  its 
October  meeting. 

Since  most  commissioners  have 
been  intimately  Involved  In  the 


drafting  of  the  plan  as  part  of  the 
overarching  Sustainable  San 
Francisco  effort,  ft  Is  hoped  that 
the  Commission  will  not  need  more 
than  one  meeting  to  endorse  the 
plan  and  forward  it  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  consideration. 

Pertiaps  the  most  useful  way  for 
the  Board  to  adopt  the  plan  (since 
many  of  the  actions  in  it  will  take 
additional  work  to  make  Ihem  more 
detailed  and  achievable)  may  be  to 

1.  Adopt  sustainability  as  a 
fundamental  goal  of  the  City  of 
San  Francisco,  and 

2.  Adopt  the  objectives  for  the 
year  2001  as  policy  objectives 
for  the  city. 

There  will  probably  have  to  be  a 
more  extensive  process  of 
hearings  and  findings  at  the  Board 
level,  which  is  one  reason  that  it  Is 
hoped  that  deliberations  at  the 
Commission  level  will  not  take  too 
long. 

Some  Details  on  the 
Plan  Structure 

There  were  a  couple  of  clarifying 
comments  inadvertently  left  out  of 
the  introduction: 

Numbering  System 

You  will  have  noted  that  the 
numbering  systems  are  different  in 
the  various  plan  sections.  The 
numbering  reflects  the  logic 
stnjcture  in  each  section,  which  is 
not  uniform  across  topics. 

The  logical  structure  arose  from 
the  different  ways  the  groups 
addressed  the  problem  t>efore 
them.  Some  groups  felt  that  since 
there  were  so  many  crossing 
effects  between  columns  (one 
action  might  apply  to  more  than 


one  goal  and  more  than  one 
objective;  some  objectives  are 
addressed  by  more  than  one 
action)  the  most  effective  approach 
would  be  to  keep  the  columns 
separate.  Other  groups  were  more 
linear  in  the  way  they  addressed 
the  problems,  started  at  a 
particular  goal,  and  marched 
straight  across. 

The  result  isnt  uniform,  but  reflects 
the  fact  that  this  plan  was  drafted 
by  a  broad  cross-section  of  the 
community.  The  tack  of  uniformity 
between  sections  has  no 
detrimental  effect  on  the  clarity  of 
any  individual  section. 

Baselines  for  the  Indicators 

Since  these  particular  Indicators 
are  have  yet  to  be  adopted  as 
those  the  City  will  actually  use,  it 
seemed  inappropriate  (and  we 
dldnt  have  the  person-power, 
anyway)  to  do  the  research  to 
determine  the  baselines  at  this 
point.  Filling  out  this  section  is 
meant  to  be  left  until  the  plan  is 
adopted  by  the  Board. 

Cross  References 

Because  of  the  nature  of 
sustainability  (which  has  a  high 
degree  of  relatedness  from  one 
topic  area  to  another)  and  our  wish 
to  avoid  stating  objectives  and 
actions  again  and  again  in  every 
topic,  particular  issues  are 
sometimes  difficult  to  find.  (For 
instance,  the  action  to  establish  a 
"green  building"  program  is  in  the 
Solid  Waste  -section;  not  where 
most  people  might  look  for  it.  That 
happens  to  be  the  group  that  came 
up  with  it.)  We  intend  to  index  the 
plan,  but  t>ecause  of  the  amount  of 
work  involved,  do  not  mean  to  do 
this  until  the  sustainability  plan  has 
been  finalized.

Duplicating  the  Regular  Meeting  Action  Agenda  of  the  Regular  Meeting 
Of  March  11,  1997,  for  which  Insufficient  Public  Notice  was  Given 


A  special  meeting  of  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  was  held  at  401  Van  Ness 
Avenue,  Room  207,  on  March  24,  1997.  This  meeting  duplicated  the  action  agenda  of  the 
regular  meeting  of  the  Commission  held  on  March  1 1,  1997,  for  which  notice  was  not  sent 
to  the  public.  Present  were  Commissioners  Eng,  Evans,  Krefting  and  Richardson. 

Steven  Krefting,  Vice  President  of  the  Commission,  chairing  the  meeting  in  the  absence  of 
Francesca  Victor,  President,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  6:00  p.m. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Evans,  the  Commission  unanimously  approved  the  following 
modification  to  the  Commission's  mission  statement: 

The  mission  of  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  is  to  develop  policies, 
goals,  objectives,  plans,  practices  and  programs  for  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  in  San  Francisco,  and  to  work  in  collaboration  with  other 
agencies  of  the  City,  to  promote  San  Francisco's  long-term  environmental 
sustainability.  A  sustainable  society  is  a  democratic,  socially  just  society 
that  meets  the  needs  of  the  present  without  sacrificing  the  ability  of  future 
generations  to  meet  their  ovv^n  needs.  Environmental  sustainability  depends 
upon  a  democratic,  socially  just  society  that  meets  the  needs  of  both 
present  and  fiiture  generations  while  respecting  the  integrity  of  the  natural 
world  of  which  such  society  is  a  part. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Richardson,  the  Commission  unanimously  approved  the 
project  plan  for  the  remainder  of  fiscal  year  1996/7  and  1997/8  dated  March  12,  1997, 
which  had  been  distributed  by  mail  to  commissioners.  Comrhissioner  Richardson  stated 
that  she  had  not  received  a  copy  of  the  project  plan.  The  plan  is  attached  to  and  made  a 
part  of  these  minutes. 

On  motion  by  Commissioner  Evans,  the  Commission  unanimously  approved  the  revised 
budget  for  the  remainder  of  fiscal  year  1996/7  and  1997/8  dated  March  20,  1997,  which 
had  been  distributed  by  mail  and  e-mail  to  commissioners,  with  the  caveat  that  the  revision 
in  the  director's  salary  is  contingent  upon  approval  by  the  mayor's  office.  The  budgets  are 
attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  these  minutes.

There  was  no  public  comment  on  matters  appearing  or  not  appearing  on  the  agenda. 
The  following  new  business  was  stated: 

•  Commissioner  Evans  noted  that  the  press  had  carried  articles  on  owls  being  introduced 
into  Golden  Gate  Park  as  part  of  the  Recreation  &  Park  Department's  integrated  pest 
management  plan; 

Commissioner  Eng  reviewed  environmental  outreach  efforts  being  carried  out  by 
various  community  organizations  in  Chinatown,  and  noted  that  the  lessons  learned 
from  this  outreach  will  be  documented  and  should  be  sent  to  all  appropriate  agencies; 

.    Commissioner  Richardson  suggested  that  staff  take  a  look  at  the  recommendations 
mentioned  by  Commissioner  Eng  and  adopt  them  as  part  of  the  Department's 
outreach; 

•  Director  Magilavy  reviewed  progress  on  a)  revisions  to  the  Pesticide  Ordinance  and 
work  to  get  the  new  program  funded  by  various  city  agencies;  b)  recruiting  for  the  two 
currently  open  department  position;  c)  the  effort  to  have  the  Board  approve  the 
sustainability  plan;  and  d)  presentations  by  Martha  Walters  and  Wally  McGuire  slated 
for  the  next  meeting. 

•  Vice  President  Krefting  noted  that  the  City  Attorney's  office  had  sent  a  letter 
reminding  Commissioners  that  financial  statements  (Form  700)  were  due  on  April  1  st, 
and  asked  the  director  for  the  forms.  The  director  said  they  would  be  sent  to 
Commissioners  as  soon  as  possible. 

•  Commissioner  Eng  gave  an  overview  of  a  Eugene,  Oregon  conference  she  and 
Commissioner  Richardson  attended.  It  was  one  of  the  largest  public  environmental 
law  conferences  in  the  world,  with  speakers  from  24  countries. 

Commissioner  Richardson  expressed  concern  about  the  lack  of  Department  of  the 
Environment  representation  at  various  national  and  international  conferences  on 
sustainability.  She  stated  that  others  were  moving  ahead  at  full  steam,  but  that  San 
Francisco  is  shortchanging  itself  by  not  being  there. 

Commissioner  Evans  suggested  that  it  is  important  to  know  when  the  conferences  will 
be,  so  that  if  no  one  from  the  Department  can  attend,  perhaps  there  may  be  others 
from  San  Francisco  attending  with  whom  information  can  be  shared. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  7:00.

Budget  and  Program  Descriptions 
Remainder  of  FY  1996/7  and  FY  1997/8 


The  Department  of  the  Environment  was  formed  by  passage  of  the  new  San  Francisco 
City  Charter  in  the  election  of  November,  1995,  which  went  into  effect  July  1,  1996.  Six 
of  the  seven  members  of  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  were  appointed  and  that 
body  began  meeting  in  October,  1996.  The  Department's  Director  was  appointed  in 
January,  1997.  The  full  complement  of  seven  commissioners  have  now  been  appointed. 
This  document  describes  the  inaugural  environmental  programs  that  have  been  chosen  by 
the  Commission  to  fiilfill  its  Charter  mandate: 

Sec.  4118.  COMMISSION  ON  THE  ENVIRONMENT 

The  Commission  on  the  Environment  shall  consist  of  seven  members  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  pursuant  to  Section  3. 100,  for  four-year  terms.  Members  may  be  removed  by  the  Mayor. 

The  Department  of  the  Environment  shall  regularly  produce  an  assessment  of  San 
Francisco's  environmental  condition.  It  shall  also  produce  and  regularly  update  plans  for  the 
long-term  environmental  sustainability  of  San  Francisco. 

Pursuant  to  the  policies  and  directives  set  by  the  Commission,  and  under  the  supervision 
and  direction  of  the  department  head,  the  Department  shall  manage  the  enviromnental  programs, 
duties  and  functions  assigned  to  it  pursuant  to  Section  4. 128  [Executive  Branch  Reorganization] 
or  by  ordinance. 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  review  and  make  recommendations  on  any 
policy  proposed  for  adoption  by  any  City  agency  regarding  conformity  with  the  long-term  plans 
for  environmental  sustainability,  except  for  those  regarding  building  and  land  use. 

The  Commission  may  investigate  and  make  recommendations  to  all  City  agencies 
related  to  operations  and  functions,  such  as:

The  Commission  shall  conduct  public  education  and  outreach  to  the  community  on 
envirorunental  issues,  including,  but  not  limited  to  each  of  the  categories  listed  above. 
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The  Commission  has  divided  the  work  necessary  to  carry  out  this  mandate  into  four 
functional  areas: 

1.  Environmental  Information, 

2.  Sustainability  Plan  Implementation  and  Compliance  with  Local 
Environmental  Regulations, 

3.  Public  Information  and  Outreach,  and 

4.  Oversight  of  the  Integrated  Pest  Management  Program  (a  function  assigned  to 
it  by  ordinance).

Detail 

The  Department  of  the  Environment  was  formed  to  do  planning,  inter-agency 
coordination,  public  outreach  and  new  program  work  to  enhance  San  Francisco's  long- 
term  environmental  sustainability.  In  order  to  make  effective  long-term  policy  decisions, 
to  assess  the  effectiveness  of  programs;  and  to  determine  whether  public  information 
programs  in  a  range  of  environmental  areas  are  effective  in  changing  local  human  impact 
on  the  environment,  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  solid  base  of  accessible  data  on  local 
conditions.  In  order  to  motivate  people  to  change  destructive  environmental  habits,  it  is 
necessary  to  communicate  this  information  to  the  public. 

The  Commission  on  the  Environment  has  elected  to  initially  address  the  environmental 
information  mandates  of  the  Charter  through  a  five-pronged  approach: 

1 .  Conduct  research  for  and  update  the  Environmental  State  of  the  City  Report, 

2.  Research  baseline  and  ongoing  trends  for  sustainability  indicators, 
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3 .  Provide  access  for  all  city  agencies,  elected  officials,  and  the  public  to  an  on-line, 
database  of  environmental  policy  and  practice  information, 

4.  Sponsor  a  Web-site  of  local  environmental  information  to  serve  the  general  public,  and 

5.  Sponsor  the  opening  of  a  county  office  of  U.C.  Cooperative  Extension  Service. 

The  Environmental  State  of  the  City  Report 

Although  it  is  a  new  agency,  the  Department  of  the  Environment  has  the  benefit  of 
building  on  the  work  of  its  predecessor  advisory  body,  the  Commission  on  San 
Francisco's  Environment,  and  the  work  of  the  community  collaboration  Sustainable  San 
Francisco.  The  Commission  on  the  Environment  has  adopted  The  Sustainability  Plan  for 
the  City  of  San  Francisco  (as  issued  in  December,  1996)  as  the  sustainability  plan  called 
for  in  the  Charter. 

The  Department  has  inherited  from  the  Commission  on  San  Francisco's  Environment  one 
model  of  an  overall  assessment  of  San  Francisco's  environmental  condition.  The 
Environmental  State  of  the  City  Report,  published  in  1994.  It  is  now  out  of  print.  This 
report  is  due  for  an  update  immediately,  and  should  be  updated  every  three  years.  Its 
scope  should  be  expanded  to  mirror  the  1 5  topic  areas  addressed  in  the  Sustainability 
Plan:

Also  included  in  future  versions  of  the  State  of  the  City  report  will  be  the  sustainability 
indicators  described  in  the  Sustainability  Plan.  Indicators-measuring  is  gaining  broad 
international  acceptance  as  a  crucial  tool  for  giving  the  community  and  its  elected 
representatives  the  right  kind  of  information  to  support  sensible  community  planning 
decisions. 

The  sustainability  indicators,  sampled  at  least  annually  and  published  on  a  annual  basis, 
will  give  a  bird's-eye  view  of  whether  San  Francisco  is  moving  toward  or  away  from  a 
sustainable  future.  Naturally,  none  of  the  covered  topics  are  adequately  assessed  by  the 
few  listed  indicators,  but  these  ongoing  measures  are  meant  to  give  an  overall  indication  of 
whether  the  City  is  moving  in  the  right  direction,  and  provide  a  way  of  measuring 
significant  trends  without  entailing  major  new  expense  for  data-collection. 

The  indicators  were  designed  to  be  numerical  measurements  that: 

•  Are  obvious  in  what  is  being  measured, 

•  Can  be  found  at  low  cost  given  the  current  information-gathering  machinery, 

•  Clearly  indicate  a  trend  toward  or  away  from  sustainability, 

•  Are  understandable  to  everyone  and  easily  presented  in  the  media. 

Research  on  baselines  for  the  some  of  the  sustainability  indicators  set  out  in  the 
Sustainability  Plan  for  the  City  of  San  Francisco  is  currently  being  done  by  a  group  of 
volunteers  from  San  Francisco  State  University.  Staff  will  continue  the  research  until 
baselines  are  collected  for  all  indicators,  working  with  volunteers  and  interns  when  these 
can  be  recruited. 

The  set  of  indicators  suggested  by  the  community-members  who  drafted  the  sustainability 
plan  may  be  modified  to  reflect  findings  that  particular  measurements  are  not  readily 
available,  and  will  be  refined  to  show,  as  much  as  possible,  data  at  the  neighborhood  level 
as  well  as  citywide. 

Staff  will  then  set  up  a  system  for  tracking  the  sustainability  indicators  on  an  ongoing 
basis.  Following  are  a  few  indicators,  as  an  example.  (An  upward-pointing  arrow 
indicates  that  the  measurement  should  rise  if  the  City  is  moving  in  the  right  direction;  a 
downward-pointing  arrow  indicates  that  the  measurement  should  fall.)

On-Line  Database  of  Information  on  Environmental  Policy  and  Practice 
For  City  Agencies  and  Elected  Officials 

One  of  the  most  effective  ways  to  disseminate  a  broad  range  of  detailed  environmental 
information  for  City  policy-makers  and  practitioners  is  through  the  Internet.  An  increasing 
number  of  City  agencies  have  Net  access,  on-line  information  can  be  quickly  updated,  and 
on-line  information  is  the  only  realistic  way  to  have  access  to  information  on  the  policies 
and  programs  of  other  cities  (thus  saving  San  Francisco's  "reinventing  the  wheel").  The 
primary  deterrent  to  starting  a  new  Internet  program,  however,  is  the  time  and  expense  of 
developing  the  software. 

Several  City  environmental  agencies  (San  Francisco  Recycling  Program,  Hazardous 
Materials  Program,  Bureau  of  Energy  Conservation  and  Water  Department)  have  been 
participating  over  the  last  two  years  in  the  development  of  innovative  interactive  database 
called  Global  Cities  On-line,  a  project  of  the  Environmental  Policy  Center.  Global  Cities 
On-line  provides  the  following  services: 

•    An  Internet  "home  page"  designed  and  tailored  especially  for  use  by  the  City  of  San 
Francisco  and  each  individual  department; 

A  comprehensive  inventory  of  each  department's  environmental  programs  and  policies 
displayed  on-line; 
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•  Access  to  Global  Cities  Olin's  national  inventory  of  thousands  of  environmental 
programs  from  cities  and  towns  across  the  United  States; 

•  The  ability  to  search  for  information  in  many  ways,  including  by  topic,  city,  strategy,  ■ 
target  audience,  case  study,  ordinance,  equipment,  organization,  on-line  resource,  key 
word,  and  by  comparing  San  Francisco's  programs  to  those  of  other  cities  on  a  matrix; 

•  Ongoing  research  and  data  compilation  by  Global  Cities'  staff  to  continually  track  the 
progress  of  a  department's  programs  and  policies.  The  Global  Cities  staff  work  with 
the  department  to  develop  the  criteria  that  are  useful  measures  of  the  program's 
progress;  and 

•  Internet  information  organized  for  easy  use — San  Francisco's  home  page  will  include 
links  to  the  information  most  used  by  city  staff,  and  specifically,  by  the  department. 

The  availability  of  this  operating  interactive  database  resource  is  a  tremendous  asset  to  the 
collection  and  dissemination  of  environmental  information  and  policy  guidance  for  all  of 
the  City  of  San  Francisco's  agencies  and  elected  officials.  Participation  in  this  program 
avoids  the  following  potential  problems:  1)  time-consuming,  expensive,  independent 
development  of  a  system  that  may  never  work  to  satisfaction,  2)  the  need  to  hire,  train, 
and  retain  research  and  data-entry  staff,  3)  the  necessity  of  retaining  expensive  technical 
support  staff  to  deal  with  the  system's  operational  problems.  This  system  exists,  it  works, 
it  already  contains  a  wealth  of  data  from  other  cities,  and  it  is  continually  updated  by 
Global  Cities'  staff. 

While  the  developers  of  Global  Cities  On-line  have  so  far  dealt  with  participating 
departments  one  by  one,  the  potential  city-wide  nature  of  the  services  provided  make  it 
preferable  to  have  a  central  point  of  contact  for  the  City  of  San  Francisco:  the 
Department  of  the  Environment.  The  existing  configuration  of  the  database  can  be 
modified  to  include  the  detailed  information  needed  to  manage  the  City's  Integrated  Pest 
Management  Program,  and  all  information  in  the  database  can  be  made  available  to  every 
City  agency  and  elected  official  with  access  to  the  Internet. 

Cost:  $25,000  per  year  for  citywide  database  development  through  FY  1998.  (Less 
thereafter;  development  will  be  complete.)   1997/8  funding  secured  $10,000  from  Solid 
Waste  Management;  with  $10,000  likely  from  PUC.  $5,000  from  Department  of  the 
Environment  for  its  sustainability  data. 

Participating  departments  with  recorded  information  will  include  all  environment-related 
departments.  Individual  departments  will  continue  to  fund  costs  from  their  own  budgets. 
(See  IPM  Program  description  for  development  costs  for  that  new  feature.)  The 
Department  of  the  Environment  would  participate  in  the  database  with  State  of  the  City 
and  sustainability  planning  information,  and  would  provide  the  services  of  1)  providing 
departments  and  elected  officials  with  information  on  the  database  and  facilitating  their 
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participation,  2)  consulting  with  Global  Cities  Project  staff  on  database  expansion  and 
problems,  3)  reviewing  all  departments'  contributions  to  the  San  Francisco  information 
site  for  accuracy,  and  4)  centralizing  payments  to  Global  Cities  Project. 

Web-site  of  Local  Environmental  Information  to  Serve  the  General  Public 

Working  closely  with  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  Wallace  Stegner  Environmental 
Center,  Management  Information  Systems,  and  the  Citysearch  webmasters,  the 
Department  of  the  Environment  will  create  an  interactive  computer  environment  from 
which  the  public  can  obtain  information  on  a  wide  range  of  local  environmental  issues. 
The  planned  Environmental  Information  Center  will  house  terminals  from  which  members 
of  the  public  who  might  not  otherwise  have  access  to  the  database  will  be  able  to  log  on 
and  get  information  on  environmental  review  and  other  planning  documents,  reducing 
chemical  use  in  domestic  and  commercial  settings,  volunteer  and  employment 
opportunities,  and  other  environment-related  issues. 

Cost:  $10,000  Services  of  other  departments  (MIS) 

Environmental  information  such  as  that  made  available  through  the  Web-site  will  be  made 
available  to  the  public  in  print  or  other  communication  media. 

County  Office  of  U.C.  Cooperative  Extension  Service 

The  University  of  California  Cooperative  Extension  Service  is  the  California  division  of  a 
100-year-old  federal  program  that  provides  technical  assistance  to  localities  on: 

Environmental  horticulture  and  agriculture, 

•    Marine  science,  and 

Nutrition. 

The  Cooperative  Extension  Service  is  funded  by  the  State  of  California  and  the  Federal 
Government,  v/ith  a  small  funding  contribution  from  counties  in  which  it  operates.  The 
Service  has  an  office  in  nearly  every  county  in  the  United  States  except  San  Francisco. 
This  omission  may  be  a  reflection  of  the  Cooperative  Extension  Service's  traditional  focus 
on  agriculture,  but  in  recent  decades  its  work  has  broadened  considerably  toward  urban 
issues.  The  San  Mateo  County  Cooperative  Extension  Service  currently  sponsors  several 
nutrition  and  seniors  programs  in  San  Francisco,  and  has  provided  training  for  the  San 
Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department.  However,  lack  of  a  local  office  has  greatly 
limited  their  ability  to  serve  as  an  information  resource  for  the  general  public  in  San 
Francisco. 
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City  government  also  needs  increased  technical  assistance.  For  instance,  the  tree  disease,  pitch 
canker,  has  spread  north  as  far  as  San  Bruno,  and  threatens  the  large  stands  of  Monterey  pines 
in  San  Francisco's  parks  and  open  spaces;  the  City  currently  has  no  strategy  for  containing  or 
combating  it.  (Indeed,  trees  are  not  managed  on  a  citywide  basis  in  San  Francisco.)  There  are 
an  estimated  $1  million  in  tree  problems  in  the  City,  including  tree  failures  and  roots  that 
damage  built  infrastructure;  the  Cooperative  Extension  can  help  solve  these  problems. 

The  Cooperative  Extension  provides  technical  assistance  (storage,  pest  management,  disease 
control)  to  important  parts  of  the  commercial  sector:  the  flower  market,  greengrocers,  and 
nurseries.  It  can  provide  a  technical  resource  on  less-toxic  pest  and  disease  control  to  the 
growing  number  of  home  gardeners  in  the  City,  and  provide  expertise  to  agencies  and 
members  of  the  public  concerned  about  the  health  of  the  Bay  and  ocean.  It  has  food-safety 
and  nutrition  programs  geared  to  non-English-speaking  populations  as  well  as  to  English- 
speakers.  With  immediate  access  to  the  resources  of  the  entire  University  of  California 
system,  including  the  U.C.  Davis  Integrated  Pest  Management  Program,  the  U.C. 
Cooperative  Extension  Service  will  provide  needed  expert  assistance  to  the  City  as  it  copes 
with  the  challenges  posed  by  its  new  pesticide  reduction  legislation. 

Cooperative  Extension  currently  has  two  formal  ties  with  San  Francisco:  1)  services 
provided  through  the  federally  funded  EFNEP  and  Food  Stamp  programs,  and  2) 
horticuhural  training  classes  provided  for  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  staff 
Cooperative  Extension  notes  that  these  programs  will  continue  as  long  as  funding  sources 
exist.  In  addition  to  these  formal  ties,  however,  the  San  Mateo  County  office  have  for 
many  years  provided  assistance  on  an  informal  basis.  San  Mateo  County-based  advisors  in 
agriculture,  horticulture,  marine  sciences,  home  economics,  and  youth  development  have 
all  responded  to  requests  from  San  Francisco  for  technical  assistance,  both  over  the  phone 
and  in  the  field.  This  assistance  has  been  provided  on  a  "good  neighbor"  basis  and  as  time 
allowed.  With  increasing  demands  on  advisor  time  and  diminishing  budgets,  however, 
these  informal  services  are  becoming  more  difficult  to  justify  and  may  (at  some  point)  need 
to  be  discontinued.  Opening  of  an  Cooperative  Extension  office  in  San  Francisco  would 
provide  greatly  enhanced  access  to  technical  assistance  and  training  at  a  very  small  cost  to 
the  City  and  County. 

The  following  represents  the  U.C.  Cooperative  Extension  Service's  request  for  local 
funding  to  open  a  San  Francisco  office.  The  cost  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
is  less  than  one-third  of  the  cost  of  the  program.  Technical  staff  and  other  expenses  are 
paid  for  by  the  State  of  California  and  the  federal  government.

Detail 

One  of  the  primary  functions  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  is  to  ensure  that 
environmental  policies  are  followed  and  to  enlist  the  cooperation  of  all  agencies  in  the 
implementation  of  environmental  programs.  In  order  to  achieve  these  ends,  the 
Commission  has  directed  that  the  Department  of  the  Environment: 

1 .  Present  information  to  and  seek  endorsement  for  the  sustainability  plan  from  all 
relevant  city  commissions; 

2.  Review  environmental  legislation  now  in  place  and  advise  agencies  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  if  it  is  not  being  implemented; 

3.  Review  and  propose  recommendations  on  other  City  agencies'  operations,  functions, 
and  proposed  policies  as  directed  by  the  Commission; 
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4.  Begin  to  further  adoption  and  implementation  of  specific  recommendations  in  the 
sustainability  plan. 

During  this  funding  period,  the  Department  has  been  requested  to  move  forward  on  a 
Green  Building  program  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  to  increase  the 
designation  of  brownfields  for  cleanup  and  development.  Other  specific  projects  are 
expected  to  be  implemented  upon  receipt  of  funding  from  outside  institutions. 

5.  Perform  a  study  of  the  missions,  activities  and  internal  organization  of  other  city 
environmental  agencies  as  support  for  the  Commission's  recommendation  to  the 
Board  and  Mayor's  office  regarding  what,  if  any,  existing  City  agencies  should  be 
moved  under  the  Commission's  purview. 

Sustainability  Plan  Endorsement 

The  Sustainability  Plan  for  the  City  of  San  Francisco  was  completed  in  draft  form  in 
October,  1996.  Before  presenting  it  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  adoption,  the 
Commission  has  determined  that  it  should  be  presented  to  each  of  the  commissions 
responsible  for  implementation  of  the  various  topics  covered  in  the  plan.  These 
commissions  are  the  Health  Commission,  the  Parking  and  Traffic  Commission,  the 
Planning  Commission,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission,  the  Redevelopment  Commission,  and  the  Transportation  Commission.  A 
working  relationship  also  should  be  established  with  the  Directors  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  the  Solid  Waste  Management  Program,  the  Purchaser,  and  the 
Controller.  When  these  presentations  have  been  completed,  and  with  the  anticipated 
cooperation  of  these  agencies,  the  plan  will  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
These  presentations  will  be  made  largely  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  and  by 
Commissioners,  with  support  from  an  Implementation  staffperson. 

Review  environmental  legislation 

It  is  known  that  The  City  of  San  Francisco  has  several,  if  not  many,  resolutions  and 
ordinances  on  its  books  relative  to  environmental  issues  that  are  unenforced  or  that  set 
goals  that  are  not  being  pursued.  Examples  include  the  Resource  Conservation  ordinance 
of  1992  that  mandates  a  reduction  in  materials  use  by  city  departments,  including  universal 
double-sided  copying;  the  resolution  mandating  a  reduction  of  greenhouse-gas  emissions 
by  the  year  2000  of  10%;  and  the  Commercial  Energy  Conservation  Ordinance.  Work 
will  be  done  over  the  budget  period  to  make  a  comprehensive  assessment  of  the 
environmental  resolutions  and  laws  now  on  the  books  and  their  impact.  Staff  will  work 
with  the  Commission  to  propose  remedies  for  shortcomings  in  implementation  of  existing 
ordinances,  or  propose  modifications  in  existing  legislation  to  make  them  more  effective. 
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Review  and  propose  recommendations  on  other  City  agencies'  operations,  functions, 
and  proposed  policies 

The  Department  of  the  Environment  will  support  the  Commission's  review  fiinction  by 
reporting  on  operations,  functions  and  proposed  policies  as  directed  by  the  Commission. 
This  differs  from  the  general  review  work  of  the  Environmental  Information  function  in 
that  it  entails  more  detailed  investigation  into  specific  issues  of  concern  to  the 
Commission. 

Adoption  and  implementation  of  specific  recommendations  in  the  sustainability  plan 

One  of  the  areas  which  the  Department  of  the  Environment  was  created  to  address  is 
multi-agency  programs  that  up  until  now  have  been  difficult  to  administer  because  of  lack 
of  coordination  between  sectors  such  as  recycling,  energy  conservation,  and  water 
conservation.   Other  cities  with  more  centralized  governmental  structures  have  passed 
San  Francisco  in  building  programs  that  deal  holistically  with  a  range  of  environmental 
issues.  For  instance,  Thomas  Jefferson  Planning  District  in  Virginia  has  recently 
completed  a  high  school  incorporating  a  wide  range  of  green  building  techniques.  Austin, 
Texas  has  a  national-award  winning  program  that  addresses  a  range  of  conservation  issues 
in  new  construction.  These  issues  include  such  issues  as  the  insulation  value  of  walls  and 
windows,  use  of  materials  with  low  levels  of  out-gassing,  use  of  landscaping  with  low 
water  requirements,  and  the  like. 

Green  Building  Program 

San  Francisco's  Bureau  of  Energy  Conservation  has  initiated  a  similar  program  for 
a  pilot  municipal  building  in  the  City,  focused  primarily  on  energy- conservation 
issues.  Supervisor  Susan  Leal  has  expressed  interest  in  legislation  that  would 
broaden  San  Francisco's  efforts  to  include  the  recycling  of  construction  debris  and 
facilities  for  building-tenant  recycling,  appropriate  materials  (such  as  materials  that 
add  as  little  as  possible  to  indoor  air  pollution),  energy  conservation  and  water 
conservation. 

The  effort  to  bring  green  building  practices  to  municipal,  and  eventually  private- 
sector  buildings  is  in  its  infancy.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  to  assist  elected  officials  and  other  City  agencies  by: 

•  Convening  expert  groups  to  advise  on  program  structure  and  content; 

•  Working  with  various  City  agencies  to  ensure  implementation  of  the  program's 
requirements;  and 
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•    Providing  ongoing  access  to  green  building  data  for  city  architects  and  building 
maintenance  people. 

Brownfields 

"Brownfields"  is  the  term  used  to  describe  moderately  contaminated,  relatively 
low-risk  property  (usually  urban)  for  which  there  can  be  expedited  cleanup  and 
redevelopment,  with  a  focus  on  getting  sites  back  in  use  as  quickly  as  possible. 
Previous  toxic  clean-up  efforts  were  prioritized  to  manage  highest-risk  sites  first, 
which  left  lower-risk  sites  languishing  in  the  clean-up  certification  process  at  both 
the  State  (Dept.  of  Toxic  Substance  Control)  and  the  federal  (EPA)  levels. 

Brownfields  legislation  at  both  the  State  and  local  levels  also  attempt  to  deal  with 
effect  of  original  cleanup  legislation  that  have  resulted  in  the  languishing  of 
properties,  such  as  lender  liability  and  deductibility  for  toxic  cleanup  by  new 
owners. 

Brownfields  development  is  the  sort  of  multi-sectoral  task  for  which  the  Department  of 
the  Environment  was  designed,  incorporating  aspect  of  toxic  cleanup,  economic 
development,  and  land  use.  The  Clinton  Administration  is  interested  in  highlighting 
Brownfields  development  as  part  of  its  efforts  this  term.  The  mayor  has  asked  that  the 
Department  work  to  facilitate  the  increased  use  of  brownfield  development  in  the  City  of 
San  Francisco.  The  Department  will  work  with  other  agencies  (Redevelopment,  where 
the  brownfields  program  is  housed  currently,  and  the  Planning  Department,  which  is 
responsible  for  land  use). 

Study  the  missions,  activities  and  internal  organization  of  other  City  environmental 
agencies 

The  Commission  on  the  Environment  has  been  advised  by  the  Mayor  that  he  intends  to 
reorganize  the  executive  branch  to  move  the  Agriculture  Department  and  the  Commute 
Assistance  Program  under  the  Department  of  the  Environment.  The  Commission  has  been 
asked  by  the  Mayor  to  advise  his  office  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  which,  if  any, 
other  City  agencies  would  fianction  more  effectively  if  moved  under  the  purview  of  the 
Department  of  the  Environment.  In  order  to  fulfill  this  mandate,  the  Department  will 
report  to  the  Commission  on  the  missions,  activities  and  internal  organization  of  other  City 
environmental  agencies  and  make  a  recommendation  as  to  which  of  these  appear  to  be 
appropriate  for  such  a  reorganization. 
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Conclusion 

The  Commission  on  the  Environment  has  been  charged  to  improve  the  compliance  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  with  the  Sustainability  Plan  for  the  City  of  San 
Francisco.  A  range  of  research  and  inter-agency  coordinating  functions  will  be  required  to 
fulfill  this  mandate.  Presentations  of  the  Sustainability  Plan  to  and  negotiations  with  City 
Commissions  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  be  done  by  the  Department  Director.  We 
estimate  that  the  minimum  stafifmg  necessary  to  perform  the  remaining  functions  outlined 
in  this  section  will  be  three-quarters  of  a  person's  time.  The  remaining  one-quarter  time 
will  be  allocated  to  program  support  for  the  Integrated  Pest  Management  Program.

Detail 

The  Department  of  the  Environment  has  a  very  broad  mandate  for  public  education  on 
environmental  issues.  For  its  initial  work,  the  Commission  has  asked  the  Department  to 
proceed  on  the  following: 

1 .  Perform  an  assessment  of  public  outreach  programs  of  existing  agencies  to  determine 
their  scope  and  effectiveness; 

2.  Set  a  short-term  public  education  stra:tegy,  with  implementation  through  grants  to 
community  organizations; 

3.  Engage  the  services  of  outside  experts  to  frame  a  comprehensive  public  education  and 
outreach  program  for  environmental  issues; 

4.  Arrange  for  commission  meetings  in  neighborhoods  and  set  up  a  speakers'  bureau  for 
environmental  outreach  into  San  Francisco's  neighborhoods;  and 
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5.  Establish  an  environmental  information  center  for  the  San  Francisco  residents  and 
visitors. 
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Assessment  of  Existing  Programs 

In  order  to  appropriately  coordinate  Department  of  the  Environment  outreach  efforts  with 
those  of  the  various  existing  City  departments,  the  Commission  has  asked  for  an 
evaluation  of  public  outreach  efforts  already  in  place.  Presentations  on  the  work  of 
various  agencies  will  be  made  at  Commission  meetings  over  the  next  several  months.  The 
bulk  of  the  investigative  work  will  be  done  by  staff  for  an  city-wide  analysis  of  programs. 

Short-Term  Public  Education  Strategy,  with  Implementation  through  Grants  to 
Community  Organizations 

San  Francisco  is  blessed  with  a  very  large  and  active  community  of  non-profit 
environmental  advocacy  organizations.  Many  of  the  Commissioners  serving  on  the 
Commission  on  the  Environment  have  professional  expertise  in  environmental  education 
and  pubUc  outreach.  The  Commission  Secretary's  position  has  been  designed  to  bring  a 
stafifperson  on  board  who  can  work  closely  with  the  Commission,  spending  most  of  his  or 
her  time  on  public  information  and  outreach.  This  professional  will  work  with  the 
Commission  to  set  a  short-term  strategy  for  outreach,  which  will  be  implemented  by  a 
program  of  small  grants  to  the  local  advocacy  community,  which  can  maximize  person-to- 
person  contact  and  speak  from  within  communities  of  color  and  non-English-speaking 
communities.  $40,000  armually  has  been  allocated  toward  this  effort. 

Advice  on  a  Comprehensive  Public  Education  and  Outreach  Program 

Professional  public-information  /  advertising  advice  will  be  sought  to  prepare  a 
comprehensive,  city-wide  public  education  and  outreach  strategy  on  the  broad  range  of 
environmental  issues  itemized  in  the  Charter.  This  work  will  be  done  in  conjunction  with 
other  City  agencies  engaged  in  the  same  work.  $30,000  has  been  allocated  for  this  one- 
time contract. 

Commission  Meetings  in  the  Neighborhoods  and  Speakers'  Bureau 

The  Commission  aims  to  optimize  the  community  participation  in  carrying  out  its  mission 
of  achieving  a  sustainable  society.  To  help  achieve  good  communication  with  members  of 
the  public,  the  Commission  will  held  several  meetings  a  year  in  San  Francisco 
neighborhoods. 

In  addition,  working  with  volunteer  members  of  the  community,  Department  of  the 
Environment  staff  will  go  to  community  meetings,  business  gatherings  and  special  events 
to  talk  about  San  Francisco's  sustainability  plan.  City  environmental  programs,  and  what

members  of  the  public  can  do  to  reduce  their  impact  on  the  environment  and  to  discuss  the 
City's  policies  and  programs. 

Public  Environmental  Information  Center 

The  absence  of  a  central  place  to  which  the  public  can  go  to  find  information  on  a  range  of 
environmental  issues  was  independently  identified  as  a  need  by  several  of  the  drafting 
groups  that  composed  the  Sustainability  Plan  for  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  Responding 
to  this  need,  and  feeling  that  it  is  one  of  the  best  and  most  cost-effective  ways  to  fiilfiU  its 
Charter  mandate  to  do  public  information  and  outreach  on  many  envirormiental  topics,  the 
Commission  plans  to  begin  work  on  such  a  public  environmental  information  center.  As 
currently  envisioned,  the  center  would: 

•  Distribute  printed  materials  of  a  public-education  nature  produced  by  all  the  City's 
environmental  agencies; 

•  Highlight  the  work  of  San  Francisco's  businesses  that  are  on  the  cutting  edge  of 
environmental  policy  and  practice  through  interesting  displays; 

•  Feature  educational  displays  on  sustainability-related  topics  created  in  conjunction 
with  San  Francisco's  City  agencies,  museums,  universities,  and  advocacy 
organizations; 

•  Sell  transit  tickets,  maps  to  local  open  space,  and  other  environment-related 
merchandise,  raising  a  profit  for  the  center; 

•  Provide  on-line  access  to  local  planning  documents,  a  database  of  local  environmental 
policies  and  practices,  and  other  information  (on-line  information  provided  in 
collaboration  with  the  Stegner  Environmental  Center  of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library,  and  including  the  interactive  policy  information  provided  by  the 
Environmental  Policy  Institute); 

•  Feature  art  shows,  a  lecture  series,  and  other  events  in  collaboration  with  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District,  local  universities,  nonprofit  organizations,  and  other 
community  organizations. 

The  Environmental  Information  Center  is  planned  as  a  public-private  partnership,  with  the 
bulk  of  its  cost  raised  from  the  private  sector.  The  Commission  requests  that  $20,000  be 
put  on  reserve  for  preliminary  planning,  design,  and  other  expenses  to  be  itemized  more 
fully  when  a  Friends  committee  to  oversee  the  public-private  partnership  has  been  formed. 

The  work  of  the  Center  would  be  closely  coordinated  with  that  of  the  Stegner  Center  of 
the  Main  Library  to  avoid  duplication. 
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Conclusion 

The  Department  of  the  Environment  has  been  given  a  large  mandate  by  the  Charter  to  do 
public  education  and  outreach  on  environmental  issues.  It  aims  to  address  this  mandate  by 
bringing  the  public  to  the  information  at  an  environmental  information  center,  and  to 
maximize  its  effectiveness  in  reaching  out  to  the  public  by  a)  leveraging  the  work  of  the 
non-profit  community,  b)  working  in  collaboration  with  other  environmental  agencies  of 
the  City,  and  c)  getting  expert  advice  on  the  most  effective  long-term  strategy  for  the 
City's  environmental  public  education  and  outreach. 

We  estimate  that  the  minimum  staffing  necessary  to  perform  these  functions  will  be  three- 
quarters  of  a  person's  time.  All  the  administrative  support  work  required  to  serve  the 
Commission  on  the  Environment  we  have  allocated  to  the  remaining  one-quarter  time.

Detail 


Background:  Chapter  39  of  the  Administrative  Code  requires  a  drastic  reduction  in  toxic 
chemical  use  by  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  The  original  legislation  left  each  agency  to 
address  this  radical  change  independently,  which  would  have  resulted  in  tremendous 
duplication  of  effort,  unnecessary  cost,  and  non-uniformity  with  respect  to  pesticide 
practices  throughout  the  City.  Department  of  the  Environment  commissioners  and  staff 
have  been  working  with  the  Agricultural  Commissioner  and  representatives  of  the 
departments  named  above  to  fashion  a  process  for  implementation  of  integrated  pest 
management  in  San  Francisco  that  will  be  both  successful  and  cost-effective.  An  outline 
of  the  strategy  that  has  arisen  from  those  discussions  is  as  follows:

Central  Program  in  the  Agricultural  Commissioner's  Office 

It  is  proposed  that  the  costs  of  the  central  information  and  training  program  be  shared 
equally  between  the  seven  agencies  with  the  greatest  historic  pesticide  use:  the  Airports 
Commission,  the  Municipal  Railway,  the  Port,  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  agencies,  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  the  Recreation  & 
Park  Department.

Ongoing  annual  central  program  contribution  per  agency:  $17,900. 
Need  for  Immediate  Supplemental  Appropriation 

The  Chapter  39  of  the  Administrative  Code,  mandating  the  elimination  or  reduction  of  use 
of  many  pesticides  in  San  Francisco,  went  into  effect  on  January  1,  1997,  with  little  lead 
time  for  agencies  to  develop  strategies  for  substituting  other  non-chemical  approaches.  A 
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reserve  fund  was  created  for  seed  money  for  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department's  IPM 
implementation,  but  nothing  has  been  allocated  for  the  expenses  that  are  already  being 
incurred  by  other  agencies. 

It  is  proposed  that  a  supplemental  appropriation  be  made  for  EPM  program 
implementation  for  the  remainder  of  FY  1996/7  in  the  amount  of  $4,692  for  each  of 
the  departments  listed  above,  with  the  exception  of  the  Recreation  &  Park 
Department.  These  funds  would  then  be  work-ordered  to  the  Agricultural 
Commissioner's  office  for  expenditure  on  the  central  program  for  the  period  of  April  - 
September,  1997. 

The  supplemental  appropriation  would  cover  two  one-time  expenses  that  are  not  included 
in  the  armual  budget  above,  database  development  and  the  cost  of  an  automobile  for  on- 
site  pest  management  consulting.  Database  maintenance  has  been  omitted.  The  remaining 
expenses  for  this  period  are  also  offset  by  other  funds:

The  Department  of  the  Environment's  participation  in  the  IPM  program  will  consist  of: 

a)  General  oversight  of  the  program, 

b)  Technical  advice  to  the  Commission  on  the  Environment,  which,  on  passage  of  the 
amendments  to  the  ordinance,  will  replace  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  the  sole  body 
responsible  for  granting  exemptions  to  the  ordinance  (in  the  original  legislation,  it 
advised  the  Board  on  exemptions), 

c)  Reviewing  all  departments'  EPM  implementation  plans;  and 

d)  Reviewing  quarterly  progress  reports  of  all  departments. 

DOE  proposes  to  retain,  on  a  part-time  basis,  an  outside  consultant  who  is  expert  in  IPM 
and  toxicology  to  perform  tasks  b,  c,  and  d  above.  While  there  are  existing  City  staff  who 
are  expert  in  toxicology,  IPM  expertise  is  necessary  for  proper  regulation  of  this  program. 
In  addition,  to  preserve  the  objectivity  of  the  regulatory  fiinction,  it  is  necessary  that 
advice  to  the  Commission  comes  from  a  source  independent  of  the  agencies  being 
regulated.  We  request  $30,000  annually  for  this  contract. 

In  addition,  we  would  assign  one  project  stafEperson  to  spend  1/4  of  his  or  her  time  (an 
estimated  $15,000,  including  benefits)  to  coordinate  the  program;  act  as  a  Haison  to  the 
various  participating  departments;  handle  the  non-technical  aspects  of  the  program, 
including  processing  reports  and  exemption  forms;  and  provide  information  to  the  public. 

It  is  proposed  that  a  supplemental  appropriation  be  made  from  the  unallocated  reserves 
for  the  Department  of  the  Environment  for  $15,000  for  six  months  of  contract  services. 
The  remaining  1/4  PTE  funding  will  be  requested  in  a  separate  supplemental  appropriation 
request  that  includes  the  Department's  other  planned  program  expenses. 

Conclusion 

San  Francisco  is  in  the  forefront  of  incorporating  integrated  pest  management  techniques 
into  municipal  pest  management  practice.  IPM  is  a  program  that  requires  a  great  deal  of 
new  information  and  constant  access  to  information  by  pest -management  personnel,  and 
entails  extensive  trial  and  error.  To  send  agencies  off  independently  to  duplicate  research 
and  establish  parallel  learning  curves  will  waste  city  resources  and  add  unnecessary 
frustration  to  the  effort.  A  central  program  for  information  sharing  and  training  is  a 
necessary  expense  that  will  save  significant  City  resources  in  the  long  run.  In  order  to 
responsibly  fiilfiU  its  mandate  to  review  IPM  plans,  status  reports,  and  requests  for 
exemptions,  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  must  have  independent,  professional 
staff  support.

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  was  held  at  401  Van  Ness  Avenue,  Room  410,  on  April  8, 
1997.  Present  were  Commissioners  Eng,  Krefting,  Richardson,  Russell  and  Vietor. 


President  Vietor  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  6:05  p.m. 

President  Vietor  reported  that  she  had  discussed  with  Deputy  City  Attorney  Greenburg  auxiliary  bodies  that  might 
augment  and  assist  the  work  of  the  Commission,  particularly  with  respect  to  raising  funds.  She  stated  that  the  idea  of 
forming  a  friends  committee  was  to  take  advantage  of  the  strong  and  varied  activist  community  in  San  Francisco.  She 
explained  that  the  two  main  types  of  body  are  a  "friends"  committee,  which  is  generally  a  tax-exempt  non-profit 
corporation,  whose  activities  are  kept  at  arm's  length  from  the  Commission,  and  an  advisory  council,  which  could  be 
appointed  by  the  Commission  and  which  would  be  more  an  integral  part  of  its  operations.  The  former  would  not  be 
subject  to  the  state  and  local  public  notice  and  open  meeting  requirements  (Brovm  Act  and  Sunshine  Ordinance),  while 
the  latter  would  be.  Contributions  of  over  $5,000  by  a  "friends"  committee  to  the  Commission  would  require  approval 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Director  Magilavy  presented  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Department  over  the  last  month.  Text  of  the  report  is 
attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

Commissioner  Eng  suggested  that  the  City  Attorney's  office  be  asked  for  a  statement  that  adoption  of  the  sustainability 
plan  is  inappropriate  for  CEQA  review.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  president,  Director  Magilavy  agreed  to  provide 
Commissioner  Eng  with  a  copy  of  the  draft  language  being  prepared  for  City  Attorney's  office  review  on  this  issue. 

Commissioner  Okamoto  expressed  his  interest  in  being  included  in  preliminary  meetings  to  assist  the  office  of 
Supervisor  Leal  in  drafting  "green  building"  legislation  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Commissioner  Richardson  stressed  the  need  for  adequate  ftjnding  for  the  Department  to  be  able  to  perform  its  Charter- 
mandated  functions  and  to  support  the  Commission  in  its  work. 

The  meeting  adjourned  to  Room  402.  Walter  McGuire  of  the  Envirormiental  Policy  Center  demonsfrated  an  interactive 
database  of  environmental  planning  and  policy  information,  called  Global  Cities  Online.  This  information  service 
provides  policy-makers  and  city  staff  with  the  policies  and  programs  of  thousands  of  other  American  cities,  in  a  format 
that  makes  searching  for  and  comparison  of  programs  easy  to  do.  Mr.  McGuire  has  been  working  with  several  San 
Francisco  city  agencies  to  include  their  data  in  the  database.  He  sfressed  that  the  database  was  easy  to  modify  to  suit  the 
needs  of  client  cities,  and  that  his  program  offered  its  services  to  the  Department  for  its  information-access  needs.  This 
service  is  the  only  one  of  its  kind. 
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Karen  Strandoo,  Hazardous  Waste  and  Recycling  Programs  Manager  for  the  Office  of  Solid  Waste  Management 
(OSWM),  presented  information  on  the  work  of  her  agency.  It  is  made  up  of  four  divisions:  Solid  Waste,  which 
provides  long-term  planning  for  land-use  and  rates;  Recycling  and  Hazardous  Waste,  which  does  policy  and  planning, 
and  oversees  the  collection  contract  with  a  private  hauler  (Norcal);  Outreach  for  all  the  Office's  programs;  and  Other, 
which  includes  curbside  recycling  collection,  home  composting,  one-day  hazardous  waste  events,  the  household 
hazardous  waste  collection  facility,  door-to-door  hazardous  waste  collection  for  the  elderly  and  handicapped;  and 
satellite  hazardous  waste  collection  sites,  which  include  6  hardware  stores  for  paint  collection  and  53  oil  collection  sites. 

OSWM  programs  include: 

•  Programs  for  the  business  community,  including  technical  assistance,  waste  minimization,  waste  audits,  grants,  the 
Very  Small  Quantity  Generator  hazardous  waste  collection  program,  a  newsletter  and  library  access; 

•  City  department  programs,  including  a  city-wide  contract  for  paper  collection,  technical  assistance,  waste  audits,  an 
effort  to  insert  language  into  building  leases  (the  City  uses  space  in  100  buildings)  that  will  facilitate  collection  of 
recyclables,  work  on  purchasing  practices,  and  a  newsletter; 

•  Schools  programs,  including  classroom  and  assembly  presentations,  curricula,  a  newsletter,  field  trips,  a  library, 
technical  assistance  for  implementing  recycling  in  schools  and  contracts; 

•  Outreach,  which  promotes  all  the  programs,  for  both  hazardous  waste  and  recycling  through  flyers,  mailers,  regional 
campaigns,  surveys,  mobile  displays,  and  various  media. 

President  Vietor  elected  to  change  the  agenda's  order,  moving  Item  7  ahead  of  Item  6.  Citing  the  Commission's  bylaws, 
she  reviewed  the  functions  of  the  two  standing  committees:  Planning  and  Policy  and  Finance  and  Operations.  She  then 
stated  her  interest  to  serve  on  the  Plaiming  and  Policy  Committee,  joining  Commissioners  Eng  and  Evans.  Members  of 
the  Finance  and  Operations  Committee  include  Commissioners  Krefting,  Okamoto  and  Richardson.  President  Vietor 
appointed  Commissioner  Eng  to  serve  as  Chair  of  the  Planning  and  Policy  Committee  and  Commissioner  Krefting  as 
Chair  of  Finance  and  Operations.  Regular  meetings  were  thought  to  be  desirable,  and  it  was  decided  that  Planning  and 
Policy  would  meet  on  the  3rd  Thursday'  of  every  month  (if  this  date  is  acceptable  to  Commissioner  Evans,  currently  out 
of  the  country)  and  Finance  and  Operations  would  meet  on  the  3rd  Monday  of  each  month.^ 

The  need  was  stressed  to  have  the  committees  coordinate  on  outreach  and  examination  of  city  agencies  for 
appropriateness  to  be  moved  under  the  Department  of  Environment. 

President  Vietor  assigned  a  discussion  of  the  process  for  consideration  of  the  policies  and  practices  of  other  city 
departments  to  the  Planning  and  Policy  committee. 

Under  New  Business,  Bob  Besso  of  Sunset  Scavenger  Company  offered  to  arrange  for  the  Commission  a  tour  of  the 
transfer  station  and  other  facilities.  President  Vietor  thanked  him  for  that  offer,  and  volunteered  to  discuss  details  with 
him  after  the  meeting. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  8:40.

Budget:  As  you  know  from  the  special  meeting  on  the  24th,  the  budget  and  program 
plan  have  been  modified  to  be  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Budget 
Director.  However,  there  is  as  yet  no  word  on  whether  any  program  money  will  be 
released  for  this  fiscal  year.  This  is  of  some  concern,  since  it  takes  at  least  two  months 
for  a  request  to  go  through  the  Board,  and  we  are  rapidly  nearing  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year.  As  you  know,  as  of  the  first  of  July,  we  will  have  significant  responsibilities  with 
respect  to  the  City's  Integrated  Pest  Management  Plan.  Under  the  current  ordinance,  the 
department  will  be  responsible  for  reviewing  IPM  implementation  plans;  under  the 
revised  ordinance,  yet  to  be  introduced,  the  commission  will  be  responsible  for  ruling  on 
requests  for  exemptions  from  the  ordinance.  It  is  already  clear  that  there  will  be  quite  a 
few  requests  for  exemption.  For  these  tasks,  it  is  vital  that  we  have  technical  support 
staff.  Discussions  continue  with  the  Budget  office  on  this  issue.  It  is  likely  that  no  final 
determination  will  be  made  before  the  mayor's  return  from  China  in  two  weeks. 

Office  Space:  Commissioner  Okamoto  has  offered  to  do  an  interior  design  plan  of  the 
office  space  at  1540  Market  Street,  and  has  begun  this  work.  When  a  technician  from  the 
Department  of  Telecommunications  and  Information  Services  walked  through  the  space 
to  review  our  phone  needs,  she  pointed  out  that  the  suite  has  an  inadequate  number  of 
power  outlets.  I  have  asked  the  building  to  increase  the  number  of  outlets,  but  this  has 
held  up  submission  of  the  lease  to  the  Board.  The  Real  Estate  Department  is  still  waiting 
to  hear  back  from  the  landlord  as  to  whether  they  agree  to  make  these  improvements  with 
the  same  office  rental  amount. 

I  have  still  not  moved  into  the  small  room  at  1540  Market  because  1)  no  phones  have  yet 
been  installed  and  2)  the  purchase  order  for  computers  is  slowly  making  its  way  through 
the  process.  There  is  no  point  in  using  this  space  until  these  two  components  are 
installed.  I  have  pushed  back  the  hoped-for  move-in  date  to  the  end  of  April.  I  have 
reserved  five  oak  desks  and  some  side  chairs  at  Central  Warehouse  and  am  talking  to  a 
couple  of  people  about  refinishing.  The  repeated  follow-up  calls  required  for  this  space 
planning  have  been  very  time-consuming.

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Staffing:  Carla  Condon  has  now  been  away  from  work  for  a  month  or  more.  Bill  Smith 
of  the  City  Administrator's  office  has  kindly  filled  in  for  mailing  agendas  and  reserving 
meeting  rooms  in  401  Van  Ness.  Steve  Nelson,  head  of  Administrative  Services,  has 
loaned  us  the  services  of  an  accountant  to  handle  purchase  orders  and  invoices. 
Realistically,  catching  up  with  past  minutes  will  have  to  wait  until  we  have  someone 
hired  as  Commission  Secretary.  Until  then,  I'll  take  care  of  the  minutes. 

With  advertisements  going  out  in  the  Bayview  Paper  this  week,  I  expect  to  wrap  up  the 
application  period  for  the  1450  and  AB27  and  to  start  interviewing  next  week.  Ads  have 
also  been  placed  in  Opportunity  NOC's,  and  job  descriptions  have  gone  out  to  nearly  100 
environmental  organizations  and  organizations  that  serve  various  ethnic  communities. 
The  jobs  have  been  listed  on  the  Internet,  and  posted  at  the  Department  of  Human 
Resources.  We  have  a  good  batch  of  resumes  for  both  positions. 

Integrated  Pest  Management  Plan:  Rather  lengthy  legislation  has  been  drafted  to 
incorporate  proposed  revisions  in  the  Pesticide  Ordinance.  If  you  would  like  a  copy  of 
the  draft  faxed  to  you,  please  call  Elaine  Warren's  secretary,  Cathy  Pearson,  at  554-4234. 
Coordinating  this  collaborative  effort  has  involved  a  couple  of  rounds  of  meetings:  1) 
with  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  described  the  major  changes  proposed  to 
legislation  they  only  recently  passed,  and  securing  their  support  for  funding  for  the 
central  program,  and  2)  with  the  seven  department  heads  who  must  agree  to  move  money 
in  their  already-submitted  1997/8  budgets  to  fimd  this  program.  I  am  getting  good 
agreement  with  both  groups,  but  have  not  finished  getting  commitments  from  either.  In 
addition  to  the  delay  in  submitting  the  legislation  caused  by  the  necessity  of  securing 
ftinding  commitments,  there  has  been  a  delay  caused  by  the  Chemical  Manufacturers' 
Association,  a  lobbying  group,  who  have  raised  a  red  flag  with  the  State  Agricultural 
Commissioner's  office  regarding  possible  preemption  of  State  authority.  Our  local 
ordinance  does  not,  in  fact,  preempt  the  State,  but  additional  clarification  on  the  part  of 
our  City  Attorney's  office  has  been  required  to  alleviate  the  State's  concerns.  The 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  will  be  putting  on  a  department-heads  meeting  on  the 
IPM  plan  in  early  May,  to  which  you  all  will  be  welcome  to  come.  Please  let  me  know  if 
you'd  like  more  detailed  information. 

Green  Building:  I  have  offered  to  Supervisor  Leal  to  put  together  a  couple  of  short- 
term,  informal  working  groups  to  brainstorm  some  suggestions  for  the  content  of  Green 
Building  legislation.  There  will  be  four  topics  covered:  energy  conservation,  water 
conservation,  recycling  (both  use  of  recycled-content  material  and  recycling  of 
construction  debris  and  other  wastes  produced  by  the  construction  and  the  building's 
tenants),  and  appropriate  materials  (such  as  low-toxicity  and  sustainably-harvested 
materials).  This,  of  course,  doesn't  encompass  all  aspects  of  a  "green  building,"  which, 
for  instance,  should  also  have  low-impact  landscaping  and  space  for  bicycle  parking,  but 
it's  a  manageable  place  to  start.  Among  City  staff  who  have  expressed  interest  in 
participating  are  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Energy  Conservation  and  the  Recycling 
and  Hazardous  Waste  Program  Manager.  I  will  also  ask  people  from  the  private  sector. 
Please  let  me  know  if  you  would  like  to  participate  in  this. 
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Sustainability  Plan:  I  think  I  have  come  up  with  a  good  proposal  for  adoption  of  the 
sustainabiHty  plan  by  the  Board  without  triggering  the  requirement  for  an  EIR  for  the 
whole  document,  and  will  be  sending  it  tomorrow  to  David  Greenburg  for  his  comments. 
Supervisor  Bierman  has  offered  to  carry  the  sustainability  plan  legislation  through  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  Several  other  supervisors  have  expressed  interest  in  co-sponsoring 
it.  I  am  optimistic  about  its  chances  for  passage. 

The  Health  Department  staff  is  doing  a  final  review  of  their  section,  and  will  present 
some  additional  comments  within  a  few  days.  Sustainable  San  Francisco  is  organizing  a 
final  meeting  of  the  people  who  drafted  the  Human  Health  Section  to  discuss  and  approve 
the  changes. 

I  gave  a  short  presentation  on  the  sustainability  plan  to  the  mayor's  office  staff  two  weeks 
ago  (this  is  the  extended  staff — ^about  60  people).  Most  had  not  previously  been  familiar 
with  the  existence  of  the  plan.  I've  also  made  presentations  about  the  plan  and  the 
department  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  (Environmental  Issues  Committee),  and  a 
couple  of  national  EPA  gatherings.  People  are  very  interested  in  it,  and  our  work  here  is 
being  well  received. 

Indicators:  The  group  of  four  students  fi-om  SF  State  University  expect  to  finish  by  the 
end  of  April  their  analysis  of  baselines  for  indicators  for  the  single-topic  environmental 
issues  in  the  sustainability  plan  (as  opposed  to  the  group  of  topics  that  span  several  areas, 
like  economy  and  risk  management).  I  should  be  getting  a  draft  within  a  couple  of 
weeks. 

US  Conference  of  Mayors  Meeting:  Arising  out  of  a  meeting  with  the  mayor  and  Carol 
Browner,  head  of  EPA,  I  have  been  working  with  the  mayor's  staff,  the  US  Conference  of 
Mayors  (USCM)  staff,  the  Joint  Center  for  Sustainable  Communities  (a  USCM  project), 
and  the  Region  IX  EPA  folks  to  get  together  a  presentation  on  brownfields  and  our 
sustainability  planning  work  for  the  conference  to  be  held  in  San  Francisco  in  Jime. 

Brownfields:  In  response  to  the  mayor's  request  that  I  follow  up  on  brownfields  efforts 
in  the  City,  I  have  met  with  Martha  Walters  and  Bill  Lee  to  get  an  overview  of  the  work 
so  far.  The  EPA  continues  to  be  interested  in  expanding  brownfields  efforts  in  San 
Francisco,  and  a  large  meeting  of  local  players  is  in  the  works.  I  discussed  brownfields  at 
some  length  with  Roberta  Achtenberg,  now  with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  She  had  a 
good  deal  of  experience  with  brownfield  development  when  she  worked  at  HUD,  serving 
on  a  special  task  force,  and  she  is  optimistic  that  she  can  1)  interest  several  of  the  banking 
interests  on  the  Chamber's  Board  of  Directors  in  taking  an  active  role,  and  2)  leverage 
additional  federal  fimds.  I  will  continue  to  work  with  Ms.  Walters  on  expanding  this 
program. 

Trails/Golf  Course  on  PUC  Watershed  Land  /  Trees  Threatened  with  Removal  from 
Halladie  Plaza:  A  resolution  sponsored  by  Supervisor  Katz  has  been  passed  through 
committee  requesting  an  Environmental  Department  staff  review  of  these  visible  PUC

issues.  I  am  in  the  process  of  collecting  information  from  the  National  Park  Service,  the 
USDA  Natural  Resource  Conservation  Service  Urban  Team,  the  past  chair  of  the  City's 
Tree  Advisory  Board,  and  other  sources. 

Transportation  Issues:  The  International  Council  for  Local  Environmental  Initiatives 
has  funding  to  perform  a  cost  analysis  of  the  City's  subsidies  for  automobile  use.  They 
are  working  with  Rick  Ruvolo  (City-Employees  Commute  Assistance  Coordinator),  and 
have  asked  me  to  discuss  this  project  with  Emilio  Cruz.  I  have  also  been  asked  by  several 
members  of  the  community  and  a  member  of  the  Board  to  look  into  the  issue  of  MUNl's 
imminent  purchase  of  a  large  number  of  diesel  buses,  with  the  purpose  of  proposing 
natural  gas  vehicles  instead.  I  have  agreed  to  add  these  to  my  meeting  agenda  when  I 
meet  with  Mr.  Cruz  to  discuss  the  IPM  program  and  the  sustainability  plan.  However,  I 
have  turned  down  several  other  requests  to  address  other  transportation-related  issues, 
such  as  increased  service  to  the  Presidio.  At  this  point,  I'm  pretty  much  declining  to 
tackle  anything  new  unless  the  request  comes  from  the  mayor's  office  or  the  Board. 

Commission  Review  of  Policies  Proposed  for  Adoption  by  other  City  Agencies:  I'd 

like  to  recommend  that  the  Commission  begin  consideration  (probably  in  committee)  of 
how  it  would  like  to  begin  to  plunge  into  this  function,  set  out  as  a  power  (but  not  a  duty) 
in  the  Charter.  While  the  Department  will  be  able  to  support  the  Commission  with  only 
limited  staff  work  for  awhile,  it  seems  important  to  get  started  on  a  discussion  about 
scope  and  procedure  of  such  inquiries.  The  Commission  has  the  power  to  review  and 
make  recommendations  on  policies  proposed  for  adoption  by  other  City  agencies,  and  to 
investigate  and  make  recommendations  to  all  city  agencies  related  to  operations  and 
functions.  The  Department  doesn't  have  the  staff  to  make  any  investigations  at  this  point, 
but  the  Commission  may  want  to  consider  how  it  will  define  "policy,"  so  that  it  is  giving 
broad  direction  to  other  agencies  without  losing  its  agenda  to  a  myriad  of  small  issues 
that  should  be  fought  out  in  other  venues. 

Golden  Gate  Park  Concourse:  There  have  been  several  meetings  around  contingency 
plarming  for  the  Concourse  area  (should  the  De  Young  and  the  Academy  of  Sciences 
decide  to  leave),  and  a  strategy  for  a  public  process  for  consideration  of  needs  and 
alternative  uses  has  been  submitted  to  the  mayor.  Management  of  the  DeYoung  have 
made  clear  that  they  have  not  yet  reached  a  decision  as  to  whether  they  aim  to  leave  the 
park.

Commissions,  boards,  councils,  and  other  agencies  of  the  City  and  County  exist  to  conduct 
the  people's  business.  This  ordinance  assures  that  deliberations  are  conducted  before  the 
people  and  that  City  operations  are  open  to  the  people's  review.

WHEREAS,  the  Department  of  Public  Health  has  completed  a  review  of  the  Human  Health  section  of  the 
sustainability  plan,  and  has  made  recommendations  for  changes  that,  in  its  view,  would  make  some 
objectives  more  appropriate  for  San  Francisco's  local  demographic  and  health  conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  representatives  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  have  worked  collaboratively  with  the

IPM  Plan,  As  Revised 
Overview 

General  purpose  of  the  ordinance:  minimize  the  City's  contnbution  to  pesticide  use,  and  its 
negative  impact  on  people  and  the  environment. 

1 .  Strategy 

a.  Reduce  chemical  use  through  a  three-phased  approach: 

i.      1/1/97  Eliminate 

1 .  Category  I  (listed  by  EPA — most  toxic), 

2.  Cancer-  or  reproductive-toxicity  chemicals  (per  State  of  California  Safe  Drinking 
Water  and  Toxic  Enforcement  Act  of  1986),  and 

3.  Possible,  probable  or  definite  human  carcinogens  (per  EPA) 
11.    1/1/98  Eliminate  Category  11  (listed  by  EPA — ^next  most  toxic) 

iii.  1/1/00  Eliminate  Category  HI  (listed  by  EPA — relatively  less  toxic).  Exception  for  a 
list  to  be  developed  later  of  low-toxicity  chemicals  commonly  used  in  IPM  programs. 

iv.  Exemptions: 

1 .  Exempted  from  the  ordinance  altogether  are 

a.  Water  and  wastewater  treatment, 

b.  Anti-microbials  (cleaners  and  sterilizers)  used  in  the  provision  of  health 
care,  and 

c.  Swimming  pool  water  treatment. 

2.  Other  anti-microbials  are  exempted  until  1/1/99.  The  Department  of  the 
Environment  is  to  get  more  mformation  and  advise  the  Board  in  1998  on 
appropriate  anti-microbial  reduction  mandates. 

3.  One-year  or  limited  use  exemptions  to  all  pesticides  covered  by  the  bans  will 
be  considered  by  the  Commission  on  the  Environment;  departments/contractors 
must  prove  they  have  made  a  good  faith  effort  to  find  alternative  approaches,  but 
that  no  effective,  economic  alternatives  exist. 

b.  Require  departments  to: 

i.    Inform  the  public: 

1 .    Post  notices  to  inform  the  public  of  chemical  use  (Agricultural  Commissioner 
can  make  exceptions  to  rules  for  public  health  emergencies  and  worker  safety; 
Commission  on  the  Environment  can  make  exceptions  for  one-time  uses,  and  can 
change  the  notice  rules  permanently,  if  necessary.)

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Dear  Ms.  Magilavy: 

I  understand  that  the  Commission  will  be  having  presentations  from  the  City's 
Department  in  charge  of  recycling  in  the  near  future.  I  wanted  to  share  with  the 
Commission  correspondence  with  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  regarding  my 
efforts  to  get  MUNI  to  address  newspaper  recycling  in  the  underground  stations. 

Since  receiving  MUNI's  January  17,  1997  response  to  my  August  16,  1996  letter 
(copies  are  attached),  I  have  not  seen  any  improvement  in  the  problem.  This  missed 
opportunity  to  recycle  newspapers  is  just  not  acceptable  if  the  City  is  to  even  meet 
its  recycling  goal. 

I  bring  this  to  the  attention  of  the  Commission  because  I  believe  the  Commission 
should  play  an  oversight  role  between  all  City  Departments  to  see  that  recycling 
programs  are  carried  out  to  the  fullest  extent  possible. 

To  borrow  an  idea  from  a  young  recycling  expert,  if  each  City  Department  had  to  pay 
for  their  own  garbage  removal,  there  would  be  an  incentive  to  recycle. 


I  hope  the  Commission  will  take  a  leadership  role  in  resolving  the  lack  of  resources  and 
perhaps  even  the  will  to  keep  recycling  as  a  priority  for  the  use  of  our  limited 
environmental  resources.

Thank  you  for  bringing  to  Muni's  attention  your  concerns  about  the  effectiveness  of  the  Muni  Metro 
recycling  program.  Input  from  concerned  citizens,  such  as  yourself,  will  help  Muni  to  be  more  responsive 
to  the  needs  of  its  passengers,  and,  do  a  better  job  of  providing  services  to  the  public. 

Let  me  preface  my  remarks  by  stating  that  over  the  past  decade,  Muni  has  suffered  a  disproportionate 
amount  of  budget  cuts  ,  specifically  in  the  Maintenance  Division  which  has  been  participating  in  a 
newspaper  recycling  program.  Our  Maintenance  staff  alone  has  been  reduced  by  15  %  -  over  150  jobs. 
Additionally,  Muni  is  not  immime  from  many  of  the  societal  problems  that  are  endemic  to  living  m  a  major 
urban  area.  Theft,  graffiti  and  vandalism  regularly  require  the  attention  of  our  maintenance  staff,  diverting 
their  attentions,  and  adversely  effecting  their  ability  to  monitor  the  recycling  bins. 

However,  Muni  does  make  every  effort  within  its  means  to  recycle  waste  system  wide.  In  fact,  scrap  metal, 
waste  oils,  computer  paper,  newsprint  and  other  maintenance  waste  byproducts  are  recycled  each  week. 
Such  waste  products  are  routinely  disposed  of  through  a  city  approved  recycling  company. 

Regardmg  the  newspaper  recycling  bins  that  are  located  through  out  the  Muni  Metro  system,  maintenance 
persoimel  have  been  instructed  to  report  missing  bins  immediately,  and  to  check  on  the  status  of  bins  on  a 
more  regular  basis. 

Again,  thank  you  for  your  concern,  and  if  you  have  any  other  questions  or  notice  a  station  without  a 
recycling  bin,  feel  free  to  contact  me  at  554-9200.

ThanJc  you  for  holding  this  series  of  public  meetings  with  Muni 
riders.  I  ride  the  N  Judah  line  as  my  primary  transit  line.  Most 
days  I  have  to  stand  both  ways,  going  to  and  from  work.  Increased 
capacity  on  this  line  is  warranted. 

As  a  concerned  citizen  as  well  as  a  member  of  the  San  Francisco 
Commission  on  the  Environment  which  is  advisory  to  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  I  would  like  to  direct  your  attention  to 
another  issue  concerning  the  recycling  program  at  Muni  stations. 
Over  the  past  several  months  I  have  noticed  that  newspaper 
recycling  bins  are  missing  at  several  stations  (Civic  Center,  Van 
Ness  Ave  and  Ch\irch  Street)  .  I  asked  a  Station  agent  at  Civic 
Center  to  address  the  problem  with  no  success.  I  asked  a  janitor 
if  he  knew  who  was  responsible  for  replacing  the  bins.  He  stated 
that  he  had  also  reported  missing  bins  to  the  Station  agent.  He 
indicated  that  it  is  part  of  his  job  to  ^pty  the  bins  and  verified 
that  there  are  missing  bins  at  the  three  stations  mentioned  above. 

I  have  spoken  with  Heather  Abrams  at  Solid  Waste  Management  who 
informs  me  that  Muni  is  responsible  for  the  prograim.  I  spoke  with 
Ray  Sazetti  of  Janitorial  Services  who  confirms  that  his  custodial 
staff  is  responsible  for  emptying  the  bins.  He  could  not  assist  me 
in  identifying  who  had  responsibility  for  monitoring  the  program 
and  replacing  bins.  He  referred  me  to  Paul  Lovette,  a  MUNI 
Administrator.  I  have  a  call  into  Mr.  Lovette,  but  had  not  been 
able  to  speak  with  him  as  of  Friday  afternoon.  Thus,  this  letter 
will  document  what  I  have  been  able  to  find  out  so  far.  I  am 
requesting  that  your  staff  take  up  this  inquiry  and  respond  to  this 
concern.     It  appears  the  following  may  be  appropriate: 

1.  V   A   memorandum    clarifying    who    in    MUNI    is    responsible  for 

ensuring  recycling   is   being   supported  within  MUNI   at  all 
;     levels     as     an     important     city     policy     which     is  both 
/     environmentally   sound,    but  also  crucial   economically   as  a 
solid  waste  management  cost  reduction  for  the  City. 

2.  A  monitoring  system  to  ensure  that  bins  are  replaced  promptly. 
My  understanding  is  that  the  refuse  companies  supply  the  bins 
and  will  replace  them  if  notified  of  a  missing  bin. 

3 .  Some  management  controls  that  ensure  the  progrstm  is  operating 
effectively  to  ensure  the  costs  savings  through  recycling  by 
the  City. 


I  would  appreciate  being  notified  of  MUNI's  resolution  of  this 
problem  of  maintaining  sufficient  recycling  bins  to  support  this 
program.

^inutes  of  a  Regular  CommissionMeeting 
Held  ogTMay  13, 1992^ 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Francesca  Vietor  at  6:15  p.m. 

Also  present  were  Vice  President  Steven  Krefting,  and  Commissioners  Anne  Eng,  Paul 
Okamoto,  Linda  Richardson,  and  Christine  Russell.  Commissioner  Rebecca  Evans  was 
absent  with  excuse  given. 

Item  #1:  Announcements 

Newly-appointed  Secretary  to  the  Commission  and  Public  Outreach  Coordinator  for  the 
Department  Christopher  Chow  was  welcomed. 

Commissioner  Eng  announced  that  the  Commission's  participation  in  the  2"^*  Chinatown 
Environmental  Festival  on  April  27,  1997  was  successftil.  President  Vietor  commended 
Commissioner  Eng  for  her  work  on  the  festival. 

Commissioner  Okamoto  announced  the  birth  of  his  second  daughter,  Miki,  on  April  26, 
1997. 


Item  #2:  Director 's  Report 

Director  Magilavy  reported  on  the  progress  of  several  matters  of  continuing  interest.  The 
text  of  the  report  is  attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

During  the  Director's  Report,  there  was  discussion  of  general  matters  of  on-going  interest 
to  the  Commissioners. 


Director  Magilavy  noted  that  during  a  city-wide  workshop  conducted  by  the 
Agriculture  Department  and  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department,  Mayor  Brown 
encouraged  city  staff  people  to  take  risks  in  implementing  the  City's  Integrated 
Pest  Management  plan. 
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On  June  3,  Director  Magilavy  will  address  the  Pathways  to  Sustainability 
International  Conference  in  Newcastle,  Australia. 

Director  Magilavy  also  reported  that  Susan  Clark  of  the  Columbia  Foundation  had 
suggested  the  possibility  of  sponsoring  a  half-day  seminar  on  green  building 
techniques  and  land-use  in  San  Francisco  involving  the  City's  policy  and 
decision-makers  along  with  the  Director  and  staff  of  City  Planning. 

Following  discussion  on  the  supplemental  appropriation  before  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  which  passed  final  reading  yesterday,  Monday,  May  12,  1997, 
Director  Magilavy  indicated  this  supplemental  appropriation  is  separate  from  the 
budget  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  1997-98.  It  covers  postage,  supplies,  and  computer 
wiring  for  the  new  office  space.  The  ordinance  becomes  effective  30  days  hence. 

President  Victor  asked  if  there  had  been  any  discussion  on  charging  agencies  for 
exemptions  fi'om  the  Integrated  Pest  Management  Plan.  There  was  none. 

The  legislation  regarding  the  Sustainability  Plan  for  the  City  of  San  Francisco 
(hereafter  referred  to  as  the  SP),  being  carried  by  Supervisor  Sue  Bierman  has  not 
been  introduced  yet.  It  is  anticipated  the  legislation  will  be  introduced  May  19. 

Commissioner  Okamoto  asked  that  Janet  Jacobs  of  Sustainable  San  Francisco  be 
invited  to  meetings  to  update  the  Commission  on  her  research  to  determine  which 
departments  are  already  implementing  parts  of  the  plan. 

Commissioner  Russell  asked  if  the  goals  in  the  Human  Health  area  of  the  SP 
were  realistic. 

Commissioner  Richardson  suggested  the  SP  modifications  be  taken  back  to 
the  community  for  review  before  adoption. 

President  Victor  said  the  committees  may  consider  developing  a  modification 
process. 

In  response  to  a  question  fi-om  Commissioner  Eng,  Director  Magilavy  said  the 
Mayor's  Budget  Director  had  indicated  he  would  recommend  a  budget  of  some 
$300,000  for  FY  1997-98  or  approximately  half  of  the  departmental  request. 

There  has  been  good  progress  in  working  with  the  Mayor's  staff,  the  U.S. 
Conference  of  Mayors  and  the  National  Association  of  Counties  and  the  Joint 
Center  for  Sustainable  Communities  (a  USCM  project),  and  the  Region  IX  EPA 
staff  to  produce  a  presentation  on  brownfields  and  sustainability  planning  for  the 
U.S.  Conference  of  Mayors  conference  to  be  held  in  San  Francisco  this  June  24"^. 
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Commissioner  Richardson  asked  if  Commissioners  could  attend  the  USCM 
conference  in  June.  Director  Magilavy  said  she  would  find  out. 

Discussion  of  the  Director's  Report  concluded  with  Director  Magilavy  reporting 
on  the  possible  participation  of  the  Mayor  in  a  sustainability  roundtable  during  the 
U.S.  Conference  of  Mayors  meeting  in  San  Francisco. 

Item  #3:  Presentation 

Steve  Medbery,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Environmental  Regulation  and  Management,  gave 
a  presentation  on  the  activities  of  BERM,  especially  its  public  outreach  activities. 

BERM's  outreach  activities  emphasize  a  commercial  marketing  approach.  For  example, 
one  press  conference  that  attracted  media  interest  was  conducted  aboard  a  donated  Red  & 
White  Fleet  ferryboat.  In  addition,  BERM  produced  announcements  that  were  put  on 
cable  television,  and  KMEL  and  KYLD  radio.  Mr.  Medbery  also  mentioned  developing 
point  of  purchase  displays  and  promotional  events  at  auto  supply  stores.  An  evaluation  by 
the  San  Francisco  State  University  Public  Research  Institute  found  that  40%  surveyed  via 
telephone  reported  seeing  their  street  signs. 

Vice  President  Krefting  deplored  the  fact  that  people  dump  oil  in  street  comer  sewers, 
which  adds  to  leaks  from  un-maintained  motor  vehicles. 

ITEM  #4 

An  informational  hearing  on  recycling  at  City  facilities  focused  on  Muni  Metro  stations. 

Karen  Strandoo,  Recycling  and  Hazardous  Waste  Program  Manager,  introduced  David 
Stumpo,  Director  of  Maintenance  at  the  Municipal  Railway  to  discuss  Muni's  recycling 
programs  at  metro  stations.  He  said  a  major  problem  is  that  recycling  bins  are  stolen  or 
damaged  frequently  at  metro  stations  and  the  problem  is  exacerbated  by  staff  shortages. 
Currently,  Muni  has  153  staff  vacancies.  Kathleen  Hennesey,  Assistant  Commercial 
Recycling  Programs  Manager  gave  a  concise  overview  of  the  City's  waste  management 
efforts  and  distributed  a  fact  sheet  outlining  San  Francisco's  waste  reduction  activities 
and  progress.  A  copy  of  the  fact  sheet  is  attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

Item  #5:  Approval  of  modifications  to  the  Human  Health  section  of  the  Sustainability 
Plan. 

President  Victor  relinquished  the  Chair  to  Vice  President  Krefting  for  purposes  of 
moving  to  adopt  the  modifications  to  the  Human  Health  area  of  the  Sustainability  Plan. 
Commissioner  Russell  seconded  the  motion. 

Commissioner  Okamoto  voiced  objection  to  singhng  out  low-income  mothers  in  a 
reference  to  breast-fed  babies  in  the  bottom  of  page  6  through  the  top  of  page  7. 
Otherwise,  he  approved  of  the  motion  and  the  process  of  modification. 
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Commissioner  Eng  voiced  general  approval  and  noted  that  there  are  many  health  issues 
not  captured  by  the  SP.  She  doubted  that  any  cross-fertilization  of  topics  occurred  during 
the  preparation  of  the  SP. 

President  Victor  seconded  that  comment  by  saying  that  the  SP  should  be  presented  as  "a 
living  document".

Office  e-mail  will  have  to  await  final  approval  of  the  supplemental  appropriation  now 
going  through  the  Board  (for  the  wiring  and  "routers"  to  be  installed).  In  the  meantime, 
please  continue  to  use  my  personal  e-mail:  bmagilavy@igc.apc.org. 

Commissioner  Okamoto  has  successfully  negotiated  with  the  building  landlord  for  certain 
environmentally  fiiendly  improvements  to  the  office  space:  low-VOC  paint, 
recyclable/modular  carpeting,  and  improved  lighting.  We  are  in  the  process  of 
completing  space  planning  on  the  larger  suite,  and  will  shortly  order  furniture  to  be 
delivered  once  the  space  is  ready  in  about  two  months.  Other  resource-conscious  features 
are  used  guest  chairs — which  we've  had  reupholstered — fi"om  MAGIK,  an  organization 
that  collects  used  office  furniture  for  sale  here  and  abroad,  used  picture  fi"ames  fi"om  the 
Two  computers  have  been  installed.  An  additional  computer  set-up  is  on  order.  Staff  at 
same  source  and  two  beautifiil  oak  desks  fi:om  the  City's  Central  Warehouse,  which 
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we've  had  refinished.  Management  Information  Systems  has  been  extremely  competent 
and  helpful  in  assisting  with  the  selection,  acquisition,  and  installation  of  computers. 

We  have  been  having  problems  with  the  ventilation  in  Room  190,  and  the  building 
management  is  still  working  on  it.  The  issue  of  the  need  for  additional  power  outlets  has 
been  resolved  by  our  agreeing  to  cover  the  costs  of  this  work  through  an  increase  in  rent 
in  the  second  year  of  the  lease  from  $1.25  per  square  foot  to  $1.28  per  square  foot. 
Claudine  Venegas  of  Real  Estate  has  been  very  helpful  throughout  this  long  negotiation 
with  the  landlord,  which  has  delayed  the  lease  going  to  the  Board  for  approval. 

Integrated  Pest  Management  Plan 

After  many  revisions,  the  amendments  to  the  old  Pesticide  Ordinance  (the  name  is 
proposed  to  be  changed  to  the  Integrated  Pest  Management  Ordinance)  were  introduced 
by  Supervisor  Katz  on  Monday,  the  5th  of  May.  An  outline  of  the  new  ordinance  is 
attached.  The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  is  sponsoring  an  all-day  workshop  on  the 
new  plan  for  city  staff  on  Thursday,  the  8th,  at  which  the  mayor  will  speak.  Along  with 
other  speakers,  I  will  present  details  of  the  plan.  I  have  convinced  all  seven  of  our  target 
departments  to  amend  their  1997/98  budgets  to  split  the  cost  of  the  central  information 
program  in  the  Agricultural  Commissioner's  office.  PUC  still  needs  to  get  commission 
approval;  they  meet  the  week  of  the  12th. 

We  still  do  not  have  approval  for  expenditures  from  our  reserve  to  cover  the  cost  of 
technical  support  for  the  commission's  rulings  on  exemptions,  and  for  administrative 
support  for  our  part  of  the  program.  We're  still  working  with  the  mayor's  office  on  this. 

Antimicrobials  (cleaners),  which  are  classified  by  the  State  of  California  as  pesticides, 
have  been  exempted  from  the  ordinance  at  least  for  the  time  being,  but  I  have  been  very 
pleased  that  the  Purchaser,  Ed  Lee,  has  been  very  willing  to  consider  purchasing  less- 
toxic  cleaners  as  a  matter  of  policy.  I  will  continue  to  work  with  him  on  this. 

Finances 

The  Board's  finance  committee  passed  our  supplemental  appropriation,  with  some  minor 
revisions  suggested  by  the  Board's  budget  analyst,  Harvey  Rose.  It  goes  to  second 
(final)  reading  on  Monday,  the  12*. 

As  alluded  to  above,  the  Budget  Director  still  has  not  given  us  a  final  answer  on  program 
money  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  or  on  our  proposed  budget  for  next  year.  I  have  met 
with  the  mayor's  chief  of  staff  to  try  to  facilitate  the  lines  of  communication. 

Sustainability  Plan 

Supervisor  Bierman's  office  has  received  a  draft  of  proposed  legislation  for  the  Board  to 
endorse  the  sustainability  plan.  It's  been  reviewed  by  Deputy  City  Attorney  David 
Greenburg  and  others  in  his  office,  and  benefited  from  some  helpfiil  suggestions  from 
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Director  of  Environmental  Revievv^  (Planning  Department)  Hillary  Gitelman.  Several 
supervisors  have  asked  to  co-sponsor  the  legislation. 

Proposed  revisions  of  the  Human  Health  section  of  the  plan  are  included  as  an  action  item 
in  this  agenda.  If  you  have  questions  on  these  revisions,  please  contact  Janet  Jacobs, 
director  of  Sustainable  San  Francisco,  at  648-7671.  She  has  been  v^orking  with  the 
Health  Department  and  the  group  of  people  who  originally  drafted  the  section. 

The  Joint  Center  for  Sustainable  Communities  is  a  project  of  the  U.S.  Conference  of 
Mayors  and  the  National  Association  of  Counties.  They  will  be  hosting  a  two-hour 
presentation  on  sustainability  planning  at  the  conference  in  San  Francisco  in  June,  at 
which  Mayor  Rice  (Seattle)  and  others  are  scheduled  to  speak  (only  mayors  are  allowed 
to  speak  at  the  conference).  We  will  ask  Mayor  Brown  if  he  would  like  to  join  the 
speakers  to  discuss  our  sustainability  plan. 

Work  on  baseline  measurements  for  many  of  the  plan's  indicators  is  nearing  completion 
by  the  group  of  students  fi-om  San  Francisco  State  University.  This  is  very  good  work. 

Other  Items 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  abolished  the  old  Commission  on  San  Francisco's 
Environment,  most  of  the  functions  of  which  would  have  been  duplicative  of  the 
Commission  on  the  Environment.  The  mayor  signed  this  ordinance  on  May  2"'^. 

I  have  had  preliminary  discussions  on  the  potential  "green"  building  program  with  Jorge 
Alfaro  of  DPW  and  Drew  Stillman  of  the  Bureau  of  Architecture.  This  plarming  process 
has  been  forced  onto  the  back  burner  due  to  pressure  of  work  with  recruiting  and  moving 
into  the  new  offices,  but  will  have  priority  starting  later  this  week. 

The  mayor  has  asked  me  to  become  involved  in  transportation  planning  around  the  new 
49'ers  stadium  once  the  referendum  has  passed,  and  to  ensure  that  the  environmental 
activist  community  is  included  in  the  planning  process. 

I  am  enclosing  for  your  information  a  copy  of  the  conference  paper  I  will  be  presenting  in 
Australia  in  early  June.

City  and  County  Facilities'  Role 

The  City  has  taken  a  proactive  approach  to  reducing  waste  firom  its  own  o£5ces  and  &cilities.  A  paper 
recycling  program  has  been  in  place  for  more  than  a  decade.  .The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors 
recognized  the  role  that  City  departments  play  in  preventing  waste,  recycling,  and  purchasing  recycled 
materials  and  passed  a  Resource  Conservation  Ordinance  (Ordinance  No.  1 15-92)  in  1992.  The  Ordinance 
requires  City  departments  to  reduce  the  amount  of  waste  generated  within  their  operations  and  to  purchase 
recycled  products  to  the  greatest  extent  possible.

Other  Recycling  Highlights: 

Recycled  Toilets:  The  Water  Department's  Conservation  Division  recycled  3,669  toilets  when  they  were 
replaced  with  low-flow  models,  or  the  equivalent  of  147  tons  of  porcelain. 

Steel  Cans  Recvcled:  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  procured  a  can  crusher  for  recycling  #10  steel  cans  used  in 
Nutritional  Services.  Earlier  in  the  year,  the  Hospital  discovered  they  were  overcharged  on  their  garbage 
compactor  lease.  In  partial  settlement,  the  Hospital  received  a  can  crusher  and  a  new  compactor.  They 
expect  to  recycle  2,000  lbs  of  #10  cans  monthly. 

Survey  Of  Coordinators:  The  Recycling  Program  conducted  a  phone  survey  of  Field  Recycling 
Coordinators  to  evaluate  the  effectiveness  the  'Why  Waste  It?'  newsletter  and  update  contacts. 

Recycling  Information  More  Widely  Distributed:  This  year  the  Recycling  program  sent  a  sample 
newsletter  to  nearly  5,000  City  employees.  As  a  result,  the  regular  mailing  list  has  more  than  doubled, 
bringing  the  list  of  regular  departmental  contacts  to  nearly  1,000. 

Mixed  Paper  Consolidation:  Mixed  paper  recycling  programs  were  begun  at  three  of  the  City's  largest 
buildings:  633  Folsom;  101  Grove;  and  401  Van  Ness.  The  volume  of  paper  recycled  in  these  buildings 
increased  frcMn  50%  to  100%  over  the  white  paper  collected  previously.  Over  40  additional  tons  of  paper 
were  recycled  doe  to  these  programs.

$405,000  per  year  for  garbage  collection.

Other  Recycling  Highlights: 

Recycled  Toilets:  The  Water  Department's  Conservation  Division  recycled  3,669  toilets  when  they  were 
replaced  with  low-flow  models,  or  the  equivalent  of  147  tons  of  porcelain. 

Steel  Cans  Recycled:  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  procured  a  can  crxisher  for  recycling  #10  steel  cans  used  in 
Nutritional  Services.  Earlier  in  the  year,  the  Hospital  discovered  they  were  overcharged  on  their  garbage 
compactor  lease.  In  partial  settlement,  the  Hospital  received  a  can  crusher  and  a  new  compactor.  They 
expect  to  recycle  2,000  lbs  of  #10  cans  monthly. 

Survey  Of  Coordinators:  The  Recycling  Program  conducted  a  phone  survey  of  Field  Recycling 
Coordinators  to  evaluate  the  effectiveness  the  'Why  Waste  It?'  newsletter  and  update  contacts. 

Recycling  Information  More  Widely  Distributed:  This  year  the  Recycling  program  sent  a  sample 
newsletter  to  nearly  5,000  City  employees.  As  a  result,  the  regular  mailing  list  has  more  than  doubled, 
bringing  the  list  of  regular  departmental  contacts  to  nearly  1,000. 

Mixed  Paper  Consolidation:  Mixed  paper  recycling  programs  were  begun  at  three  of  the  City's  largest 
buildings:  633  Folsom;  101  Grove;  and  401  Van  Ness.  The  volume  of  paper  recycled  in  these  buildings 
increased  from  50%  to  100%  over  the  white  paper  collected  previously.  Over  40  additional  tons  of  paper 
were  recycled  due  to  these  programs. 

Cardboard  Recycling  Expanded:  The  following  locations  expanded  or  began  recycling  cardboard  this  year 
1660  Mission  Street;  25  Van  Ness,  Davies  Symphony  Hall;  the  Housing  Authority  Corporation  Yard;  the 
Youth  Guidance  Center,  and  Mvmicipal  Railway's  Metro-Green  Station. 

Airport  Recycling  Up.  Costs  Slashed:  The  Airport  achieved  a  recycling  rate  of  approximately  32%  and 
saved  $230,000  through  a  new  garbage  contract  that  sets  recycling  goals.  Previously,  the  Airport  paid  over 
$405,000  per  year  for  garbage  collection. 


File  Clean-Outs:  A  comprehensive  "clean  your  files"  outreach  program  was  developed  and  implemented: 
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Purchase  of  Recycled  Products

Minutes  of  a  Regular  Commission  Meeting 
Held  on  june  10399I> 

Call  to  Order.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  6:04  p.m.  by  President  Vietor. 
Present  were  Commissioners  Krefting,  Eng,  Evans,  and  Richardson.  Absent  were 
Commissioners  Okamoto  and  Russell. 


2.  Approval  of  Minutes.  The  minutes  of  the  Commission  meetings  of  April  8  and  May  13, 
1997  were  unanimously  aproved. 

3.  Communications 

Hearing  on  the  Integrated  Pest  Management  Plan 

Participants  included  Beryl  Magilavy,  Director  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment; 
Jay  Seslowe,  Acting  IPM  Coordinator  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture;  and  Gregg 
Small,  Director  of  Pesticide  Watch.  Bob  Fiorello,  Acting  IPM  Coordinator  for  the 
Department  of  Recreation  and  Parks,  also  contributed  remarks. 

Director  Magilavy  reported  on  the  status  of  the  Integrated  Pest  Management  program: 

All  city  departments  have  been  asked  to  estabhsh  in-house  on-going  working 
groups  to  set  up  and  monitor  IPM  implementation  and  training;  begin  collecting 
information  on  the  types  and  quantities  of  pesticides  used  as  of  December  31,  1996, 
types  of  pest  problems;  determine  the  pesticides  for  which  they  will  seek 
exemptions;  return  or  properly  dispose  of  banned  pesticides;  keep  records  of  each 
use  of  pesticide;  submit  applications  for  1-year  exemptions;  submit  plans  for 
implementing  the  city-wide  IPM  policy. 

A  central  program  in  the  Agricultural  Commissioner's  office  has  been  established 
to  provide  technical  IPM  information.  The  central  program  is  funded  by  an  U.S. 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  grant  and  work  orders  from  major  departments  - 
Recreation  and  Park,  the  Airport,  the  Port  of  San  Francisco,  Department  of  Public 
Works,  Public  Health,  Municipal  Railway,  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 
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Director  Magilavy  reported  that  the  proposed  new  IPM  ordinance  will  be  heard 
before  the  Health,  Family  and  Environment  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
on  Thursday,  June  12,  1997  at  10  a.m.  It  is  expected  to  proceed  through  the 
legislative  process  and  be  enacted  into  law  without  much  difficulty. 

The  proposed  new  ordinance  would  make  the  Integrated  Pest  Management  plan 
easier  to  implement.  Under  it,  departments  will  no  longer  be  required  to  hire 
outside  consultants  to  produce  departmental  IPM  plans — instead,  a  city-wide  EPM 
policy  will  apply  to  every  department;  chemical  use  would  be  reduced  in  three 
stages;  departments  will  have  an  opportunity  to  apply  for  exemptions  to  the 
chemical  bans  for  which  there  are  no  viable,  economic  alternatives;  the  ban  on  use 
of  various  anti-microbials  (disinfectants  and  sterilizers)  would  be  lifted  until  the 
issue  has  been  studied  further;  and  city  contractors  will  be  phased  in.  The 
Commission  on  the  Environment  will  have  authority  to  change  posting 
requirements  and  approve  requests  for  exemptions. 

Jay  Seslowe,  representing  Agricultural  Commissioner  David  Frieders,  stressed  that  the 
most  important  part  of  their  program  is  education.  His  department  is  in  the  process  of 
getting  an  EPA  grant  and  will  be  setting  up  a  database  and  a  website  wherein  IPM 
information  will  be  indexed  by  site  with  problem  and  management  options.  The 
website  will  have  a  list  of  reduced-risk  pesticides  as  well  as  a  synopsis  and  complete 
text  of  the  pesticide  ordinance. 

Gregg  Small,  Director  of  Pesticide  Watch,  one  of  the  leading  proponents  of  the 
pesticide  ordinance,  gave  a  sketch  of  the  history  of  the  ordinance,  which  was  enacted 
last  October.  He  mentioned  that  the  Beyond  Pesticides  Coalition  (comprised  of  some 
30-plus  organizations  in  the  Bay  Area)  has  received  calls  from  around  the  world 
regarding  the  City's  integrated  pest  management  ordinance.  Mr.  Small  said  that 
Pesticide  Watch  would  continue  to  monitor  the  progress  of  the  program. 

A  discussion  on  the  City's  IPM  policy  in  relation  to  other  jurisdictions  ensued.  Mr. 
Small  said  that  the  state  transportation  agency,  CalTrans,  uses  a  lot  of  pesticides. 
According  to  Mr.  Seslowe,  it  has  its  own  reduction  program,  since  it  is  a  state  agency. 

The  response  from  City  departments  has  generally  been  good,  Mr.  Seslowe  said  the 
departments  are  working  hard  to  meet  the  objectives  of  IPM  without  any  extra  funding 
resources.  In  the  case  of  Golden  Gate  Park,  he  said,  more  equipment  and  labor  were 
needed  to  replace  the  use  of  pesticides  with  better  vegetation  management.  He  and 
Gregg  Small  agreed  that  Rec  and  Park  has  been  very  responsive  to  the  IPM  plan. 

Bob  Fiorello,  acting  IPM  coordinator  for  Rec  and  Park,  said  the  biggest  obstacle  for  his 
department  was  finding  IPM  equipment  vendors  in  compliance  with  the  domestic 
partners  benefits  ordinance.  He  said  it  was  difficult  to  get  alternative  materials  for  pest 
management  because  the  small  companies  that  supply  these  materials  won't  change 
their  benefits  policies. 
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During  the  public  comment  portion  of  the  hearing,  David  Graves  of  Friends  of 
McLaren  Park  agreed  that  more  volunteer  help  was  needed. 

Jake  Sigg,  Chair  of  the  Invasive  Exotics  Committee  of  the  California  Native  Plant 
Society  and  an  advisor  to  Caltrans  on  the  reduction  of  pesticide  use  through  vegetation 
management,  expressed  puzzlement  as  to  "where  blanket  opposition  to  herbicides  is 
coming  from." 

Director  Magilavy  added  that  the  information  presented  to  the  Commission  represented 
a  description  of  the  IPM  program  once  changes  currently  under  consideration  at  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  were  enacted.  She  mentioned  that  the  Board's  Health,  Family 
and  Environment  Committee,  would  hear  the  new  IPM  legislation  (sponsored  by 
Supervisor  Leshe  Katz)  at  its  June  12'^  meeting. 

4.  President 's  Report.  President  Vietor  amended  the  order  of  business  so  she  could  report 
on  her  meeting  with  the  Mayor,  his  chief  of  staff,  and  the  budget  director  and  Director 
Magilavy  to  discuss  next  year's  budget  allocation,  program  priorities,  and 
implementation  funding.  The  Mayor  said  one  of  the  Department's  immediate  tasks  was 
to  identify  existing  environmental  programs  throughout  city  government  that  should  be 
centralized  under  one  environmental  commission  and  department. 

President  Vietor  said  the  Mayor  was  supportive  of  the  four  program  priorities  under 
consideration  by  the  Commission:  resource  efficiency  (green  building  legislation); 
economic  development  and  social  justice  (brownfields  development);  human  health 
(implementation  of  the  Integrated  Pest  Management  plan);  and  information-outreach 
(environmental  conference  and  constituency  services). 

The  Mayor  was  quite  enthusiastic  about  convening  an  environmental  conference,  which 
might  be  held  on  Earth  Day  in  April,  1998.  He  offered  the  resources  of  his  office  to  help 
secure  outside  funding. 

5.  Director 's  Report 

The  Director  provided  an  update  on  administrative,  budgetary,  and  legislative  matters. 
Director  Magilavy  announced  that: 

Suzanne  Taviansky  had  been  hired  as  executive  assistant;  Ms.  Taviansky  has  a 
background  in  database  management  and  publications;  the  budget  for  1997-98 
allocates  $175,000  for  three  staff  positions  and  $51,000  for  non-personnel 
expenditures;  and  the  Mayor's  Budget  Director,  Steve  Agostini,  would  add  $50,000 
to  the  department's  budget  for  IPM  implementation. 

She  added  that  on  the  legislative  side,  the  Health,  Family  and  Environment 
committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  would  have  a  hearing  on  the  Sustainability 
Plan  at  10  a.m.,  July  10*.  She  also  stated  that  the  same  Board  committee  would 
hold  a  hearing  on  diesel  fuel  hazards  during  its  July  24*  meeting. 
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6.  Resolution  on  project  and  budget  modifications,  FY  1997-98.  The  following  resolution 
was  introduced  by  Commissioner  Eng: 

WHEREAS,  the  Planning  and  Policy  Committee  of  the  Commission  on  the 
Envirormient,  in  its  special  meeting  of  May  27,  1997  has  adopted  a 
resolution  recommending  modifications  to  the  project  priorities  of  the 
Department  of  the  Environment  for  Fiscal  Year  1997-98;  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  adopts  the  following 
revised  project  priorities  for  Fiscal  Year  1997-98: 

1)  Resource  Efficiency  (green  building  legislation  and  conference); 

2)  Economic  Development  and  Social  Justice  (brownfields  development 
and  liaison  with  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency); 

3)  Human  Health  (implementation  of  the  Integrated  Pest  Management 
plan  regarding  pesticides); 

4)  Information-Outreach  (environmental  conference  and  constituency 
services). 

Following  discussion  of  the  resolution's  wording,  on  motion  by  Commissioner  Evans,  the 
Commission  voted  imanimously  to  refer  the  resolution  back  to  committee  for  fine-tuning. 

7.  Other  Business 

Commissioner  Eng  said  the  purpose  of  the  Co.mmission's  retreat/meeting  tentatively 
scheduled  for  either  August  9^"^  or  16*  was  to  focus  on  strategic  planning.  She  said  input 
by  other  Commissioners  would  be  welcomed. 

Commissioner  Steven  Krefting,  Chair  of  the  Finance  and  Operations  Committee, 
announced  that  his  committee  would  be  meeting  on  Monday,  June  16,  6  p.m.,  in  Room  430 
of  401  Van  Ness  Avenue. 

8.  Public  Comment 

Several  members  of  the  public  commented  on  issues  surrounding  the  department's  budget 
and  work  plan, 

9.  Adjournment:  The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  8:25  p.m.

Redevelopment  Goals,  Principles,  and  Activities  to  Date 


Background 

In  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  underutilized  and/or  abandoned  spaces,  more 
commonly  referred  to  as  "brownfields",  dot  the  region's  urban  landscape. 
Brownfields  function  as  reminders  of  a  pattern  of  community  disinvestment  and 
unsustainable  redevelopment,  leaving  behind  a  toxic  legacy  and  a  socially, 
economically  and  politically  disempowered  community.  In  January  1995,  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  announced  its  Brownfields  Economic 
Development  Initiative  wherein  50  two  year  pilot  grants  of  $200,000  will  be  awarded 
to  cities  conducting  brownfields  redevelopment  activities.  Today,  several  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  cities  have  been  awarded  pilots.  Emeryville  and  Richmond 
received  national  pilots,  while  Oakland  and  San  Francisco  received  one  year  regional 
pilots  of  $100,000. 

In  July  1995,  the  Urban  Habitat  Program,  along  with  the  Asian  Pacific 
Environmental  Network,  and  CAREER/PRO  hosted  one  in  a  series  of  five  national 
public  dialogues  on  Urban  Revitalization  and  Brownfields.  These  dialogues, 
sponsored  by  the  National  Environmental  Justice  Advisory  Council  (NEJAC) 
Subconmiittee  on  Waste  and  Facility  Siting,  established  interactive  processes  where 
NEJAC,  EPA  and  the  community  participants  learned  from  each  other  through  a 
discussion  of  EPA's  Brownfields  Economic  Redevelopment  Initiative. 

About  the  Brownfields  Working  Group 

In  May  1995,  the  Urban  Habitat  Program  convened  a  planning  committee  to  highlight 
community  leadership  from  the  Bay  Area  flatland  neighborhoods  in  the  National 
Public  Dialogue  on  Urban  Revitalization  and  Brownfields  in  Oakland  in  July,  1995. 
This  planning  committee  expanded  to  become  a  Regional  Brownfields  Working 
Group.  The  Working  Group  functions  to  build  a  regional,  community-driven  agenda 
for  Brownfields  and  establish  a  regionai  constituency  to  respond  to  Brownfields 
programs  and  policies.  The  Working  Group  is  community-led  and  consists  of 
community-based  organizations,  communi^  residents,  public  agencies,  foundations, 
technical  assistance  providers,  and  non-proHt  organizations.  The  Working  Group 
continues  to  broaden  its  participation  and  encourages  the  participation  of  any  one 
interested  in  Brownfields  redevelopment  and  the  revitalization  of  urban  communities. 

Since  July,  the  Urban  Habitat  Program  (UHP)  has  convened  dialogues  with  state 
agencies  and  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  community  based  organizations  to  discuss 
strategies  and  approaches  to  address  the  issue  of  Brownfields  in  our  region's  flatland 
communities.  These  dialogues  provide  an  opportunity  to  build  multicultural 
leadership,  celebrate  the  diversity  of  the  flatlands,  and  develop  reinvestment  and 
ecologically  sustainable  approaches  to  redevelopment

Social  Justice

Brownfields  are  abandoned,  idled  or 
under-used  industrial  and  commercial 
facilities  where  expansion  or  redevel- 
opment is  complicated  by  real  or 
perceived  environmental  contamina- 
tion. Frequendy,  these  properties,  once 
the  source  of  jobs  and  economic 
benefits  to  the  entire  community,  lie 
abandoned  for  fear  of  the  contamina- 
tion and  the  liability  it  implies.  Instead, 


companies  pass  over  these  brownfields 
in  the  urban  core  and  head  for  the 
pristine  greenjields  outside  the  cities. 

EPA  announced  its  Brownfields 
Action  Agenda  in  January  1995.  The 
Action  Agenda  outlined  four  key  areas 
of  action  for  returning  brownfields  to 
productive  use:  awarding  Brownfields 
Pilot  grants;  clarifying  liabLUc)'  and 
cleanup  issues;  building  partnerships 
with  all  brownfields  stakeholders;  and 
fostering  local  workforce  development 
and  job  training  initiatives.  By  1 996 
EPA  completed  all  of  its  commit- 
ments in  the  1995  Action  Agenda. 
However,  it  became  clear  that  the 
problem  required  the  involvement  of 
all  levels  of  government,  the  private 
sector  and  non-governmental  organi- 
zations. 


The  National 
Partnership 
Action  Agenda 

Therefore,  EPA  is  expanding  its 
Brownfields  Initiative  by  announcing  the 
Brownfields  National  Partnership  Action  Agenda, 
which  provides  a  framework  for  multilevel 
cooperation  among  governments,  busi- 
nesses, and  non-governmental  organiza- 
aons.  The  Brownfields  National  Parmer- 
ship  seeks  to  protect  public  health  and  the 
environment,  clean  up  contaminated 
properties,  build  economic  viability,  and 
create  job  opportunities. 

Federal  Agency  Commitments 

The  Brownfields  Parmership  addresses  all 
aspects  of  the  brownfields  process  with 
commitments  from  federal  agencies  and 
non-governmental  organizations.  It  includes 
a  S300  million  federal  investment  in 
brownfields  cleanup  and  redevelopment 
from  more  than  1 5  federal  agencies.  Some 
examples  include: 

-  EPA  funding  $125  million  for  assess- 
ment, cleanup,  state  voluntary  cleanup 
programs  and  job  training. 

-  The  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  (HUD)  providing  $155 
million  in  community  development  and 
housing  support  and  an  additional  $165 
million  in  loan  guarantees. 

-  The  Economic  Development  Adminis- 
tration (EDA)  granting  $17  million  for 
brownfields  redevelopment  in  distressed 
areas. 

-  The  Department  of  Transportation 
(DOT)  funding  $4.2  million  for  trans- 
portation projects  to  address  brownfields 
areas. 

Site  Assessment  Pilots 

EPA  has  funded  113  brownfields  pilots 
for  up  to  $200,000  each.  The  pilot  grants 
provide  assistance  to  states,  tribes  and 
localities  in  developing  new  strategies  for 
promoting  site  assessment,  environmental 
cleanup  and  redevelopment.  Assessment 
pilot  activities  must  be  directed  toward 
environmental  activities  preliminary  to 


cleanup,  such  as  site  idenrificanon,  site 
assessment,  and  remediation  planning  and 
design. 

Revolving  Loan  Fund  Pilots 

The  Brownfields  Revolving  Loan  Fund 
Pilot  program  is  designed  to  provide 
cleanup  funds  for  cities.  These  pilot  grants 
will  enable  cities  to  capitalize  revolving  loan 


funds  to  safely  cleanup  and  sustainably 
reuse  brownfields.  The  Fund  will  lend 
money  to  parties  that  have  not  contributed 
to  contamination  at  the  properties  subject 
to  the  loan,  and  will  be  used  for  cleanup 
and  redevelopment  activities.  Pilots  will  be 
funded  up  to  $350,000.  The  first  29  cities 
that  were  awarded  the  site  assessment  pilots 
grants  are  eligible  to  apply  for  these  grants 
in  1997.  Other  cities  will  be  eligible  in 
future  rounds. 

Showcase  Commimities 

The  centerpiece  of  the  Brownfields 
National  Partnership  will  be  the  selection 
of  10  Showcase  Communities  across  the 
country,  designed  to  demonstrate  that 
through  cooperation,  federal,  state,  local 
and  private  efforts  can  be  concentrated 
around  brownfields  to  produce  successful 
collaboration  on  brownfields  related 
activiries.  Each  Showcase  Community  will 
have  a  federal  coordirutor  to  coordinate 
federal  brownfields  activiries  and  support 
state  and  local  brownfields  activities.

I  Navajo  Nation,  New  Mexico 

The  Navajo  Nation  was  also  awarded  a 
Brownfields  Pilot  grant  in  September,  1996 
to  revitali2e  the  Navajo  Forest  Product 
Industries  mill  site  in  McKinley  County, 
New  Mexico.  This  was  the  first  Brownfields 
Pilot  awarded  to  a  Tribe.  The  mill  site 
closed  in  1995,  and  there  may  be  hazardous 
substances  on  the  site.  Activities  under  this 
pilot  will  include  scoping  the  local 
community's  needs  and  concerns  through 
an  education  campaign  in  the  Navajo 
language;  performing  a  site  assessment  to 
establish  the  nature  and  extent  of  the 
contamination;  preparing  a  remediation 
plan;  and  conducting  a  public  Tribal 
meeting  to  secure  a  commitment  by  the  Red 
r  -'ke  Chapter  of  the  Tribe  to  help  finance 
remediation  plan. 

I  Tucson,  Arizona 

In  May,  1 997,  Tucson  was  selected  for  a 
Brownfields  Pilot.  The  pilot  project  area, 
the  Warehouse  District/Barraza  Aviation 
Parkway  Corridor,  encompasses  approxi- 
mately 80  acres  of  warehouse  properties, 
roadways,  and  vacant  sites  located  within 
the  downtown  City  Center.  The  pilot 
project  goals  are  to  educate  Warehouse 
District  tenants  about  contamination;  create 
a  database  of  known  contamination  and 
remediation  efforts  in  the  pilot  area; 
identify  funding  mechanisms  for  cleanup; 
develop  economic  and  zoning  incentives 
and  technical  and  managerial  methods  for 
redevelopment;  and  link  jobs  to  low-income 
and  minority  residents  living  nearby. 

I  Santa  Barbara  County, 
California 

Santa  Barbara  County  was  also  selected 
t  a  Brownfields  Pilot  in  May,  1997.  This 


pilot  uiil  focus  on  the  Goleta  Old  Town 
area  of  Santa  Barbara  which  has  experi- 
enced significant  economic  decline  and  can 
be  linked  to  a  number  of  contaminated 
sites.  The  area  currendy  is  being  addressed 
under  a  Revitalization  Plan,  a  joint  public/ 
private  effort  aimed  at  restoring  vitality  to 
this  area.  The  goal  of  the  pilot  is  the 
eventual  restoration  of  brownfields  sites  for 
community  and  economic  benefit.  Grant 
funds  will  be  used  to  conduct  site  assess- 
ments and  determine  the  scope  and  costs 
of  remediation;  develop  a  team  approach 
with  the  private  sector  and  local,  state  and 
federal  agencies  to  implement  cost-effective 
cleanup  programs;  evaluate  financing 
sources  and  mechanisms;  and  implement  a 
public  outreach  and  community  involve- 
ment plan. 

Brownfields 
Regional  Site 
Assessment  Pilots 

■  San  Francisco,  California 

San  Francisco  was  awarded  a  Regional 
Pilot  grant  in  September,  1996.  The  City 
received  $100,000  to  revitalize  the  South 
Bayshore  neighborhood,  an  area  near  the 
Hunter's  Point  Naval  shipyard.  San 
Francisco's  overall  goal  for  the  pilot  is  to 
integrate  a  Risk  Management  Plan  with 
land  reuse  in  the  South  Bayshore  area.  The 
goal  of  the  Risk  Management  Plan  is  to 
develop  an  area-wide  soil  and  groundwater 
cleanup  approach  and  integrate  this  infor- 
mation with  the  redevelopment  and  reuse 
of  certain  targeted  areas  in  the  South 
Bayshore  area.  The  initial  phase  of  the  Risk 
Management  Plan  includes  obtaining  and 
evaluating  background  information  on 
historical  land  use  and  gathering  the 
existing  hydrogeological  data  for  the  area. 
The  City  has  established  a  Brownfields 
Advisory  Board  to  ensure  public  participa- 
tion in  project  decision  making  based  upon 
the  public  involvement  process  found  at 
base  closure  sites.  The  area  is  currendy  a 
redevelopment  survey  area,  the  first  step  in 
the  process  of  being  designated  as  a 
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-  Guidance  on  Agreements  with 
Prospective  Purchasers  of  Contami- 
nated Property 

Expands  the  circumstances  under 
which  EPA  will  sign  an  agreement  not 
to  sue  the  buyer  of  a  property  for 
existing  contamination  in  exchange  for 
an  appropriate  cash  or  work  contribu- 
tion to  the  cleanup  of  the  property,  or 
indirect  benefits.  Indirect  benefits  can 
include  potential  environmental  im- 
provements as  well  as  economic  and 
social  factors  such  as  jobs,  infrastruc- 
ture, an  increased  tax  base  and  opportu- 
nities for  disadvantaged  groups. 

-  Policy  on  the  Issuance  of  Comfort 
Letters 

EPA  will  provide  a  measure  of 
"comfort"  in  the  form  of  letters  sent  to 
parues,  such  as  developers,  who  need  to 
understand  the  potential  for  EPA 
involvement  at  a  potentially  contami- 
nated property.  The  policy  contains  four 
sample  comfort  letters  which  address  the 
most  common  inquiries  for  information 
that  EPA  receives  concerning  the 
current  or  past  federal  interest,  or  state 
involvement,  at  the  site. 

-  Policy  Toward  Owners  of  Property 
Containing  Contaminated  Aquifers 

EPA  will  not  pursue  owners  of 
property  where  groundwater  contamina- 
tion has  migrated  to  their  property  in 
instances  where  the  property  owner  did 
not  contribute  to  the  contamination. 

-  Policy  on  CERCLA  Enforcement 
Against  Lenders  and  Government 
Entities  that  Acquire  Property 
Involuntarily 

EPA  will  not  pursue  the  cleanup  costs 
from  lenders  that  provide  money  to  an 
owner  or  developer  of  contaminated 
property,  but  do  not  actively  participate 
in  the  daily  management  of  the  property. 
The  policy  also  sets  forth  the  criteria  for 
exempting  municipalities  from  potential 
UabLlity  when  they  involuntarily  acquire 
property.  (Portions  of  this  guidance  were 
enacted  as  the  Asset  Conservation, 
Lender  Liability,  and  Deposit  Insurance 


Prospective  Purchaser 
Agreement  Sparks 
Redevelopment 

Region  9  has  signed  five  pro- 
spective purchaser  agreements 
and  is  currendy  negotiating 
several  more.  Our  latest  such 
brownfields  agreement  was  fi- 
nalized in  April,  1997  for  a 
parcel  of  land  within  the 
Middlefield-Ellis-Whisman 
(MEW)  Superfund  Site  in 
Mountain  View,  CaliforiHa.  A 
covenant  not  to  sue  was  en- 
tered into  with  464  EHi';  Street 
Associates,  allowing  for  the 
purchase  and  development  of 
80  acres  located  within  the  site. 
The  parcel  was  formerly  used 
by  Fairchild  Semiconductor  in 
the  manufacture  of  computer 
chips  and  is  a  source  of  heavily 


Protection  Act  of  1996.) 
-  Underground  Storage  Tank  (UST) 
Lender  Liability  Rule 

This  rule  limits  the  regulatory  obliga- 
tions of  financial  institutions  and  others 
who  hold  security  interests  in  property 
on  which  petroleum  underground 
storage  tanks  are  located.  This  rule 
should  increase  the  availability  of  capital 
to  owners  and  operators  at  UST  sites, 
many  of  whom  are  small  businesses. 

Removing  **No  Action"  Sites 
from  the  EPA  Inventory 

EPA  has  removed  more  than  30,000  sites 
from  its  computer  database  known  as 
CERCLIS,  the  Superfund  inventory  of 
potential  toxic  waste  sites.  These  sites  often 
had  no  contamination  or  were  being 
cleaned  up  under  state  programs.  Even 
though  EPA  planned  to  take  no  action  at 
these  sites,  their  inclusion  in  the  database 
caused  lenders,  developers  and  potential 


contaminated  groundwater. 
The  developer  plans  to  build 
and  operate  a  high-tech  re- 
search and  office  facility  in  a 
campus-like  setting  on  prop- 
erty that  has  been  bligjited  and 
vacant  for  several  years.  As 
part  of  the  agreement,  the 
prospective  purchaser  wiU  pay 
$200,000  to  EPA,  enabling 
the  Agency  to  continue  sam- 
pling at  a  nearby  monitoring 
well  for  an  additional  two 
years.

EPA  and  the  Hazardous  Materials  Train- 
ing and  Research  Institute  (HMTRI)  have 
conducted  workshops  to  assist  community 
coUeges  to  begin  or  enhance  existing 
environmental  programs  for  those  commu- 
nity colleges  in  brownfields  pilot  cities,  and 
to  network  with  brownfields  stakeholders. 
San  Francisco  Community  College  will  host 
the  next  workshop  in  June,  1997.

REGULAR  COMMISSION  MEETING  OF  JULY  8, 1992> 

1.  Call  to  Order  :  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Victor  at  6:10  p.m. 
Present  were  Commissioners  Krefting,  Eng,  Evans,  Okamoto,  and  Richardson. 
Commissioner  Russell  was  absent  with  excuse  given. 


2.  Minutes  of  the  previous  Commission  meeting  of  June  10, 1997  were  unanimously 
approved  upon  motion  by  Commissioner  Krefting. 


3.  Communications 


The  hearing  on  brownfields  began  with  Lizette  Hernandez  from  the  Brownfields 
Leadership  and  Community  Revitalization  Project  of  the  Urban  Habitat  Program  of  Earth 
Island  Institute.  She  is  also  a  member  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Brownfields 
Regional  Working  Group. 

Ms.  Hernandez  gave  a  historical  overview  of  what  led  to  the  conceptualization  of 
brownfields  development: 

Over  the  past  3  decades,  urban  centers  have  experienced  massive  job  losses  in 
manufacturing,  the  dismantling  of  the  industrial  sector,  and  the  shift  to  low-wage 
jobs.  This  economic  re-structuring  and  globalization  has  affected  all  levels,  sectors  of 
our  communities,  and  essentially  exacerbated  racial,  social,  and  economic 
polarization  between  and  within  our  urban  and  suburban  communities. 

Urban  communities  of  color  and  working  classes  have  borne  the  brunt  of 
unemplo3mient,  deepening  inequities,  and  cutbacks  in  social  services,  health  care, 
education,  and  public  transit. 

The  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  defines  brownfields  as 
"abandoned,  idled,  under-used,  industrial  and  commercial  facilities  or  properties 
where  expansion  or  redevelopment  is  complicated  by  real  or  perceived 
environmental  contamination."  There  are  two  particular  areas  in  San  Francisco: 

•  The  Mission  District  (including  South  of  Market)  and 

•  Bayview-Hunters  Point. 


(more) 
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U.S.  EPA  has  made  grants  ($100-200,000)  to  various  communities  in  the  Bay  Area  as 
seed  money  to  begin  projects. 

In  looking  over  the  options  available  to  municipalities,  Ms.  Hernandez  says  the 
Working  Group  recommends: 

1)  Adopting  an  integrative  approach  (e.g.,  bringing  together  the  Bayview- 
Hunters  Point  residents  and  the  developers  and  sponsors  of  the  49ers 
stadium-mall  project); 

2)  Recognizing  the  work  of  non-profits  (SAEJ — Southeast  Alliance  for 
Environmental  Justice,  California  Center  for  Land  Recycling,  etc.); 

3)  Recognizing  that  the  brownfields  program  is  a  leverage  point  from  which 
to  address  other  city  problems; 

4)  Working  collaboratively  with  other  agencies  on  revitalization — the 
Commission  can  lead  the  environmental  justice  movement  in  the  Bay  Area 
multi-dimensionally; 

5)  Requiring  all  efforts  to  be  community-based  (residents  know  previous 
redevelopment  attempts  really  didn't  work). 

Bobbie  Kahan,  Brownfields  Coordinator  of  the  Superfiind  Division  of  the  U.S. 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA),  highlighted  the  federal  program  for 
brownfields  applicable  to  California. 

The  centerpiece  of  the  program  is  comprised  of  10  showcase  cormnunities,  among 
which  are:  Sacramento  (Southern  Pacific  Railroad  yards),  Stockton  (the  port), 
Richmond,  Oakland  (Fruitvale  District/BART  Transit  Village),  East  Palo  Alto 
(Ravenswood  area),  and  San  Francisco  (Bayview-Hunters  Point/Redevelopment 
Agency  Survey  Area  of  nearly  3,000  acres). 

Ms.  Kahan  said  EPA's  efforts  are  part  of  a  national  partnership  action  agenda  that 
features  a  $300  million  commitment  by  15  federal  agencies,  including  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD)  and  the  Department  of 
Transportation  (DOT).  EPA  is  administering  a  revolving  loan  fund  to  provide 
clean-up  funding  for  pilot  cities. 

Martha  Matusoka  of  the  Urban  Habitat  Program  and  member  of  the  Brownfields  Regional 
Working  Group,  urged  the  Commission  to  "pull  together  resources  and  expertise 
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"in  this  area  since  San  Francisco  is  a  designated  brownfields  pilot  city." 

Commissioner  Richardson  conmiented  that  she  and  Ms.  Matsuoka  were  instrumental  in 
getting  the  U.S.  EPA  involved  with  the  Bayview-Hunters  Point  community  where  most 
of  San  Francisco's  brownfields  sites  are  located.  The  Southeast  Alliance  for 
Environmental  Justice  (SAEJ),  which  Cormnissioner  Richardson  co-founded,  has  created 
a  database  and  mapping  project  to  determine  whether  some  sites  believed  to  be 
contaminated  are  indeed  contaminated.  Commissioner  Richardson  commented  further 
that  the  $100,000  EPA  grant  for  the  SAEJ  was  awarded  for  development  of  a  plan  for 
community,  government,  and  private  sector  collaboration. 

"The  driving  engine  of  brownfields  is  not  so  much  cleaning  up  contamination," 
said  Cormnissioner  Richardson,  "but  building  up  the  economic  infi-astructure  of  the 
communities,  and  this  would  involve  private  lenders,  local,  state,  and  federal  government 
agencies  as  well  as  commercial  interests.  The  big  argument  revolves  around  what  to  do 
after  the  clean-up.  The  Cormnission's  role  in  this  is  to  foster  the  coalescence  of  these 
groups  to  build  a  viable,  vibrant  community." 

In  response  to  Commissioner  Richardson's  comment  that  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
was  not  represented  at  this  hearing.  Commissioner  Eng  explained  that  RDA's  Martha 
Walters,  the  City's  only  paid  expert  staff  person  assigned  to  brownfields  could  not  attend 
because  of  a  standing  commitment  on  the  2"*^  Tuesday  evenings  of  every  month. 
Commissioner  Eng  said  Ms.  Walter  could  be  invited  to  speak  at  a  fiiture  hearing. 

Romel  L.  Pascual,  City  Planner  in  the  Environmental  Justice  Office  of  US  EPA  described 
his  office  as  a  "team  that  encompasses  sustainability,  beyond  redevelopment;  brownfields 
is  a  vehicle  to  get  lenders  into  areas  that  have  historically  been  redlined."  He  added  that 
the  Brownfields  Regional  Working  Group  has  a  cooperative  and  consultative  relationship 
with  NEJAC,  the  National  Environmental  Justice  Advisory  Council. 

Aimee  Houghton,  Communications  Coordinator  of  Career-Pro,  San  Francisco  State 
University  (SFSU)  said,  "There  is  nothing  like  the  Working  Group  in  other  areas  of  the 
country.  San  Francisco  is  a  model  for  the  country." 

Commissioner  Evans  asked  if  anyone  has  developed  a  model  for  community  involvement. 
Commissioner  Richardson  responded  that  the  EPA  recognized  Bayview-Hunters  Point  as  a 
brownfields  pilot  project  because  of  community  energy  and  that  NEJAC  has  developed  an 
environmental  justice  model  that  can  be  replicated  by  other  municipalities. 

Commissioner  Okamoto  commented  that  "there  should  be  a  synthesis  of  areas,  bringing 
the  economic  development  organizations  of  the  City  into  this  mix  of  brownfields 
projects." 
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Another  Brownfields  Regional  Working  Group  member,  Thomas  T.  Hinman,  Vice 
President  of  the  Bay  Area  Council,  encouraged  the  "sharing  of  technology  in 
brownfields  development"  noting  that  "there  were  RFPs  solicited  for  cooperative,  multi- 
agency  demonstration  projects  throughout  the  Bay  Area.  One  was  in  Hunters  Point, 
where  you  had  federal,  state,  and  private  organizations  trying  to  demonstrate  remediation 
technology."  He  also  underscored  Commissioner  Okamoto's  comments,  applauding  "the 
synthesis  of  environment,  transportation,  housing,  and  the  nexus  that  this  Commission 
represents." 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Okamoto  about  getting  commercial  developers 
into  the  projects,  Ms.  Hernandez  indicated  that  East  Palo  Alto  has  gained  some  commercial 
interest  from  computer  software  companies.  Okamoto  acknowledged  that  and  asked  if  there 
was  a  regional  strategy  so  that  projects  in  Richmond  and  East  Palo  Alto  aren't  competing 
with  each  other.  Hernandez  said  that's  why  the  working  group  is  so  key. 

President  Victor  and  Commissioner  Eng  concurred  that  inter-agency  coalition  building 
with  the  community  is  an  important  role  for  the  Commission. 

President  Victor  thanked  the  speakers  for  their  input,  saying  their  recommendations  were 
very  helpfiil. 

4.  REPORTS 

4A.  COMMITTEES' REPORTS 

Planning  &  Policy  Committee  Chair  Anne  Eng  reported  on  the  June  12  meeting  in 
which  program  priorities  were  discussed  and  agenda  items  for  the  Commission's 
special  strategic  meeting  on  August  9  were  outlined. 

The  Committee  passed  a  resolution  suggesting  the  following  topics  be 
calendared  for  the  special  strategic  meeting  of  the  Commission  on  August  9: 
the  role  of  the  Commission  for  a  5-  and  10-year  period,  public  hearings  as  a 
Commission  fiinction,  process  for  addressing  "hot"  topics,  public  outreach, 
program  priorities,  and  identification  and  evaluation  of  other  agencies'  policies 
and  programs.  President  Victor  stated  that  she  would  clarify  the  role  of  the 
public  at  the  strategic  meeting  prior  to  the  meeting  and  the  director  provided  an 
update  on  her  recruitment  of  a  volunteer  facilitator  for  the  meeting.  The 
Planning  and  Policy  Committee's  next  meeting  is  July  17. 

Finance  &  Operations  Committee  Chair  Steven  Krefting  reported  that  the  meeting 
of  June  16  was  canceled  for  lack  of  a  quorum.  Its  next  meeting  is  July  21 .

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4B.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

The  Director's  time  has  been  spent  tying  up  loose  ends  fiscally;  the  budget  for  FY 
97-98  is  $226,000;  and  $50,000  will  be  added  for  an  Integrated  Pest 
Management  Plan  specialist. 

The  Sustainability  Plan  will  be  heard  before  the  Health,  Family  and  Environment 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  July  10.  Letters  have  been  sent  to  all  who 
worked  on  the  Sustainability  Plan  to  inform  them  of  the  upcoming  hearing. 

The  Integrated  Pest  Management  Ordinance  was  passed  by  the  Board  and 
becomes  effective  in  August,  1997.  At  that  time  the  IPM  exemptions  process  will 
get  underway. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Department  (DOE)  has  been  deluged  with  work  around  IPM  and  green 
building,  a  topic  that  has  caught  fire,  more  than  expected,  in  the  words  of  Director 
Magilavy.  The  Redevelopment  Agency  has  expressed  great  interest  in  incorporating  green 
building  standards  or  guidelines  into  its  requests  for  proposals  (RFPs). 

Director  Magilavy  discussed  ideas  for  assessing  the  environmental  activities  of 
other  City  agencies. 

A  brief  review  of  the  Department's  outreach  plans  included  these  action  items: 

•  Updating  the  Guide  to  Environmental  Services  for  the  2"^*  edition  printing 
by  the  end  of  the  next  quarter; 

•  Planning  new  printed  materials,  with  pro  bono  translations; 

•  Planning  specific  outreach  for  specific  programs; 

Drafting  an  opinion-editorial  essay  (Op-Ed  piece)  on  the  Sustainability  Plan  to  be 
proffered  to  the  Examiner  and  Chronicle  editorial  pages. 

The  director's  report  concluded  with  an  in-depth  overview  of  implementing  the 
Integrated  Pest  Management  Ordinance  and  the  policy  issues  to  be  resolved  by  the 
Commission. 

Director  Magilavy  listed  the  categories  of  pesticide  products  banned  in  1997: 

1 .  Those  marked  "danger"  on  the  label  (Category  I  pesticide  products), 

2.  Prop.  65  list  -  chemicals  causing  cancer  or  reproductive  damage,  and 

3.  Cancer-causing  agents  rated  by  EPA  (lists  changes  periodically;  we're  using  July  '96). 
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Director  Magilavy  noted  that  the  key  role  for  the  IPM  staff  speciaHst  will  be  to 
verify  departments'  representations  that  no  viable  alternatives  to  proposed 
exempted  pesticides  exist. 

Director  Magilavy  noted  that  certain  sections  of  the  IPM  Procedures  document 
need  policy  rulings  by  the  Commission. 

•    §1.4  refers  to  the  Commission's  meeting  schedule  and  calendars 
consideration  of  exemption  requests  as  a  standing  agenda  item  (the 
Commission  may  institute  a  consent  calendar  to  include  exemption  requests);

1 .  Call  to  Order  -  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  6:02  p.m.  by  President  Victor.     PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
Commissioners  Eng,  Evans,  Krefting,  Okamoto,  Richardson,  and  Russell  were  also 

present. 

2.  Upon  motion  by  Commissioner  Evans,  the  minutes  of  July  8, 1997  were  unanimously 
approved. 


3.  Communications  -  Hearing  on  Green  Building 


Commissioner  Okamoto  opened  the  hearing  on  green  building  guidelines  with  the 
remark  that  when  he  was  in  college,  the  field  of  green  building  was  called  ecological 
design. 

Director  Magilavy  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  gave  an  update  on  the 
progress  of  the  green  building  ordinance  drafting  group  which  is  drafting  legislation 
for  Supervisor  Leal's  consideration  and  intended  introduction  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  Members  of  the  group  include  representatives  fi^om  the  Bureau  of 
Energy  Conservation,  Bureau  of  Architecture,  Bureau  of  Construction  Management, 
and  the  Water  Department. 

Drew  Stelman  of  the  Bureau  of  Architecture  and  Chair  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects  Committee  on  the  Envomment  said  some  of  the  goals  of  the  green  building 
legislation  include  increasing  the  efficiency  of  city  buildings  that  could  save  millions 
of  dollars  in  construction  and  operating  costs,  creating  more  healthful  and 
comfortable  working  environments,  and  setting  an  example  for  the  world. 

Cal  Broomhead  of  the  Bureau  of  Energy  Conservation,  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  & 
Power,  Public  Utilities  Commission,  declared  green  building  to  be  the  single  most- 
cost-effective  action  that  can  be  taken  towards  environmental  health.  He  said  the  size 
of  opportunity  before  the  City  is  immense  -  over  $1  billion  worth  of  construction  is 
projected  in  the  City  over  the  next  ten  years,  including  Hunters  Point,  Treasure  Island, 
Mission  Bay,  the  Airport,  the  Port,  the  branches  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library, 
and  the  Hall  of  Justice.  Mr.  Broomhead  estimated  the  impact  on  the  city  budget  of 
the  current  energy  efficiency  improvements  to  be  approximately  $2,2  million  a  year, 
or  some  40%  return  on  investment.  In  other  words,  "of  the  $100,000  we  invest 
annually,  we  get  back  $40,000  in  energy  savings  each  year  for  the  Hfe  of  the  installed 
equipment." 

Maria  Sanders  of  the  Center  for  Economic  Conversion  reported  on  the  work  of  the 
Green  Base  Conversion  Project  primarily  in  the  Presidio,  Hunters  Point,  and  Treasure 
Island.  The  project  is  providing  education  and  technical  assistance  to  pohcy  makers 
and  potential  tenants. 
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Kristin  Ralff,  Managing  Director  of  the  U.S.  Green  Buildings  Council,  a  coalition  of 
the  building  industry  and  product  manufacturers,  commented  that  initiatives  like  the 
green  building  ordinance  will  drive  the  market  forward  towards  expansion. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Russell  regarding  a  time  frame. 
Director  Magilavy  said  the  group  will  have  a  final  draft  of  the  green  building 
ordinance  for  the  September  meeting. 

4.  Reports 

A.  Committees 

1)  Finance  &  Operations  Committee  -  Chairperson  Krefting  reported  on  the 
committee's  recommendations  regarding  a  process  for  reviewing  and 
amending  the  Sustainability  Plan.  The  committee  will  draft  a  specific 
resolution  for  the  Commission's  consideration  at  the  next  meeting  on 
September  9'^ 

2)  Planning  &  Policy  Committee  -  Chairperson  Eng  reported  on  the  committee's 
discussions  relating  to  requests  for  exemptions  from  the  Integrated  Pest 
Management  ordinance  (IPM),  the  director's  proposals  relating  to  the 
Commission's  review  of  City  departments'  environmental  pohcies  and 
practices,  and  the  Committee's  discussion  of  priorities  for  the  Commission 
and  consideration  of  "hot"  issues.  The  committee  will  introduce  resolutions 
on  these  topics  for  the  Commission's  consideration  at  its  September  9^*^ 
meeting. 

B.  Director's  Report  -  An  unbelievable  amount  of  time  has  been  spent  on  the  press 
and  media  coverage  of  the  Sustainability  Plan.  The  Integrated  Pest  Management 
program  has  also  taken  a  good  portion  of  the  department's  time.  Supervisor 
Newsom's  call  for  an  environmental  summit  has  generated  a  lot  of  interest  from 
the  public,  as  manifested  by  the  letters  received  by  the  department. 

The  director  reported  that  the  department  has  been  asked  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  do  new  research  projects  for  which  the  department  has  neither  the 
staff  nor  fimds.  Supervisor  Katz  suggested  that  the  department  request  a 
supplemental  appropriation. 

C.  President's  Report  -  The  environmental  summit  idea  from  Mayor  Brown  is 
gaining  momentum.  However,  the  Earth  Day  date  in  April  of  1998  may  be  too 
soon  to  mount  a  meaningful  conference,  given  the  resources  currently  available 
to  the  department  and  the  commission.  President  Victor  reviewed  the  work  of  the 
Commission  during  its  retreat  on  August  9  and  urged  the  Commissioners  to 
complete  their  work  at  the  next  retreat  scheduled  for  September  27. 
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A  general  discussion  on  public  relations  ensued,  including  comments  that  the 
president  should  have  a  role  in  press/pubUc  outreach  and  mayoral  liaison. 
Commissioner  Eng  volunteered  to  chair  a  temporary  committee  on  pubUc  outreach 
and  education  to  raise  the  Commission's  visibility  and  to  increase  pubhc  attendance 
of  Commission  meetings.  Commissioner  Richardson  suggested  that  having 
meetings  in  the  various  communities  of  the  city  would  guarantee  increased  public 
attendance,  and  Commissioner  Evans  suggested  getting  a  quieter  regular  meeting 
room  than  the  present  one.

Summarize  Unsuccessful  Search  for  Alternatives 

SFRPD  Has  Searched  for  Less-Toxic  Alternatives  and  has  determined  that  improvements  in  management 
procedures  will  improve  the  overall  quality  of  the  Department's  golf  courses  and  lessen  the  incidence  of  turf  disease. 
However  fungicides  will  continue  to  be  needed  as  a  last  resort  curative  measure  to  control  diseases  should  they  occur 
There  are  some  fungicides  lat>eled  to  control  Pink  Snow  Mold  and  other  'winter'  diseases.  SFRPD  has  found  that  PCNB 
works  very  well  for  this  purpose.  The  product  Scotts  FFII,  which  contains  PCNB,  is  a  granular  formulation  that  provides 
kjng  lasting  control  without  off-target  drift  associated  with  liquid  sprays.  Other  Chapter  39  compliant  fungicides  lat>eled  to 
control  t/jese  diseases  have  either  t)een  shown  through  experience  not  to  be  as  effective  or  have  not  been  tried  by 
SFRPD  as  of  yet 

As  a  Result  of  this  Search,  SFRPD  has  determined  that  perhaps  the  fungicide  'Heritage",  which  was  recently 
registered  in  California  and  is  Chapter  39  compliant,  may  serve  as  a  suitable  replacement  for  PCNB.  SFRPD  plans  to 
purchase  'Heritage'  and  other  'new'  fungicides  that  comply  with  Chapter  39.  However,  it  is  not  dear  whether  or  not 
these  replacement  materials  will  wori<.  SFRPD  still  needs  an  exemption  for  PCNB  in  order  to  use  this  material  as  a  last 
resort  if  and  when  preventative  management  measures  fail  and  Chapter  39  compliant  fungicides  fail.  Damages  resulting 
from  outbreaks  of  turf  disease  in  the  winter  are  extremely  difficult  to  remedy  in  the  spring  and  could  create  extensive 
economic  tosses.  SFRPD  also  recognizes  that  fungicides  need  to  be  rotated  in  order  to  minimize  the  potential  for 
disease  resistance  and  Chapter  39  has  resulted  in  the  loss  of  a  number  of  'contact"  type  fungicides  that  are  still  needed 
to  provide  a  complete  fungicide  rotation  program.  SFRPD  has  minimized  fungicide  use  on  its  golf  courses  this  year  but 
has  not  been  able  as  yet  to  fully  implement  IPM  and  anticipates  heavy  disease  pressure  this  fall  and  winter 
SFRPD  Plans  to  Continue  this  Search  by  continuing  to  identify  and  adopt  techniques  which  improve  greens  turf  health 
and  reduce  the  need  for  curative  pesticide  treatments.  The  implementation  of  some  new  practices  may  depend  upon  the 
availability  of  funds  and  other  factors  that  may  result  in  considerable  delays.  SFRPD  intends  to  obtain  assistance  from 
IPM  consultants  in  developing  its  overall  Golf  IPM  Program  as  well.  When  fungicides  are  needed  as  a  last  resort,  those 
that  comply  with  Chapter  39  will  be  employed  and  evaluated  whenever  possible.  PCNB  will  only  be  used  if  compliant 
fungicides  are  not  available  or  fail  to  control  disease.

Department  has  identified  and  purchased  allowable  altemative  products,  and  has  begun  to 
implement  altemative  management  techniques.  However,  altemative  products  have  no 
track  record  in  San  Francisco,  and  use  of  Scotts  FFII  is  requested  as  a  backup  in  case  of 
failure.

I  tried  to  e-mail  this  to  you,  but  it  doesn't  seem  to  work.  Regarding  the  materials  I  fiuced  before,  of 
course  you  will  need  to  fit  the  criteria  to  your  needs,  but  it  is  a  start,  Wt  used  this  in  a  very  elaborate  and 
tedious  process  of  using  the  weifihtingi  on  the  second  page,  as  a  multiplier,  then  rating  cttoh 
program/project  on  a  0-4  scale  per  each  criteriiL  then  doing  the  math  to  get  total  scores. 

Because  the  value  of  an  existing  program  within  any  criteria  would  vary  depending  on  M^tther  it  was 
well  managed  or  not,  so  we  had  to  score  based  on  how  would  it  rate  if  the  program  had  proper  resources 
and  management.  That  way  you  can  fairly  assess  existing  programs  along  side  programs«in-concept. 

*A^at  we  found  is  thai  the  scores  were  a  very  accurate  reflection  of  what  we  already  thought.  This  we 
have  considered  in  tv.o  way$...our  evaluation  was  biased  by  what  we  already  thought  or  we  are  r»ally 
good  at  evaluating  by  shooting  from  the  hip,  because  the  analytic  method  proved  we  were  right  all  along. 
You  decide  which  truth  is  operating  here,  I  think  iu  a  bit  of  both.  At  any  rate,  it  did  give  us  Jome  firm 
structure  for  talking  about  the  relative  merits  and  demerits  of  each  program  and  provided  us  a  very  clear 
consensus  about  the  purpose  and  direction  of  each  program. 

For  new  project/program  Ideas  we  have  added  a  couple  of  other  oriteria: 

1  Potential  killers-  are  there  hidden  problems  which  might  kill  this?  For  example,  is  it  an  issue 
that  will  raise  Opposition  from  a  very  powerful  faction?  Or  is  there  a  key  resource  that  might  not 
come  through? 

2  Do  we  have  easy  access  to  the  background  information  we  need  to  proceed.,  or  is  the  research 
going  to  absorb  a  significant  amount  of  staff  time? 

3  Overlap-  is  this  something  closely  related  to  a  current  activity  or  do  we  hav*  to  do  anyway?  This 
is  more  Important  during  times  of  tight  resources. 

4  Maintenance-  to  what  extent  will  this  require  work  in  ftiture  years?

Call  to  Order  and  Roll  Call:  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Victor 
at  6:05  p.m.  Present  were  Commissioners  Eng,  Evans,  Krefting,  Okamoto, 
Richardson,  and  Russell.  Deputy  City  Attorney  Greenburg  and  Secretary  Chow  were 
also  present. 

Approval  of  Minutes  of  Previous  Meetings.  Minutes  of  the  special  meeting  of 
September  27,  1997  and  the  regular  meeting  of  September  9,  1997  were  unanimously 
approved  upon  motion  by  Commissioner  Evans.

RESOLVED,  that  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  urges  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  enact  in  a  timely  fashion  the  recommendations  contained  in  the 
Bicycle  Plan  developed  by  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic.

Ben  Gale,  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Environmental  Health  Management  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health,  gave  an  overview  of  his  section's  $13  million  program, 
outlining  its  various  services  and  environmental  functions. 

Barney  Popkin,  of  Tetra  Tech  EM,  Inc.,  outlined  the  work  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors'  Hazardous  Materials  Advisory  Committee,  which  he  co-chairs. 

Sophie  Maxwell,  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Southeast  Alliance  for 
Environmental  Justice  (SAEJ)  a  grass-roots  community  organization,  described  the 
urgency  of  environmental  clean-up  in  the  Bayview-Hunters  Point  community,  which 
bears  the  brunt  of  toxic  waste  in  the  city.  It  has  the  highest  rates  of  incidence  of 
breast  cancer  and  asthma,  and  the  highest  rate  of  hospitalization  for  asthma  in  the 
city. 
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Ms.  Maxwell  also  spoke  of  the  impact  on  her  family  (her  husband  died  early,  her  25- 
year-old  son,  despite  being  a  non-smoker  and  a  vegetarian,  has  lymphoma,  and  she 
herself  has  breast  cancer  as  does  her  immediate  neighbor). 

Bill  Lee,  City  Administrator  and  former  head  of  the  toxics  section  in  the  Department 
of  Public  Health,  outlined  the  scope  of  environmental  clean-up  facing  the  closed 
military  bases  of  Hunters  Point,  Treasure  Island,  and  the  Presidio.  The  major 
difference  between  Hunters  Point  and  the  other  two  bases  is  that  the  former  naval 
shipyard  has  numerous  U.S.  EPA-designated  Superfimd  toxic  clean-up  sites,  while 
the  other  two  bases  do  not. 

A  representative  from  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  could  not  appear 
due  to  insufficient  notice.  A  presentation  will  be  scheduled  at  a  later  date. 

Saul  Bloom  of  Arc  Ecology,  who  has  been  working  on  the  toxics  and  military  bases 
issue,  emphasized  that  there  is  insufficient  funding  for  environmental  clean-up;  that 
the  cost  of  building  one  B-1  bomber  could  pay  for  the  clean-up  of  all  Bay  Area 
military  bases);  and  that  the  City  should  use  its  political  clout  to  get  proper  level  of 
funding  for  clean-up. 

Two  members  of  the  public  urged  the  Commission  to  urge  San  Francisco  and  other 
cities  to  lobby  the  Congress  and  the  White  House  to  adequately  fund  base  clean-up. 

The  Commission  was  also  urged  to  begin  implementing  the  recommendations  of  the 
Sustainability  Plan  addressing  hazardous  materials. 

6.  Finance  &  Operations  Committee  Report  Chairperson  Steven  Krefting  said  the 
committee  will  conduct  its  meeting  to  evaluate  the  department  director  position  with 
the  participation  of  the  Commission  President.  He  also  reported  that  the  department 
will  need  a  supplemental  appropriation  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  operating 
expenses  for  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year.

5.  Communications  -  Hearing  on  Food  and  Agriculture 


The  hearing  highlighted  some  of  the  most  important  issues  and  effective  programs  in  the  area 
of  food  and  agriculture. 

Alice  Waters,  Chef-Owner  of  Chez  Panisse  Restaurant,  described  her  Edible  Schoolyard 
project  in  Berkeley  as  a  mentoring  program  in  the  garden  and  the  kitchen,  teaching  young 
people  how  to  grow  good  food,  how  to  cook  inexpensively,  and  how  to  plan  meals  for 
themselves,  their  families,  and  their  friends.  She  said  this  is  very  similar  to  the  Garden 
Project  at  the  San  Francisco  County  Jail. 
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Ken  Hecht,  Co-Director  of  California  Food  Policy  Advocates,  identified  a  strong  civic  need 
for  access  to  good,  nutritious,  affordable  food  in  San  Francisco.  The  hunger  issue  in  San 
Francisco  encompasses  not  only  cost,  but  also  the  paucity  of  supermarkets  in  low-income 
areas,  the  lack  of  transportation  for  low-income  people  to  travel  to  supermarkets,  and  the  lack 
of  adequate  food  storage  facilities  in  many  low-income  households.  He  quoted  surveys  that 
indicated  that  64%  of  the  residents  of  the  Hunters  Point  area  and  42%  of  the  residents  of  the 
Tenderloin  area  pay  more  for  food  than  other  residents  throughout  the  city.  He  recommended 
that  the  Commission  initiate  a  food  policy  agenda,  promote  sound  food  policy,  and  monitor 
the  city  policy  process  to  ensure  that  food  and  nutrition  issues  are  considered  throughout  the 
broad  range  of  city  policy-making  (a  food  impact  reporting  requirement,  for  example). 

David  Frieders,  San  Francisco's  Agricultural  Commissioner,  described  the  mission  and  the 
scope  of  work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Weights  and  Measures.  His 
department's  activities  range  from  providing  technical  assistance  to  the  Integrated  Pest 
Management  Program,  to  the  testing  of  produce  for  pesticide  residue,  to  the  regulation  of 
scales  in  stores  throughout  the  City,  to  the  management  of  the  San  Francisco  county  fair. 

Sibella  Kraus,  Executive  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Markets  Collaborative  and 
the  Center  for  Urban  Education  About  Sustainable  Agriculture,  urged  the  Commission  to 
implement  the  recommendations  of  the  Sustainability  Plan  and  to  support  the  conversion  of 
the  south  wing  of  the  Ferry  Building  into  a  public  farmers  market,  and  the  conversion  of  the 
adjacent  Agricultural  Building  into  an  educational  center  for  sustainability.  The  latter  two 
proposals  will  go  before  the  Port  Commission  later  this  month. 

Mohammed  Nuru,  Executive  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  League  of  Urban  Gardeners 
(SLUG),  described  food  insecurity  as  the  root  symptom  of  community  disintegration.  One  of 
the  aims  of  his  organization  is  to  re-connect  people  through  agriculture,  "we  build 
community  through  gardening  projects."  Elizabeth  Tan  introduced  two  participants  in 
SLUG'S  environmental  justice  youth  leadership  program,  Tania  Rivera  and  Silene  Huang. 
Both  young  people  recommended  that  the  City  restrict  the  number  of  liquor  stores  (especially 
in  Bayview-Hunters  Point)  and  ban  tobacco  advertising,  because  the  promotion  of  alcohol 
and  tobacco  products  has  crowded  out  the  availablility  of  nutritious,  affordable  food  in  local 
stores.  Mr.  Nuru  extended  to  the  Commission  an  open  invitation  to  visit  SLUG'S  Alemany 
Youth  Farm. 

During  the  public  comment  period,  Tony  Alvite,  a  teacher  at  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School, 
introduced  Enriqueta  Marin,  a  student  in  his  8'*^  grade  Community  Service  class,  to  talk 
about  the  enjoyment  and  value  of  growing  collard  greens,  broccoli,  lettuce,  and  brussel 
sprouts  at  Potrero  Hill.  Ed  Regan,  a  social  security  recipient,  suggested  the  city  sponsor  a 
"survival  school"  that  would  teach  people  how  to  make  simple  food,  clothing,  and  shelter. 

6.  Finance  &  Operations  Committee  Report.  There  was  no  meeting  for  lack  of  a  quorum. 
The  next  meeting  is  Monday,  November  17,  1997. 

7.  Planning  &  Policy  Committee  Report,  Commissioner  Eng  announced  she  had  relinquished 
the  chair  to  Commissioner  Evans  who  reported  that  the  outcomes  of  the  strategic  retreat 
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meetings  were  satisfactory  and  reflected  in  the  two  resolutions  appearing  on  this  meeting's 
consent  calendar.  The  committee  reviewed  the  purposes  of  conducting  hearings  on  various 
environmental  topics  during  regular  Commission  meetings  and  concluded  that  the  hearings 
would  help  the  Commission  achieve  maximum  effectiveness,  promote  awareness  of  issues, 
foster  community  participation,  respond  to  special  requests,  and  assist  in  implementing  the 
Sustainability  Plan.  The  committee  also  defined  as  hot  issues  matters  that  may  come  before 
the  Commission  that  require  an  immediate  response,  arise  from  emergency  or  urgent 
situations,  and  are  the  focus  of  public  controversy. 

8.  Public  Outreach  &  Education  Committee  Report.  Chairperson  Eng  reported  that  the 
draft  of  an  outreach  plan  will  be  completed  by  public  outreach  coordinator  Chow.  The  plan's 
elements  would  be  grouped  under  four  headings  -  publicizing  Commission  activities, 
conducting  outreach  for  the  department,  coordinating  media/public  relations,  and  fostering 
partnerships  and  community  participation  in  the  work  of  the  department.  The  committee 
requested  the  department  to  gather  copies  of  outreach  materials  produced  by  other  City 
departments  related  to  environmental  issues  or  activities,  and  to  investigate  the  feasibility  of 
involving  volunteers  in  the  outreach  activities  of  the  Commission  and  the  department.  The 
next  meeting  of  the  committee  will  be  Wednesday,  December  3,  1997. 

9.  Director's  Report 

Public  Outreach:  The  department  coordinated  a  press  conference  observing  the  one-year 
anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  the  Integrated  Pest  Management  program  and  enactment 
of  the  landmark  ordinance  sponsored  by  Supervisor  Leslie  Katz.  The  IPM  program  has 
resulted  in  a  dramatic  decrease  in  the  use  of  chemical  pesticides  by  city  government.  There 
was  extensive  coverage  by  KRON-TV  (Charmel  4),  KGO  and  KSFO  radio,  and  EcoNet  news 
on  the  internet.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Weights  and  Measures,  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Department,  and  the  advocacy  group  Pesticide  Watch  were  the  primary  participants. 

The  success  of  the  City's  IPM  program  has  been  noted  at  the  federal  level.  Agricultural 
Commissioner  David  Frieders  has  been  invited  to  Washington,  D.C.  to  speak  about  the 
relationship  of  EPM  to  food  and  agriculture. 

Our  work  in  sustainability  planning  continues  to  receive  national  attention.  More  requests 
for  copies  of  the  Sustainability  Plan  were  received  following  a  nationally-syndicated  column 
by  George  Will  denouncing  the  plan  and  a  rejoinder  by  San  Francisco  Examiner  columnist 
Rob  Morse. 

Administration:  Supervisor  Tom  Ammiano  has  expressed  concern  about  the  department's 
funding  level  and  has  requested  information  on  the  department's  staffing  and  a  comparison 
of  what  the  department  is  charged  with  in  the  Charter  and  what  it  is  capable  of  performing. 

Programs:  The  IPM  guidance  document  for  all  City  departments  is  being  finalized  and 
should  be  completed  by  the  next  month.  Recruitment  for  an  IPM  coordinator  is  underway 
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and  should  be  completed  by  year's  end.  Other  departments  have  had  no  increase  in  their 
budgets  to  implement  IPM,  which  will  entail  additional  funds  for  new  equipment  and  may 
require  more  people. 

While  the  director  was  in  Canada  for  a  conference,  a  meeting  between  the  mayor  and 
representatives  of  the  bicycle  community  occurred.  A  proposed  transportation/bicycle 
summit  has  been  postponed  while  the  Parking  and  Traffic  Commission  will  organize 
hearings  regarding  the  streets  specified  in  the  bicycle  plan  for  bicycle  lanes. 

The  green  building  legislation,  which  the  director  has  been  developing  with  Supervisor  Susan 
Leal,  the  Bureau  of  Architecture  (DPW),  and  others,  has  been  sent  to  the  City  Attorney's 
office  for  review  and  finalization.  Additional  changes  are  expected  before  the  legislation  is 
introduced  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Meanwhile,  Columbia  Foundation  has  expressed  interest  in  providing  $25,000  to  fund  a 
meeting  on  resource  efficiency  and  green  building  standards.

DRAFX  MINUTES  OF 
REGULAR  commission  MEETING  OF  DECEMBER  9, 1997 


1.  Call  to  Order  &  Roll  Call.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  6:05  p.m.  by  President  Vietor. 
Commissioners  present  were  Eng,  Evans,  Krefting,  Richardson,  and  Russell.  Director  Magilavy, 
Secretary  Chow,  and  Deputy  City  Attorney  Greenburg  were  also  present. 

2.  Minutes  of  Previous  November  12, 1997  meeting  were  unanimously  approved  upon  motion  by 
Commissioner  Russell. 

3.  Consent  Calendar.  No  items. 

4.  Chemical  Exemption  Requests.  None. 

5.  Communications  -  Hearing  on  San  Francisco  Water  Issues:  A  Brief  Overview. 

Commissioner  Evans  introduced  the  speakers. 

Steve  Ritchie,  Manager  of  System  Planning  and  Regulatory  Compliance,  Public  Utihties 
Commission  presented  a  comprehensive  overview  of  San  Francisco's  water  system,  assets,  and 
services,  including  the  city's  wastewater  and  treatment  facilities  and  combined  wastewater  and 
storm  water  facilities. 

Jeff  Manner  of  the  Coalition  for  Better  Wastewater  Solutions  discussed  the  revival  of 
proposals  to  build  an  underground  cross-town  tunnel  to  carry  wastewater  to  treatment  and 
release.  He  urged  San  Francisco  to  undertake  a  feasibility  study  of  alternative  technologies  to  a 
cross-town  tunnel,  the  construction  and  operation  of  which  poses  a  host  of  environmental  and 
health  and  cost  issues  that  might  be  better  addressed  with  alternative  approaches.  When  asked 
what  steps  he  was  taking  towards  alternatives,  Mr.  Ritchie  replied  that  it  was  not  his  job  to  make 
sure  that  a  cross-town  tunnel  is  not  built. 

Alex  Lantsberg  of  Southeast  Alliance  for  Environmental  Justice  noted  that  the  digesters  at 
the  Southeast  wastewater  treatment  facility  are  in  dire  need  of  repair  and  causing  grievous  odor 
problems. 

Charles  Little  of  the  Tuolumne  River  Preservation  Trust  presented  an  overview  of  his 
organization's  15-year  stewardship  to  preserve  the  ecological  and  recreational  value  of  the 
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Tuolumne  River  watershed,  which  is  an  area  of  spectacular  beauty  and  ecological  variety  that 
supports  human  life  and  industry.  Five  existing  dams  and  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  in  the 
watershed  provide  drinking  water,  electricity,  agricultural  irrigation,  flood  control,  and  recreation 
for  millions  of  Califomians  and  visitors. 

John  Plummer  of  Friends  of  Lake  Merced  raised  concerns  that  the  water  level  of  Lake 
Merced  has  been  steadily  declining  at  an  alarming  rate.  This  has  led  to  enviroimiental  damage  to 
the  lake,  and  the  surrounding  area,  and  negatively  affecting  the  plant  and  animal  populations 
there,  as  well  as  the  quality  of  angling.  He  urged  city  agencies  to  coordinate  remedial  strategies 
and  efforts. 

6.  Finance  and  Operations  Committee  Report 

At  its  November  meeting,  the  committee  finalized  the  work  plan  for  the  director  of  the 
department  for  the  next  six  months  (until  the  end  of  the  review  period,  which  is  the  fiscal  year) 
and  the  overall  department  work  plan  for  the  next  twelve  months.  There  was  a  review  and 
discussion  of  a  draft  work  plan  for  assessment  of  various  City  environmental  functions. 

7.  Planning  and  Policy  Committee  Report.  There  was  no  meeting  in  November. 

8.  Public  Outreach  Committee  Report 

The  Public  Outreach  Committee  reviewed  a  media  plan  prepared  by  Mr.  Chow,  and  made 
suggestions  on  grouping  the  activities  in  topic  groups  and  prioritizing  the  proposed  actions.  It 
was  suggested  that  Mr.  Chow  coordinate  the  action  proposals  in  the  media  plan  with  his  other 
responsibilities  as  outlined  in  the  work  plan  that  he  is  currently  preparing.  There  was  also 
discussion  of  the  preparation  of  environmental  information  fact  sheets. 

9.  President's  Report  (order  of  business  amended  by  President) 

The  president  reported  that  her  meeting  with  the  mayor  scheduled  for  December  8  had  been 
postponed  to  January.  She  announced  that  upcoming  topics  for  hearings  were  energy  for 
January:  and  air  quality  for  February.  Biodiversity  had  been  plaimed  for  February's  meeting,  but 
will  be  addressed  later.  Dioxins  or  plastics  might  be  for  March  or  April.  She  also  mentioned  that 
she  had  attended  an  excellent  visioning  workshop  in  the  nonprofit  sector,  the  facilitators  for 
which  might  offer  pro  bono  facilitation  for  a  similar  activity  for  the  commission  in  the  spring. 

The  president  suggested  the  following  fixture  resolutions: 

a)  urging  the  Planning  Dept.  to  consider  ecological  concerns  for  Lake  Merced; 

b)  urging  the  PUC  to  move  ahead  with  repair  of  digesters  at  Southeast  Wastewater 
Treatment  facility  and  address  odor  problems  as  soon  as  possible; 
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c)  urging  the  PUC  to  work  with  other  agencies  and  prepare  a  comprehensive  analysis  of 
alternatives  for  wastewater  treatment; 

d)  urging  the  City  and  County  and  the  developers  of  the  49ers  stadium/mall  to 
encourage  transit  use  because  of  parking  &  traffic  concerns  raised  by  the  general 
public  and  the  city's  transit-first  policy  and  the  fact  that  the  49ers  stadium/mall  plan  is 
car-dependent. 

10.    Director's  Report 

Most  of  the  content  of  the  director's  report  is  contained  in  her  written  monthly  report, 
distributed  with  the  December  meeting's  agenda.  She  added  a  comment  on  the  fact  that 
successfiil  implementation  of  the  IPM  plan  is  going  to  cost  various  departments  money, 
which  has  not  yet  been  budgeted,  and  stressed  the  importance  of  the  mayor's  office 
approving  budget  requests  for  additional  money  for  IPM.  She  and  President  Victor  plan  to 
meet  with  the  new  budget  director,  Matt  Hymel,  to  discuss  this  and  other  matters. 

11. Other  Business 

11.01  -  Emilio  Cruz,  head  of  Muni,  gave  a  presentation  on  CNG  v.  Advanced  Diesel 
busses.  He  emphasized  that  CNG  was  studied  extensively  and  could  not  be  used  in 
articulated  (60-foot)  buses.  Thus,  there  was  no  other  feasible  choice  than  to  purchase 
advanced  diesel  coaches.  In  the  fixture.  Muni  could  use  a  hyrid,  diesel-battery  bus,  which 
will  be  available  in  2002. 

11.02  —  The  following  resolution,  by  Commissioner  Richardson,  was  passed  4-0.  On 
motion  of  Commissioner  Kjefting,  Commissioner  Eng  was  unanimously  excused  from 
voting  due  to  a  conflict  of  interest. 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  send  a  letter  to  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  about  PG&E's  proposed  sale  of  the  Hunters 
Point  and  Potrero  Hill  power  plants,  expressing  its  interest  in  learning  more 
about  what  impact  their  sale  may  have  on  San  Francisco's  environment  and 
achievement  of  its  sustainable  energy  policies,  particularly  with  regard  to 
local  air  quality. 

11.03  -  The  following  resolution,  by  Commissioner  Krefling,  was  passed  5-0: 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  send  a  letter  to  the 
Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  inquiring  into  municipal  subsidies  for 
employee  automobile  parking.

13.  Adjournment  -  The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  9  p.m. 
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
